Closed-circuit television 
set up for election returns 


Wheeling residents this year will be 


able to watch the vote returns for the 
April 17 village elections on a closed cir- 
cuit television hookup in the village hall. 


In the past, Interested residents had to 


sit outside the clerk's office to see the 
returns posted on a blackboard. Village 
Mgr. George Passolt said this system 
was often inconvenient. 


Passolt said the new "election control 


center" would make use of present vil- 
lage equipment. In fact, he said he got 
the idea for the closed circuit television 
from the police department set-up which 
monitors the village hall entrance. 


He said the village would have to rent 


an extra camera and hook-up which will 
be placed in the village hall's board com- 
mittee room. Votes will be tallied there 
and recorded on a large blackboard. 


THE TELEVISION screen, which will 


be borrowed from the police department 
for the evening, will be placed in the vil- 
lage's council chambers. The village also 
will provide coffee for those persons 
watching election returns. 


Passolt said since the polls closed at 6 


p.m., election returns would probably not 
start being posted until 6:45 or 7 p.m. He 
said the votes would be listed by candi- 
date and precinct, and would be posted 
as soon as the official vote counts were 


phoned in by the judges. 


THE MANAGER said that in past 


years only about 12 persons have been at 
the village hall to watch the returns. He 
noted, however, that this year there 
seems to be more interest in the election 
which might mean more would want to 
watch the returns. 


"I hope we'll have quite a few people 


who are interested," he said. 


Passolt estimated that the cost of ren- 


ting the additional equipment would be 
minimal. "It won't be very much," he 
said. "It may cost $75." 


"You know, we have the equipment," 


he said. "It's a shame not to use it." 


Husky Park improvements on the way 


If all goes according to schedule, 


Wheeling residents in the Husky Park 
area should have a more attractive park 
area to play in this summer. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said vil- 


lage officials are reviewing plans for im- 
proving the Husky Park retention basin 
and landscaping the surrounding area. 


The plans are the first drawn up by the 


new engineering firm hired to oversee 
the village's flood control programs. The 
preliminary design call for two struc- 
tural changes which will keep the bottom 
of the retention basin dry so that it can 
be used for recreation. 


The storm sewer pipes currently drain 


Into the retention basin. Water from 
these pipes then goes into the sewer lines 
beneath the basin floor. This causes a 
continual ponding of water on the bottom 
of the basin. 


To correct this situation, the engineers 


have proposed connecting the storm sew- 
ers directly into the pipes beneath the 
basin. They also plan to install a small 
pump in these underpipes to get rid of 
the small amount of water that usually 
sits on the basin floor. 


The engineering firm also proposes

to the bottom of the basin and providing 
a little park look-out at the edge of the 
basin. He said the village is considering 
changing the roadway into the park by 
adding a turn-about circle at the end of 
Lee Street. 


The manager said he could not make 


any estimate on a time-schedule for work 
on the basin. He said the timetable was 
dependent on the weather. "I would hope 
that by fairly early in June we would be 
able to have it under way," he said. "I 
would like to see it completed this sum- 
mer."

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Daughter tells Jayne brothers' fued 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


The daughter or murdered horseman 


George Jayne yesterday described the 
long-standing feud between her father 
and her uncle, Silas, that ended when 
George was cut down by rifle fire as he 
sat next to her in a bridge game. 


"We never did begin that game." 


Linda Jayne Wright, 25. told the jury in 
the murder trial of Silas and two other 
men. 


Her father was shuffling cards next to 


her at a table in the basement of their 
suburban Inverness home, Mrs. Wright 
said, when "There was an explosion." 


"My father stood up slowly. There was 


blood all over the place. He opened his 
eyes very wide, then fell to the floor," 
she said. Mrs. Wright called an ambu- 
lance, then drove to the corner to direct 
it to the Jayne home but her father was 
dead on arrival at Northwest Community 
Hospital. 


Her testimony came as she and her 


brother, George, 18, took the stand as the 
first prosecution witnesses against Silas, 
Joseph LaPlaca and Julius Barnes, all 
accused In the 1970 slaying. 


THE TRIAL, conducted by Cook Coun- 


ty Circuit Court Judge Richard Fitzge- 


rald, is scheduled to resume this morn- 
ing in the Criminal Courts Building. 


Under questioning by Asst. State's 


Atty. Nicholas Motherway, Mrs. Wright 
said she overhead her uncle tell her fa- 
ther. "I'll kill you, you son-of-a-bitch," at 
a Lake Forest horse show in 1964. 


At an Oak Brook horseshow in 1961, 


she said, Silas told her father, "I'll never 
talk to you again, you bastard." The con- 
versation, in which Silas swore repeated- 
ly, took place after George Jayne's horse 
won an event at the show, she said. 


In his opening remarks to the jury, 


Motherway called Jayne's murder, "a 
crime seldom rivaled in its brutality." 
He said the prosecution will link Silas, 
LaPlaca and Barnes to the slaying and 
to Melvin Adams, another alleged par- 
ticipant in the murder plot who has been 
given immunity from prosecution. 


Motherway said former Markham po- 


liceman Edwin Nefeld, now serving a 
sentence after pleading guilty to his part 
in the alleged murder plot, introduced 
LaPlaca to Adams. 


He said a $50 bill confiscated from 


Adams' wife was found to have Silas 
Jayne's fingerprint on it. Motherway told 
of meetings between Adams and La- 
Placa, some of them attended by Silas. 


THE PROSECUTOR said Adams hired 


Barnes, alleged triggerman in the slay- 
ing, after Adams stalked George Jayne 
in New Orleans but was unable to kill 
him. Motherway said Adams got $30,000 
in two installments from Silas after 
George was murdered and then paid 
$12,500 to Barnes. 


Also among the evidence, he said, are 


bullets from the murder rifle, recovered 
from 'a tree on Silas' Elgin farm where 
they were left by Adams during a target 
practice session. 


George Jayne, son of the murdered 


horseman, was first to take the stand 
yesterday. Young Jayne, then a student 
at Fremd High School in Palatine, said 
he played pool with his father before go- 
ing upstairs to do homework the night of 
the murder. 


His sister and mother remained down- 


stairs with Jayne and were with him in 
the basement when the shot crashed 
through a basement window. 


The third witness in the case was Pala- 


tine patrolman Michael McDonald, the 
first policeman at the murder scene. He 
told of giving external heart massage to 
the victim and mouth to mouth resuscita- 
tion after detecting "a weak and erratic 
pulse." 


McDONALD SAID he found "impres- 


sions in the ground" outside the Jayne 
home near a window well. Under lengthy 
cross examination he said he did not 
measure the impressions but merely 
guarded them to make sure no one else 
went into the area. 


Attorney George Howard, who repre- 


sents Barnes, told the jury in his opening 
statement, "If Barnes is guilty of one 
thing, he's guilty of being a stupid fool, 
of being the victim of a con man." 


Howard told the jury Adams com- 


mitted the morder alone, then convinced 
Barnes to hide the murder weapon and 
confess to the crime for a $5,000 bribe. 


Howard said Adams is "a liar," in- 


dicted for trying to force another witness 
to commit perjury before the grand jury. 
He said Barnes is, "a poor ignorant 
man," who believed the story Adams 
told that he would be arrested, then re- 
leased because, "the police don't want 
you, they don't want me, they want Silas 
Jayne." 


Both Boston attorney F. Lee Bailey 


and his law partner Gerald Alch, repre- 
senting Silas Jayne and LaPlaca, de- 
clined to make opening statements, but 
reserved their option to make them when 
the prosecution concludes its case. 


Cullerton 'chickened out9 on property appraisals: CAP

A co-chairman of the Citizens' Action 


Program has accused Cook County As- 
sessor P. J. Cullerton of "chickening 
out" on a promise to reappraise two ma- 
jor Northwest suburban commercial 
properies — reappraisals CAP contends 
would generate an additional $2 million 
in property tax revenue. 


Paul Booth, co-chairman of the Chi- 


cago taxpayer protest group, said the re- 
fusal of the assessor's office to make the 
reassessment 
of Arlington Park 
and 


Randhurst is a "disgrace" and an "out- 
rage". 


Booth said CAP will challenge Culler- 


ton to reconsider and approve the review 
of the properties. 


Booth made his remarks in response to 


a recent statement by Thomas Tully, 
chief deputy assessor, that the assessor's 
office does not have the funds to make a 
complete review of the two giant subur- 
ban properties. 


During a hearing on the practices of 


the assessor's office held at Hersey High 
School in Arlington Heights Nov. 28, Tul- 
ly engaged in a shouting match with 
B o o t h as the CAP representative 
charged that tax breaks to Arlington 
Park and Randhurst were costing the 
taxpayers more than $2 million a year. 


At that meeting Booth charged Culler- 


ton's office had underassessed the Ar- 
lington Park racetrack-hotel complex by 
more than $11.5 million and the Rand- 
hurst Center in Mount Prospect by more 
than $7 million. Booth said the breaks 
resulted in tax losses of $1.36 million and 
$914,000 respectively. 


TULLY, WHO attended the hearing, 


said Booth's figures were incorrect, then 
challenged Booth to get both properties 
reassessed by independent appraisers. 


When Booth asked if the assessor's of- 


fice would pay for the reassessments, 
Tully answered, "Absolutely."

Meat sales off 20-30 pet nationwide 


Heavy support of the meat boycott by 


U.S housewives has trimmed meat sales 
by 20 to 30 per cent nationwide. 


The biggest impact has been on the 


West Coast where meat volume has fall- 
en 70 per cent. One survey, conducted by 
a New York-based advertising agency, 
said 81 per cent of the country's house- 
wives plan to continue the boycott this 
week. 


One East Coast food chain has an- 


nounced a price rollback of as much as 
40 cents a pound on loo meat items. An 
estimated 5.000 butchers and packing- 
house workers have been laid off since 
the boycott began Sunday. 


The advertising agency survey found 


that half the women interviewed plan to 
buy less meat in the future if current 
price levels continue. Some boycott lead- 
ers are now talking about extending the 
one-week boycott to the end of April. 


BIT THE MANAGER of the cafeteria 


in the Everett Dirksen Federal Building 
In Chicago said meat sales there this 
week have been "the best in a long 
time " 


Willard Bishop of Mount Prospect, di- 


rector of research for the Supermarket 
Institute, told The Herald that "it will be 
at least a week before we can speak with 


confidence" about the effect of the boy- 
cott. 


But, he observed, since "supply is de- 


pendent on price levels 2Vi years ahead 
and more ..., in the long run, it's unlike- 
ly that this will have an effect." He 
added that if there were an "ongoing, 
less arbitrary shift in demand, then 
prices would change." 


Gino Dal Cerro, operations manager 


for Cockrell Coffee Service in Schaum- 
burg, a vending machine company, said 
salad sales were up this week and ma 
chines in some plants sold no meat sand-> 
wiches. 


Meanwhile, Labor Department statis- 


tics released Thursday indicated overall 
wholesale prices in March jumped 2.2 
per cent, their biggest one-month in- 
crease in 22 years. Consumer foods rose 
4 6 per cent, an all-time record for the 
26-year history of the consumer pnce 
statistics 


The wholesale price increases, accord- 


ing to the Labor Department, reflected 
the sharp recent increases in livestock 
and other meats, 


THE BOYCOTT continued to draw sev- 


ere criticsm from farm organizations. 
Phil Bradshaw, president of the Illinois 
Pork Producers Association, said con- 
sumers "are being led to believe that a 


boycott of meat will lead to lower prices 
at their grocery stores, but in fact a boy- 
cott will ultimately lead to higher 
prices." 


While conceding that a boycott could 


lower meat prices for a few days, Brad- 
shaw maintained that unless consumers 
.are prepared to give Up meat for a long- 
er period of time, prices ultimately will 
go higher 


He noted the reason pork prices have 


risen in the last year is that farmers re- 
duced production in 1971 when low prices 
resulted in farmers losing money at the 
market. 


Bradshaw said his association is not 


advocating any kind of holding action at 
this time. 


Some economists have blamed high 


meat prices on massive U S wheat sales 
to the Soviet Union last year, and one 
expert predicted that world beef prices 
are not headed for any short or medium- 
range decrease. 


A meeting of world agriculture min- 


isters representing the 23-nation Organi- 
zation for Economic Cooperation and De- 
velopment is scheduled for next week 
and U.S Secretary of Agriculture Earl 
Butz may bring up the problem of do- 
mestic meat prices, sources have pre- 
dicted.

also would challenge Cullerton to reas- 
sess the Woodfield Mall Shopping Center 
in Schaumburg and the Centex Industrial 
Park in Elk Grove Village. 


"The assessor's office (has assessed 


Woodfield at $18.8 million when it really 
should be about $51 million," Booth said 
yesterday. "There's another $3 million in 
lost taxes " 


SPEAKING OP the Centex park, Booth 


said, "Tully assessed that low in the first 
place and then the board of appeals gave 
more away." 


Dennis Dunne said the reassessments 


of Arlington Park and Randhurst would 
cost the county about $100,000. "We can't 
spend that kind of money to disprove 
those ridiculous charges," he added. 


Booth, however, said the cost of reap- 


praisals, "would be chickenfeed com- 
pared to the possible increase in tax rev- 
enue." He added, "If they're too cheap 
to pay an impartial appraisal team, we 
will agree to a reassessment by their 
own employes if we can look over their 
shoulders while they do a line-by-line re- 
view." 


Booth said the refusal to reassess the 


two properties, "shows the whole proce- 
dure is rotten to the core. The real vic- 
tims of their refusal are the taxpayers. 
It's just a disgrace. It's an outrage."

The station, as planned, will be built on 


two acres of a 6 49-acre site on the south 
side of Dundee Road west of the King- 
swood Methodist Church 


The fire department plans to sell the 


remaining 4 49 acres to a private devel- 
oper who plans to construct a bank, med- 
ical center and office building. The pur- 
chase of the land is contingent on gaining 
the necessary zoning, 


Wednesday the plan commission voted 


in favor of recommending the village 
board approve the project 


The station, which will cost about 


$400,000 will probably be completed 12 
months after construction begins. The 
station will house two pumpers, a ladder 
truck, a squad and an ambulance The 
station will have sleeping quarters for 12 
men, as well as office space. 


WINTER SAID the station will be lo- 


cated on the northeast corner of the par- 
cel and will face Dundee Road. There 
will be a turn-around lane in front of the 
station's overhead doors so the fire 
equipment can be backed into the station 
without tying up traffic on Dundee Road. 


Many of 60 election judges 
ivill be ivorking first time

judges working at the polls for the April 
17 village elections will be new at the 
joh 


Village Clerk Evelyn Diens estimated 


that 15 judges have never worked in an 
election before Of these 15, eight will be 
working in polling places not previously 
used in village elections 


MRS. DIENS said she did not think the 


number of new judges would cause any 
problems on election day. She said she 
has tried to balance the experienced 
judges with those who are new to the job 


"I at least tried to put one experienced 


judge In each precinct," she said. "We 
didn't want all these people working 
alone " 


THE CLEHK said because of the new 


precincts, her office had some trouble 
finding persons willing to serve as judg- 
es She said her office first contacted all 
those persons who have either served as 
judges previously or who requested to be 
considered for the job. 


According to Mrs 
Diens, many of 


those contacted said they could not work 
in the polls on April 17 She said the rea- 
sons given by those who declined includ- 
ed job obligations, illness, vacations, 
child care or lack of interest. 


Mrs. Diens said many former judges 


have either moved from the village, 
could not be contacted or have died. She 
said some former judges also are not 
working because members of their fami- 
ly are active In the political campaign. 


After going through the judges file, 


Mrs Diens said her office contacted the 
township to see if there were any experi- 
enced judges who had not worked for the 
village before. She said she also received 
the list of county election judges and her 
office also contacted many of those per- 
sons 


MRS. 
DIENS said the job of finding 


enough election judges took "days and 
days and days. U was not a thing that 
was done overnight." she said. 


In order to make sure the election 


judges knew their duties, the clerk also 
conducted two training sessions earlier 
this week. About 36 judges attended the 
sessions which were based on a special 
training manual and tape. 


Mrs. Diens said the only problem that 


might arise at the polls on election day 
could be the enforcement of proper con- 
duct 


"The judges are responsible for the 


conduct at their polling places," she 
said. "The only problem I could antici- 
pate would be with the watchers or 
challengers." 


She said the partisan poll watchers 


sometimes get carried away with the ex 
citement of an election. The clerk said, 
judges should be able to handle this 
problem She said she has instructed the 
judges to contact the police department 
if there is any trouble 


Mrs Diens noted that unlike the proce- 


dure used in national elections, 
local 


judges are not asked to declare their 
party affiliations She said she did not 
know which judges belonged to either of 
the two parties running in the election 
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A parking lot will be constructed in 


back of the station so volunteers can 
park their cars when they respond to a 
call Winter said the fire department at a 
later date will consider erecting a base- 
ball backstop on the open land to the 
rear of the station.

Bill introduced to provide 
U. S. funds for mass transit 


A bill providing $3 billion of revenue- 


sharing funds for mass transit systems 
has been introduced in the U. S. House of 
Representatives by Rep. Philip M. 
Crane, R-12th. 


Crane's bill differs significantly from 


another measure currently before the 
Banking and Currency Committee of the 
House which has been expected to pass. 


Among the differences: 
The Crane measure provides for a 


matching-fund ratio of 90 per cent feder- 
al funds to 10 per cent state funds, as 
opposed to a 70-30 ratio in the other bill 


The Crane proposal would limit sub- 


sidies to capital improvements while the 
other measure would allow the funds to 
be used for operating expenses. Crane 
said that would siphon off much of the 
money for debt retirement. 


Under the Crane bill, 80 per cent of the 


federal money would go to states such as 
Illinois, New York, New Jersey and Cali- 
fornia with population centers of 1 mil- 
lion or more persons. The remaining 20 
per cent would go to states with popu- 


lation centers of more than 50,000 per- 
sons. 


Within the larger states, 50 per cent of 


the funds would be earmarked for the 
largest population center (Chicago), and 
50 per cent would be allocated to metro- 
politan centers of 50,000 persons or more 
(Rockford, Peoria, etc.). 


Crane is the only Illinois legislator on

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Island of culm in sea of change 
Turn back the calendar 
stop for a couple of 'Martinis'

Years ago you could walk into this 


little grocery store in the center of town 
for a friendly bite to eat. A bell jangled 
as the door opened and you were met by 
a grocer eager to talk about even the 
time of day. 


Most of Arlington Heights has changed 


since then, but this store at 4 N. Dunton 
Ave, its wood floors covered with lino- 
leum and its shelves tight with modern 
packaged foods, is virtually the same. 
And the latest proprietors, Mr. and Mrs. 
Peter Martini, still add that small town 
touch. 


It may be the first time you walk into 


the Martini Food Shoppe, but the couple 
behind the counter greet you as if you've 
been going there for years. 


FOR MARTINI, the store is a dream. 


After working 22 years at a school desk 
factory and 18 years at a machine shop, 
the idea of owning a grocery store that 
"sells a bit of everything" is his dream 


"I've always wanted a small business 


for myself," he said, "even when I was 
employed in woodwor! .ig and taking 
machines apart. 


"We watched Arlington Heights grow," 


said Mrs. Martini. "We both grew up 
here and traded with the store here be- 
fore us." 


Eight years ago when Martini took 


over the business, he wasn't sure of how 
prosperous a little store would be with 
the rash of supermarket chains. But he 
was sure he always wanted this store. 
"And now he got into it all right," said 


Mrs. Martini. The Martinis, who are in 
their sixties, work at the store seven 
days a week. 


In the midst of rapid suburban growth 


where supermarkets sprout up, scream- 
ing with discount prices, the little store 
on Duncton Street is quietly drawing 
people to come in and chat, and to buy 
sandwiches, just like people used to do. 


"It's a home store," said Mrs. Martini. 


"We make it our business to like people. 
Otherwise we can't do this. It's a small 
store so we can't possibly compete with 
the bigger businesses." 


ABOUT NOON people stream into lines 


and wait to order home-style sandwiches. 
A woman walks in with a list in her hand 
and divides the money into neat piles on 
the counter top The telephone rings. It's 
an order for a dozen sandwiches. 


The sandwich menu is not extensive, 


but the beef and ham are roasted at the 
store And sometimes you can smell the 
roast cooking in the oven with the aroma 
permeating throughout the store. 


Martini shows a customer how he 


roasts his beef (with onions and spices 
atop a neatly rolled roast). "That's real 
gold," said a customer, referring to the 
high cost of meat "Boy, it sure is ex- 
pensive," said Martini "Yes, it is gold " 


"The grocery stores years ago used to 


sell a bit of everything," said Mrs. Mar- 
tini. "We wanted our store to be that 
way, too " 


Where else in the neighborhood could 


you find 18 varieties of canned herring, 
Dutch fruit juices, canned wild mush- 


rooms, French mineral water and Hun- 
garian prune butter? 


"People look for these things," said 


Mrs. Martini. "They always want some- 
thing extraordinary.

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Scientists are turning to technological devices as an aide. 


The new worlds 
of Dr. Flouret 


Any research chemist needs 
rows and rows of test tubes.

Give a man a test tube and he'll want 


the entire laboratory. 


Hand him a couple of research grants 


and he'll make history. 


Shower him with fame and fortune and 


he'll return the favor by pursuing great- 
er dreams. 


Today, for all his mental brilliance and 


professional abilities, Dr. George Flouret 
may be thought of by the average guy as 
a dime-a-dozen research chemist. That is 
if they think of scientists at all. To them, 
he's an unknown quantity. 


TO THOSE-who know him, however, 


he's a famous man, an unsung hero who 
could become a household word. Just like 
that. Virtually overnight. Just as fast as 
you can say the world wouldn't be the 
same without people like him. 


Like the great researchers of the past 


who brought you electricity, the polio 
vaccine, the atom and so on, Dr. Flouret 
and thousands of other scientists are 
seeking new discoveries. Dr. Flouret is 
an associate professor in the department 
of physiology of Northwestern Univer- 
sity's Medical School. 


These scientists, aided by investigative 


teams, expensive equipment and the lat- 
est techniques, are hoping their work will 
have a profound effect on the world. 


But these men and women have been 


toiling behind the scenes, in obscure anti- 
septic laboratories, behind clear test 
tubes, hovering over powerful micro- 
scopes. All in the name of progress. 


Dr. Flouret is in the field of fertility 


research. He and other scientists, the 
most notable being Drs. Schally at Tu- 
lane, Folkers at Texas and Guillemin at 
the Salk Institute, are attempting to re- 
late chemical reactions to the various 


mechanisms in the female body which 
combine to make a woman fertile. 


D R . F L O U R E T H A S been 


painstakingly plodding a course the past 
three years in the study of reproductive 
hormones. His work, which will be di- 
gested and used by other researchers, 
could ultimately be used for the "per- 
fection" of the rhythm method of birth 
control. 


His work, in the test tube stage, will 


take several more years. But what is It 
that drives a man to devote several 
years of his life in a concentrated effort 
to try to solve problems that are 
seemingly unsolvable? Is it a thirst to 
conquer the unknown? Is it a search for 
fame and glory? For money? Dr. Flouret 
has a higher purpose in life. 


"Certainly I'm not in it for the fame or 


the money," he emphasized, "rmay pur- 
sue a few dreams, perhaps. But very few 
scientists become famous." 


So what is it, then? The work of a re- 


searcher is not glamorous. There an 
many night hours, with no overtime pay, 
weekend sessions and hours and hours of 
frustration. Why would a 38-year-old man 
keep coming back for more? 


"We do these things because we are 


interested. We have to come up with the 
answers. It would be madness to aban- 
don our work which we have spent years 
to prepare for intellectually. 


"Researchers' wives think science is 


their husbands' mistress. But we get so 
wrapped up here with our work. And .we 
take all our worries home with us." With 
a laugh he added, "I've even had some 
of my best ideas at two or three in the 
morning. My mind is sometimes working 
nervously even when I sleep." 


DR. FLOURET, who lives with his 


wife and two children in Deerfield, is a 
native of Rosario, Argentina. He went to 
high school hi his home town, earned a 
BS and MS at Columbia University in 
New York and a Ph.D in organic medici- 
nal chemistry at the University of Wis- 
consin. 


He was a research associate and in- 


structor at Cornell University's Medical 
School in 1965 before joining Abbott Lab- 
oratories in North Chicago. He began his 
fertility research there and continued his 
work after coming to Northwestern last 
year. 


Nine persons are collaborating with 


Dr. Flouret on the reproductive biology 
project, including experts in other fields 
of scientific research.

Through grants from the Rockefeller 


Foundation and the National Institute of 
Health, the researchers may spend an 
average of about $80,000 per year for the 
remainder of the project. This does not 
include salaries paid to the principal in- 
vestigators, which is the responsibility of 
the university. 


In speaking of hormones, receptor 


sites, releasing factors, inhibitors, anal- 
ogs and ovulation, words pulled from a 
research scientist's hat, Dr. Flouret talks 
of "beautiful concepts" when discussing 
possible success. 


HE SAID there could be two main 


benefits from his research. One is that 
certain cases of sterility in women may 
be overcome. The other, and potentially 
equally as important, would provide a 
nearly foolproof method of birth control. 


For people who want to plan their fam- 


ily without resorting to traditional birth 
control devices or medication, which 
have in some cases proven harmful or 
dangerous to some women, this birth 
control aide could be a big breakthrough. 


"The rhythm method could work by in- 


ducing ovulation at the right time of the 
month," explained Dr. Flouret. "Then 
couples should abstain from intercourse 
at certain times. 


"The second method is based on the 


lock and key theory. One can make a 
synthetically-prepared structure similar 
to that of a hormone that merely fits into 
the receptor site where the hormone usu- 
ally fits. The hormone has a releasing 
factor which triggers a set of processes 


which lead to ovulation. But in this way 
the hormone cannot do its job. 


"ONCE A PROMISING drug is dis- 


covered after experiments on animals," 
he said, "it still would take five to seven 
years to get it into the market. This is 
after you've discovered it and deter- 
mined its attractive possibilities. The 
chemical we are after would be in the 
form of a tablet or compound to be in- 
jected." •• 


Of grave concern to most researchers 


is that the recent cutback In research 
projects and grants by the federal gov- 
ernment will continue. Dr. Flouret's 
work, and the work of thousands of other 
scientists, must go on, he said, if the 
world is to progress. 


"When you think about It," he said, 


"there is a basic insecurity In the re- 
search worker. Certainly society is not 
ready to support research work. Not like 
after the Sputnik was sent up (by the 
Soviet Union in the late 1950s). 


"Then science was pampered," said 


Dr. Flouret. "For six to eight years 
through 1966 was a landmark period for 
research. Work progressed at a fast 
pace. Now there is a recession or depres- 
sion in the availability of funds for scien- 
tific work and I don't see us getting out 
of it very soon. 


"THERE SHOULD BE enough of these 


funds readily available to keep research 
experiments progressing at an even 
pace. Money for research has not kept 
up with inflation. The amount of money 


spent on research is small compared to 
the national budget. But when you con- 
sider the expenses per person to do re- 
search and the salaries paid, it is ob- 
viously an excellent, even fantastic in- 
vestment. 


"The industrial revolution came about 


through discovery. Everything man has 
discovered has taken us to our present 
progressive society. Certainly this pace 
should be kept up. Scientists need money 
and support to be able to explore ideas, 
pursue dreams. I'm not talking about 
wild, fantastic ideas, either." 


Dr. Flouret's ideas are important ones, 


too, and he is pushing on to find the 
many solutions to his difficult problems. 
In the process, there is a bit of com- 
petition, a race, with the other research- 
ers who are closing in on similar dis- 
coveries. 


"In research, countless investigators 


build a pyramid of knowledge from 
which discoveries are made," said Dr. 
Flouret. "Ideas come from many people. 
But in some cases, at the finish line 
there is only one person. He gets the 
glory. But people in science know who 
should get equal credit. 


"In a sense, this is the cruelty of sci- 


ence, when one man gets most of the 
credit. You accomplish things by doing 
work in laboratories and by reading the 
work of other scientists. And you also 
stand on the sweat and tears of the thou- 
sands of hours of research of these in- 
vestigators."

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'Safety first' in reactor hearings

SAFETY FIRST, followed by thermal 


pollution, appeared as an Issue in the 
this week's hearings on the granting of 
an operating license to nearby Zion units 
I and II. The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion is conducting the hearings in Wauke- 
gsn at lea.'! thmi"1! 'cc'av for the $450 
million station, Built by Commonwealth 
Edison Co., it's the largest atomic plant 
in the world. 


Edison contends the plant is needed to 


meet anticipated power demands this 
summer This is seconded by an enthu- 
siastic Rep, John Connolly, R,, Wauke- 
gan. and Mayor Bruca Dunbar of Zion. 
"As mayor, 1 put my trust in the integri- 
ty of Commonwealth Edison Co. and the 
responsibility of the Atomic Energy 
Commission," said Dunbar at the hear- 
ings. 


A move to block the licensing for safe- 


ty and environmental reasons is led by 
Businessmen for the Public Interest, Chi- 
cago; Sierra Club great Lakes chapter; 
and Metropolitan Sanitary District. Run- 
ning the Zion plant at full power before 
safety tests are conducted would be haz- 
ardous to the nearby population, say 
these critics. BPI recommends 52 per 
cent power level pending the outcome of 
the safety tests, and a nuclear reactor 
safety panel has recommended 85 per 
ce^t power restriction. 


Loss of the station's coolant could 


cause an overheating in the reactor core, 
according to BPI's David Comey. 


The Intervenors also call for the con- 


struction of cooling towers or another 
closed cycle cooling system to prevent 
thermal pollution of Lake Michigan. Dun- 
bar said Zion would seek an injunction 
against this measure. He is concerned 
about the fog and ice which could be 
caused by the moisture given off by a 
cooling operation.

sible with breeder reactors to furnish 
energy and eliminate the need for sub- 
stantial increases in enrichment capac- 
ity" 


Fast breeder reactors, billed as the na- 


tion's best hope for clean energy by 
President Nixon, are criticized by envi- 
ronmentalists because of the potential 
for radioactive contamination. The safety 
and economics of the breeder venture 
are also doubted by critics. Westinghouse 
has a big stake in breeder reactors as 
the lead contractor for a demonstration 
plant to be built in Tennessee. Com- 


monwealth Edison and AEC are among 
the prime sponsors of the project.

CLEARING THE way for more ef- 


ficient enforcement of the statewater pol- 
lution regulations is the aim of proposed 
amendments to the submittee by the Illi- 
nois Environment Protection Agency. As 
reported by Mrs. Mary Lee Leahy, agen- 
cy director, the proposed changes would 
solve problems created in the present 
language of the regulations. The Illinois 
Pollution Control Board will conduct 
hearings on the measures April 18 in Chi- 
cago at the Circle Campus; and April 24 
at the Peoria public library.

AN INTRIGUING stretch of wilderness 


on the Virginia-North Carolina border 
known as the Great Dismal Swamp 
recently gained a chance for survival 
through a gift by the Union Camp. Corp. 
In return for a tax break, the company 
donated some 49,000 acres of land in this 
refuge, valued at $12.6 million, to the In- 
terior Department. 


The swamp's fascination for adventur- 


ers and would-be developers 
extends 


back to colonial times. Col. William Byrd 
III, in his survey of 1782, called it -'a 
vast body of dirt and Hastiness." Some 
40,000 acres of land in the Great Dismal 
Swamp was acquired by George Wash- 
ington, who termed it a "glorious para- 
dise" for fowl and game. Legends of 
fugitive slaves and moonshiners abound 
in the area. The peat bog has gradually 
been drained at its perimeter over the 
years for logging and farming oper- 
ations. 


The Union Camp donation, although 


not unique, is the largest of its kind. It 
has a significant clause in the deed 
which voids the contract if the federal 
government fails to preserve the area. 
Included in the donation is Lake Drum- 
mond, controlled by the Corps of Engi- 
neers. 


A change in current 
management 


would be required to carry out the trust. 
The corps has not maintained the neces- 
sary levels of ground water to sustain 
the lake, says a report in the Washington 
Post. 


Discussing this landmark gift through 


the Nature Conservancy, Union Camp 
president Samuel M. Kinney Jr. said, "a 
refuge is the right thing for this land, the 
only right thing."

PIPELINE STALLED: This week's 


ruling by the U.S. Supreme Court to let 
the Alaska pipeline ban stand throws a 
monkeywrench into the project schedule. 
Once under way, it will take three years 
to build. First it must clear Congress in 
enactment of legislation to supersede the 
court ruling. 


The court, without a hearing, rejected 


an appeal by the federal government, the 
state of Alaska and a coalition of oil 
companies that a lower court ruling 


which blocks conduction of the pipeline, 
be reversed. The project would bring oil 
from the Alaskan North Slope to the Port 
of VaWez. It is opposed by environmen- 
talists, but the court decision was based 
on right-of-way restrictions in the 1920 
Mineral Leasing Act.

WAIT-AND-SEE ATTITUDE by pollu- 


ters involved in oil spills results in costly 
cleanup procedures, said federal Envi- 
ronmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) 


spokesman Henry D. Van Cleve this 
week. Speaking at the 1973 Conference 
for the Prevention and Control of Oil 
Spills, in'Washington, D.C., Van Cleve 
criticized the passive attitude toward 
spill detection among certain polluters. 
Such an attitude, he said, contributes to 
some oil spills becoming more wide- 
spread and costing more to clean up than 
if prompt action had been taken when 
the spill was first detected. 


More than 80 per cent of all spilled oil 


remains in the environment for an In- 
definite period after cleanup, said Van 
Cleve. He reported the EPA's proposed 
regulation of nontransportation related 
facilities. This would require certification 
of preventive plans by facilities whose 
spills might enter U.S. waters. 


Methods of preventing and controlling 


oil spills were presented at the confer- 
ence, as well as reports on the severity 
of the oil spill problem. Among these 
studies is a report that an estimated 86 
thousand metric tons of tar ball petro- 
leum residues are floating in the north- 
west Atlantic Ocean. Up to 40 metric 
tons of tar balls wash on to each kilome- 
ter of Bermuda's beaches every year, be- 
lieved to originate in crude oil sludge 
from tanker washings.

Township pay 


is patchwork 


Public 
officials 
who increase 


their own salaries are nothing new, 
particularly in Illinois where pay 
raises for everyone frotn the Gen- 
eral Assembly on down seems to 
be a perennial topic of short debate 
and quick action. 


So, the news over the last few 


weeks that township officials have 
raised their own salaries should 
come as no surprise. 


But while some increases in 


township salaries may well be jus- 
tified, the pattern of salary in- 
creases throughout the Northwest 
suburban area is curious to say the 
least, and adds to our recurring 
dismay with township government. 


If we can assume for a moment 


that the five Northwest suburban 
townships of Maine, Wheeling, Elk 
Grove. Palatine and Schaumburg 
are basically the same in the ser- 
vices provided by township govern- 
ment and basically the same in the 
needs of the population, why are 
the salaries given to township offi- 
cials so varied? 


In Elk Grove Township the new 


supervisor will receive a salary of 
$12,000 this year, up $5.000 over 
last year's salary given to the pre- 
vious supervisor. 


In 
adjoining, 
very 
similar 


Schaumburg Township, the super- 
visor could receive $7,000 this year 
assuming he took advantage of all 
e x p e n s e s and supplementary 
funds. 


And again, Wheeling Township 


supervisor will receive $11,500 for 
providing virtually full time ser- 
vice while in Elk Grove Township 
the new supervisor intends to re- 
ceive more money and still keep 
his full-time private job. 


In Palatine and Maine Town- 


ships, the supervisors will receive 
about $6.000 a year for their work. 
Why are the services they render 
worth half of what nearby super- 
visors will be paid' Or is the im- 
portant question, are other town- 
ship supervisors really worth twice 
as much' 


The trouble with township gov- 


ernment is that too often it plays 
by its own rules. Each township 
provides as much or as little ser- 
vice as it wishes and, apparently, 
pays itself accordingly. 


In Elk Grove Township we are 


told the supervisor and new office- 


holders will be doing a better and 
bigger job. Maybe, but the thought 
lingers that township government, 
in allowing such excesses as an ar- 
bitrary $5,000 increase for a super- 
visor in one year, is kidding itself 
that such actions are not its own 
death knell. 


The recent attacks on township 


government 
by the League of 


Women Voters, and, let's face it, 
the Democratic Party, have been 
aimed at a form of government 
which seems less and less to have 
any effect on the lives of the popu- 
lace it serves. 


In the case of salary increase for 


township officials, what voice did 
the citizens have? What instrument 
could they have used to question 
the intent and motive for the pay 
increases' The answer is, for prac- 
tical purposes, none. 


Despite the clamors from its ad- 


vocates, township government 
in 


Northwest Cook County remains a 
vestige of the Republican Party, 
and as a political base for the par- 
ty its purpose remains primarily 
self serving to the party. Local Re- 
publican 
politicians will present 


the most convoluted arguments 
why they enter party slates in 
township races and not in village 
elections. 


In truth, township offices in sub- 


urban Cook County try to offset the 
massive Democratic dominance of 
Chicago. 


No one minds this if in the mean- 


time the public is served. But sub- 
urban Republicans, so good at 
p o i n t i n g out the excesses of 
Chicago Democrats, are also guil- 
ty of patronage and party affilia- 
tion 
as methods of controlling 


township affairs. 


The Herald has said that town- 


ship government cannot — and 
should not — be eliminated without 
careful consideration for the void 
left by its removal. 


But this year, township govern- 


ment has played into the hands of 
its detractors. If its salary levels 
are any indication, township gov- 
ernment has shown itself to be-a 
patchwork of unhindered govern- 
ments providing widely erratic lev- 
els of service with elected officials 
setting their own standards for 
their hours, pay and privileges.

Reassessment: 
a pipedream?

Outside the auditorium at Hersey High 


School in Arlington Heights it was a typi- 
cal November morning — bleak and 
cold. 


But inside the auditorium something 


different was happening. 


On the stage sat Richard Kissel and 


his four-man state investigating team 
who had been holding hearings on the 
practices and methods of the Cook Coun- 
ty Assessor's office. 


Not many people were in the audience 


when the man from the assessor's office 
said what he said, so not many people 
actually heard the words come from his 
mouth. But before the week was over, 
many people had been told what the man' 
from the assessor's office said — some- 
thing no one ever expected to hear from 
the man in the assessor's office. 


Once he got to thinking about it, he 


probably surprised himself. Certainly, he 
now wishes he never said it. 


His extraordinary remark came while 


Paul Booth, co-chairman of the Citizen's 
Action Program, was sitting behind the 
mike onstage, testifying about what CAP 
thought about Assessor P. J. Cullerton 
and the method of assessing property in 
Cook County. 


Specifically, 
Booth was reiterating 


CAP charges that Cullerton's office had 
so grossly underassessed the Arlington 
Park racetrack-hotel complex and the 
Randhurst Shopping Center. 


Booth charged the underassessments 


resulted in tax losses of $1.36 million and 
$914,000, respectively. 


Somewhere in the middle of Booth's 


lengthy statement the man from the as- 
sessor's office jumped to his feet in the 
audience 


Chief Deputy Assessor Thomas Tully, 


visibly upset, shouted, "The impro- 
prieties made here today by Mr. Booth 
are shocking " 


And, he said, the assessor's office 


would "stand behind'' the assessment 
figures 


"I challenge you (Booth) to get a pro- 


fessional appraisal from American In- 
stitute of appraisers," Tully shouted. 


"Will you pay for it?" Booth countered 


quickly 


And that's when Tully said what he 


said. "Absolutely." 


That seemed to make everyone happy 


— even Booth. For once, several people 
remarked, we'll get a real good in- 
dication of what kind of job the asses- 
sor's office is doing on these assess- 
ments. 


But this week Tully announced the as- 


sessor's office was not going to foot the 
bill. He said it could cost close to $100,000 
and the assessor just didn't have the 
money in the budget. 


Dennis Dunne, Cullerton's commu- 


nications director, said, "It is still our in- 
tention to do it if we can find the mon- 
ey." But then he added, "We can't spend 
that kind of money to disprove ridiculous 
charges " 


He also admitted the request for the 


money was never formally put into the 
budget. 


Tully, however, is an extremely in- 


telligent man Certainly he knew, when 
he made the promise, that such a reas- 
sessment would cost a lot of money. Still, 
he said Cullerton's office would pay for 
it. 


In that light, there are only two pos- 


sible explanations for the recent refusal 
to carry through. 


Either Tully and Cullerton originally 


intended to pay for the reassessment, 
then changed their minds or they never 
intended to do it, but said they would to 
make the taxpayers believe they are 
really concerned. 


Either way they lose. 
Or, more appropriately, the taxpayers 


lose. 


There's no way of really knowing what 


the proper assessment of those proper- 
ties should be. No way of knowing if Tul- 
ly or Booth is correct. 


But if Tully would have lived up to the 


promise he made in the auditorium that 
day we may have been able to figure out 
just how the assessor arrives at the as- 
sessment figures. 


That's what no one outside the office 


knows. And that's the real disgrace of 
the assessor's office.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Insurance is one 


of the most specialized businesses and 
one of the more curious specialties is 
handled by an Upper Darby, Pa., man 
named Robert Wallace. 


Wallace specializes in protection for 


antique and classic automobiles around 
the country and abroad. He insures thou- 
sands of vehicles which collectors and re- 
storers pamper with loving care. 


Wallace created the J. C. Taylor An- 


tique Auto Insurance Agency 10 years 
ago as a sideline to his regular insurance 
business. It now is virtually a full-time 
job He places most of the policies with 
Zurich Insurance Co., a member of Zu- 
rich-American group. 


Wallace has insured antique cars for 


as much as $80,000 — but most of the 
policies are for a few thousand dollars. 


"Nostalgia in motordom is spreading 


like oil on a garage floor," he told United 
Press International. "Antique and classic 
car collecting as a hobby is growing so 
fast that the supply of really good old 
cars is drying up." 


NEVERTHELESS, WALLACE doesn't 


believe antique and classic cars are nec- 
essarily good growth investments, nor 
does he believe many collectors look on 
them as good investments. 


On the contrary, he said, there is con- 


siderable hostility from dyed-in-the wool 
antique auto buffs toward the speculators 
who drive prices up so high it makes the 
collecting prohibitively expensive for 
many. 


The highest price ever paid for classic 


autos is believed to be $246,000 for a pair 
of armored Mercedes-Benz cars once 
owned by Adolp Hitler. 


Pennsylvania appears to have a bigger 


proportion of antique buffs than any oth- 
er state, Wallace said. The 1971 Pennsyl- 
vania floods resulted in $163,000 in dam- 
age claims to antique cars being filed 
with Wallace's agency. 


Other states heavy with antique auto 


buffs are California, Illinois, New Jersey, 
New York, Ohio, Michigan and Florida. 


THE COLLECTORS range from work- 


men to millionaires. Practically all do 
some of their own restoration work. 
More than half aren't satisfied with one 
old car — they buy at least one more. 


Certain classics, the Ford Thunder- 


birds and Edsels of the 1950s and the Stu- 
debaker Hawk are almost as much in 
demand as the antiques, Warren said. 


"And there are two new trends," he 


said "We are getting a steady trickle of 
orders for policies on restored horse- 
drawn vehicles and some antique rail- 
road cars."

A standard item in the literature on 


managing family finances is the "person- 
al net uovth" calculation. Recent sharp 
increases in the cost of living are causing 
many families great concern about man- 
aging the dollar, and useful techniques 
are a great help In getting things under 
control. 


How useful, actually, is the net worth 
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digure? It's supposed to provide a kind 
of yardstick for measuring financial 
progress — but there may be better 
ways to use your time. 


A conventional worksheet will have 


you list all the family assets — cash, 
securities, annuities, real estate, other 
items of obvious value, and also the fur- 
niture, the family oar, and anything else 
with market value. Next you list liabi- 
lities — essentially, what you owe. The 
net worth. 


How much this actually tells you, and 


how accurately, is open to question. 


A WORKSHEET, FOR example, will 


invariably have you list the cash value of 
life insurance among your assets. But a 
policy's cash value is not at all like cash 
in the bank. To get cash value in cash 
you must surrender something — the pol- 
icy itself — which might prove ruinously 
expensive to give up. 


Nor — if you intend keeping your in- 


surance — can cash value be counted as 
a deferred asset that eventually will 
come to the family in cash or equivalent. 
A table in your $10,000 policy tells you its 
cash value is, let us say, $3,000. That be- 
longs not to you but to the insurance 
company, on your death, for it will sim- 
ply add $7,000 to the $3,000 and pay your 
beneficiary the face amount, $10,000. 


Thus it's hard to justify listing insur- 


ance cash values among your assets in

calculating net worth. The same is true 
of pension rights. As recent studies have 
shown, large numbers 
of workers, 


who've earned substantial pension cred- 
its have seen them wiped out, or drasti- 
cally reduced, by a variety of circum- 
stances. 


For most families, any real estate they 


own is the house they live in. Home- 
owners notoriously have a fondly exag- 
gerated notion of what their house would 
sell for. It's not easy even for an experi- 
enced broker to predict with accuracy 
what a house will bring. Marketability, 
in fact, may change from month to 
month. 


HOWEVER, SAY you do sell. General- 


ly you'll turn back the sale price, and 
perhaps more, into another house. The 
value of the house you live in is not often 
an asset that can or will be converted to 
a usable cash equivalent — and listing it 
as an asset may only give you an inflat- 
ed idea of net worth and how much mon- 
ey you have to operate with. 


When the cost of living pinches, it's the 


month-tomonth flow of cash into the 
checking account and out again that has 
to be managed. To get that under con- 
trol, a planned-spending 
survey will 


probably be more useful than a net 
worth calculation. 


Determine exactly how much spen- 


dable take-home pay comes in each 
month. Analyze past expenditures to find 
out where it's been going. Make up your 
mind how much you want to spend, or 
can afford to spend, in each of your 
budget categories. 


From there on, keeping things under 


control is only a matter of making sure 
that you do what you've decided to do.

of the rest of the day's income and the 
wage earner frequently finds himself just 
about breaking even." 


BOWLER STRESSES that expenses of 


the average family today stand in sharp 
contrast to those of 1950 and that steady 
inflationary pressures will continue the 
upward trend in wages, prices and taxes, 
yielding modified patterns by the end of 
the century. 


"This year, the average family of four 


in the country will spend about $2,740 for 
food, $2,825 for housing, $1,275 for cloth- 
ing, $675 for medical care and $1,030 for 
transportation," Bowler says. 


"The amount remaining in the budget 


— about $710 — breaks down to about $60 
a month. Spread among such incidentals 
as movies for the family, magazine sub- 
scriptions, vacation expenses and depos- 
its to the family's savings account, that 
$60 won't go very far. Many families ac- 
tually forget the concept of saving alto- 
gether — it's much easier to spend than 
it is to save. 


"With virtually nothing in the bank, 


any sudden emergency can hopelessly 
trap the head of the family in a mire of 
bills from which he may never fully re- 
cover. Every family should set aside a 
proportion of its income each month for 
savings or investment — to provide a 
possible hedge against inflation, protec- 
tion against unforeseeable emergencies, 
or as a reservoir for future financial 
needs such as a college education or ex- 
tra retirement income," Bowler con- 
cludes.

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Women's rights backers draft lawsuit

Proponents of the women's Equal 


Rights Amendment (ERA) in Springfield 
yesterday were drafting a lawsuit in an 
attempt to override the action of the 
House of Representatives in refusing to 
ratify the amendment for a second time. 


The defeat of ERA also became the 


catalyst in the 13 women members of the 
General Assembly forming a Women's 
Caucus in a move toward strengthening 
their forces on matters of interest to 
women. 


Rep. Eugenia S. Chapman, D-Arlington 


Heights, a co-sponsor of ERA, said the 
suit will ask the courts to sustain an 
opinion by Illinois Atty. Gen. William J. 
Scott that ratification of constitutional 
amendments requires only a simple ma- 
jority vote in the legislature. 


Both the 1970 Illinois Constitution and 


the rules of the House state that a three- 
fifths vote is required to ratify con- 
stitutional amendments. Scott, however, 
has given the legislature an opinion that 
the state constitution and the House rules 
are in conflict with the U.S. Constitution. 


THE HOUSE Rules Committee had 


conformed to Scott's opinion in a vote 
earlier Wednesday, voting 13 to 3 in fa- 
vor of a resolution by Rep. Harold A. 
Katz, D-Glencoe, to suspend the rules 
and permit ratification by a con- 
stitutional majority, 89 votes. 


That resolution was defeated on the 


House floor, 90-69. ERA then failed by 95 
to 72. The three-fifths majority requires 
107 votes. 


Katz "argued eloquently," according to 


Mrs. 
Chapman, that Scott had been twice

opinion, interpretation of the law is his 
proper 
function in government

Mrs. Chapman said it had not been de- 


cided in what court the lawsuit will be 
filed, but action may be taken as early 
as next week in hopes of securing a rul- 
ing in time to resurrect ERA in this ses- 
sion of the legislature.

House and three in the Senate met yes- 
terday afternoon in a bipartisan women's 
caucus, the first in the history of the Illi-

Stages 'Cuckoo's Nesrif 


Norman Rice ventures 


into play producing 


By GENIE CAMPBELL 


Chlcagoland has not seen the last of 


Dale Wasserman's three-act play "One 
Flew Over the Cuckoo's Nest," which 
takes place in the ward of a mental in- 
stitution. 


One week from today the reflective 


piece adapted from Ken Kesey's novel 
opens at the Eleventh Street Theatre and 
producer Norman Rice is confident that 
the snow will be every bit as successful 
as the sold out rendition of "Cuckoo" 
staged earlier this year at Arlington 
Park Theatre. 


He should know. Rice, a member of 


the Arlington cast, portrayed one of the 
mental patients, a role for which he later 
received a Joseph Jefferson nomination 
for best supporting actor. 


IT WAS DURING this production that 


Rice was approached with the possibility 
of staging the show in Chicago. 


"The third week into production we 


started talking about taking it down- 
town," said Rice. 


Harvey Medlinsky who directed the Ar- 


lington production, was interested in di- 
recting another production of the play 
and so Rice, who until last November 
managed and directed Country Club 
Theatre, raised the money to form his 
own company, Norman Rice and Associ- 
ates, something he had always envis- 
ioned doing someday. 


He is bringing "Cuckoo" to a theater 


that has seen little professional action 
during the past several years. "It is a 
charming old theater," said Rice, "built 
in 1926 and able to seat about 500 
people." 


Though the Palatine producer has 


scheduled only a three-month run of 
"One Flew Over the Cuckoo's Nest," he 
does have an option to extend the play if 
its run is successful. 


"I DON'T KNOW what will happen," 


said Rice. "We have options to take this 
production to a couple of other cities, but 
we also have an option to extend its run 
here if warranted." 


The reputation of "Cuckoo" is growing. 


The play already has been running for a 
year in Boston, two years off-Broadway 
and three in San Francisco. 


Playwright Dale Wasserman, who at- 


tended an Arlington performance, has re- 
vised his own play to make it even more 
cohesive. 


"Just a few very minor changes is ac- 


tually all there is," Rice commented. 
"He had been away from it a long time." 


The all-Chicago cast will highlight 


Jack Wallace as the principal character, 
Randall P. McMurphy, who pretends to 
be Insane to escape the work load of the 
penal farm and who Is also instrumental 
la convincing his fellow patients to be-

come men and not merely manipulated 
puppets.

Ruben Anderson and J. J. Johnston, 


who play two aides, and Judith Ann Jo- 
nassen, who portrays vivacious Candy 
Starr, also appeared in the Arlington 
Production. So did Joe Greco. 


Whether or not the show is extended, 


Rice does have one primary goal. 


"I hope this show will kindle an inter- 


est in this theater and what we are doing 
here," he said.

Pencil and paper as art 
featured at Countryside 


"I take pleasure in the waves of ice 


blue satin, velvet valleys, the craters of 
a fried egg, the titanic heap of an un- 
made bed, one square foot of agitated 
water and the eternal geometry of a 
steaming waffle. But, what is most im- 
portant is the physical experience of 
drawing."

Childhood to assassination 


New Abe Lincoln Gallery opens 


A large collection of artifacts, in- 


cluding furniture, photographs and cam- 
paign banners that once belonged to 
Abraham Lincoln, has been carefully or- 
ganized and moved into a home of its 
own in the new Lincoln Gallery of the 
Chicago Historical Society. 


Under construction since April of last 


year, the gallery opened yesterday and 
houses the entire Lincoln collection that 
was first instituted by the Chicago His- 
torical Society in 1861 when Lincoln, 
while still alive, was elected an honorary 
member. 


A full-scale replica of Lincoln's log 


cabin birthplace dominates the entrance 
to the new gallery and 14 dioramas that 
depict Lincoln's life from childhood 
through the White House years to his 
death in 1865 serve as the major con- 
necting thread. 


UNDER THE direction of Curator Jo- 


seph Zywicki, the museum staff of the 
society has organized the collection topi- 
cally as well as chronologically. 


Lincoln's early years are portrayed by 


the log cabin, and by such things as 
pages of the Lincoln family Bible, Abe's 
arithmetic exercises from 1826 and his 
surveying book. 


Early adulthood is represented by pho- 


tographs and letters pertaining to his law 
studies and first partnership with John 
Stuart. On exhibit are the desk and chair 
he used for these studies in Vandalia and 
a huge metal skate made by his friends 
for Lincoln's uncommonly large feet. 


The political nature of Abraham Lin- 


coln is depicted in the letter written to 
Stephen A. Douglas establishing 
the 


terms for their seven famous debates. 


THE FIRST portrait of Lincoln done 


from life by Thomas Hicks and a Lincoln 
and Hamlin campaign banner from 1860 
cast the mood for the story of Lincoln's 
rise to national fame. 


Furnishings from Lincoln's Springfield 


home have been placed in a parlor peri- 
od setting authenticating the appearance 
of the Lincoln parlor. Two paintings from 
Mrs. Lincoln's private room in the White 
House hang on the wall and a candelabra 
and candlesticks from the Springfield 
house have been placed on the fireplace 
mantel. 


Lincoln's Presidency and the sorrow of 


the Civil War engulf visitors in the sec- 
ond half of the gallery. Here are recruit- 
ing posters, lithographs and photographs 


relating the confusion of those times. 
Personal effects on display are his um- 
brella, woven shawl, top hat, pocket file, 
spectacles, watch and chain and walking 
stick. 


The two vases which sat at the head 


and foot of Lincoln's casket during its 
repose in Chicago's City Hall, original 
photographs of the funeral procession, a 
panel from the funeral car and two coins 


which covered the eyes of the dead Pres- 
ident are among the funeral artifacts on 
display. 


MODERN ADDITIONS to the collec- 


tion are audio-visual material that in- 
cludes narrations of Lincoln's early life, 
his first delivered anti-slavery speech 
and his death in the Peterson house 
across from the Ford's Theatre. 


A continuous slide presentation entitled 


"The Anguish and the Glory: Lincoln the 
President" will feature 75 photographs of 
Lincoln's Presidency from the first por- 
trait of the President-elect to the last 
picture ever taken of President Lincoln 
four days before his assassination. 


The new Lincoln gallery is located on 


the first floor of the Chicago Historical 
Society's new wing. The museum is lo- 
cated at North Avenue and Clark Street.

An indomlnatable spirit was my grand- 


mother, who was five feet tall and 
weighed 90 pounds, as they say, soaking 
wet. She did the work of several horses, 
literally, from pulHng huge buckets of 
water out of the well every morning for 
her daily laundress chores to pushing a 
small hand plow in the potato patch. 


In between she delivered babies and 


concocted powders to cure the "mis- 
eries," trained butterbean vines to cover 
the back stoop and whipped up a hearty 
meal for any vagrant who hopped off the 
freight train, a common occurrence in 
those mid-Depression days 


After our meals, the kitchen table was 


cleaned and the condiments, butter, sor- 
ghum molasses, etc., were placed in the 
center with a clean dishtowel over all. 
The butter (actually, color-it-yourself 
margarine) was placed in a curious 
greenish-yellow butter dish, which had 
survived, somehow, six children, numer- 
ous grandchildren and many moves in 
Grandma's somewhat nomadic life. I 
saw that butter dish for years, every 
day, but forgot about it in later years. 


Not long ago my father and I were 


talking about "Depression Glass" which 
he had seen pictured in a newspaper ar- 
ticle, and he wondered if Grandma's old 
butter dish was the same. "She kept it on 
the table all my life," he recalled. Since 
Dad is almost seventy, I knew It couldn't 
be Depression, but was probably pattern 
glass of some sort. 


Much to my surprise, he told me it was 


packed away down in his basement, 
where it had been since he took it home, 
as a remembrance of Grandma, at the 
time of her funeral. We unwrapped it, 
and with it came a flood of childhood 
memories, of shimmery heat wave sum- 
mer days and long evenings filled with 
katydid song and moths flying against 
the gas light on the corner. (In my recol- 
lections, it is always summer, and my 
feet are always bare against the warm 
herringbone bricks of the sidewalk which 
led to town.) 


Dad gave me the butter dish, which is 


vaseline glass and in pretty good condi- 
tion, with the exception of a few rough 
places on the knob. It now has the choice 


spot in my china cupboard. I use it once 
in a while and the children look at me 
curiously if I get a bit misty-eyed as I 
place it on the table. Those "old days" 
were probably not so idyllic as they 
seem in rosy retrospection, but they are 
the sturdy background against which all 
subsequent time, for me, is lightly em- 
broidered. 


Grandma never had much to give, but 


she gave herself to her small community 
and was affectionately known to all as 
"Aint Lettie " If one of the families she 
helped didn't have the $5 for the delivery 
of their baby, the bill was never men- 
tioned, and if payment was a live chick- 
en or some home canned blackberries, 
that was all right, too 


I think she may be glad that I treasure 


one of her few material possessions, the 
vaseline glass butter dish. I only know I 
wouldn't trade it for the finest piece of 
Tiffany.

Todd Rundgren tried pop music, got a 


couple of hit singles and cut some good 
records 
(like "Something/Anything"). 


But he apparently did not get the success 
he wanted and has now decided to get 
Into the bizarre-rock field. 


Too bad. He's ruined a good thing, at 


least for this listener. "A Wizard, A True 
Star" (Bearsville BR-2133) is a two-head- 
ed creation — one head of which should 
have been cut off. 


The first side has novelty going for it 


and nothing else. Anyone's interest 
should wane after three listenings. The 
sound is very dense, very electronic and 
very confusing, It Is hard to listen to 
what he is saying and musically, it be- 
comes a fast bore. 


Yet side 2 is different. Rundgren re- 


turns to pop and is so good you wonder 
why he even attempted the stuff on side 
1. Here there are whole songs instead of 
fragmented slivers. 


The medley of "I'm So Proud," "Ooh 


Babj*Baby," "La La Means I Love You" 
and "Cool Jerk" is some of Kundgren's 
best work. (It was about time someone 
redid the Delfonics "Lala," one of the 
best songs of the late '60s.) Rundgren's 
own "Is It My Name?" is a fine rocker 
about a singer's lack of success.

Nancy Drew still fascinates girls

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Move over 


Tom Swift and Humphrey Bogart, a 
group of nostalgia lovers is coming on 
strong with Nancy Drew. 


Nancy who? 
Males may well wonder but to women 


that's the equivalent of asking how many 
home runs Joe Namath hit. 


Nancy is the All-American girl who has 


led young readers since the 1930s on such 
harrowing adventures as "The Hidden 
Staircase," "The Secret of the Old 
Clock" and tens of others. 


An estimated 30 million girls have read 


Nancy's exploits in 17 languages since 
she started her sleuthing. 
, 


Cornball Nancy may be to some, but 


she has left an impression on millions of 
girls, even when they grow to woman- 
hood and have little girls of their own. 


She certainly made a hit with LaVonne 


and Melanie Lomba, now in their late 20s 
and running a successful school for 
emotionally handicapped children. 


THE SISTERS placed an ad in a San 


Francisco newspaper recently calling for 
all Nancy Drew lovers who wanted to 
form a club. 


"About 40 people responded," said La- 


Vonne, who prefers the "liberated" title 
of Ms. 


"We wanted to find out how many 


people had fond memories of Nancy 
Drew and we were very surprised. Some 
people came 50 miles to the meeting." 


And not all were women. 
The gathering included male doctors 


and one airline pilot who came in full 
uniform. 


Melanie, now Mrs. R. E. Howard, said 


the group is working on a fashion show 
featuring the styles worn by Nancy. And 
a festival also is scheduled for the Nancy 
Drew films of the late 1930s that starred 
Bonita Granville. 


So far, one of the four films has been 


located by Mrs. Helen Ewald of San Ra- 
fael, in charge of the event. 


"IT'S 'THE MYSTERY of the Hidden 


Staircase,'" Mrs. Ewald said. 
"The 


films are funky but still exciting." 


Ms. Lomba feels Nancy appealed 


mainly to white, middle-class girls who 
regarded the blonde teenager as a "liber- 
ated woman." 


"She was far from typical, you know," 


she said. "She had plenty of money, 
being the daughter of famed criminal at- 
torney Carson Drew. She had maids and 
lots of time for her adventures." 


Some critics have tried to fathom Nan- 


cy's success through the years but admit 
it's a difficult task. 


Miss Drew is just as popular with to- 


day's sub-teens as she was in the '30s. 


"Apparently there is a streak of con- 


servatism in the 9-to-ll group," one crit- 
ic wrote. "The loudest little cynic will 
retire to her room, curl up among the 
psychedelic posters and 'Legalize Pot' 
buttons and devour some 40 Nancy 
Drews in a row." 


THE SAN FRANCISCO Drew fans 


knew a great deal about Nancy but very 
little about her creator, Carolyn Keene. 


Some thought Miss Keene died years 


ago and others believed she was really a 
man. 


Miss Keene is actually Harriet S. 


Adams who, with the help of some ghost 
writers, turns out the Drew books in 
East Orange, N.J., for Grosset & Dunlap. 


The New Jersey writers also author 


the Hardy Boys, Tom Swift Jr. and the 
Bobbsey Twins, but none can rival Nan- 
cy for popularity. 


Mrs. Adams, who declines to give her 


age but will admit to being a grand- 
mother, says she is flattered by the 
club's interest. 


"I know girls who had fans clubs but 


this is the first adult group I've heard 
of," she said in a phone conversation. 


SHE HAS WRITTEN 51 Nancy Drew 


books so far and is busy working on the 
next, to be dubbed "The Mystery of the 
Glowing Eye." 


The author also reworks some of the 


books, such as ending Nancy's calling 
blacks "darkies." 


But some things will never be updated 


— if Nancy and her boyfriend, Ned 
Nickerson, ever marry you can bet the 
bride will wear white.

Theater gets 
a name change

NEW YORK (UPI) - A slight problem 


in the matter of theaters has resulted in 
one getting a new name. 


One of Broadway's older houses is the 


intimate Bijou on West 45th Street. For 
more than a decade it had been out of 
circulation as a legitimate theater, being 
used instead as a movie house for for- 
eign films. 


So, when a neat new off-Broadway the- 


ater opened three seasons ago in West 
48th Street, it was called the Bijou. 


But the old Bijou returned to the legit 


ranks this season, resuming its original 
name, and the new house was rechris- 
tened Playhouse 2. The number in the 
name is necessary because this theater 
is in the same building as a somewhat 
larger off-Broadway house called Play- 
house. 


Producer Otto Preminger, who re- 


members the stage now and then be- 
tween movies, intends to return to 
Broadway production next season with 
"Full Circle," a play by the late novelist, 
Erich Maria Remarque. 


Playwright Peter Stone has done the 


English language adaptation of the 
play, which is set in a Berlin apartment 
on the last day of Hitler's rule and the 
first day of the Russian occupation of the 
city. 


Preminger and co-producer Roger L. 


Stevens plan to open the play Sept. 4 for 
a four-week engagement in the Eisen- 
hower Theater in Washington, D.C., be- 
fore bringing it to Broadway. 


The Theater Development Fund, which 


has been active for five years in support- 
ing Broadway and off-Broadway produc- 
tions with the aid of money from founda- 
tion, state and federal sources, is seeking 
public support for the first time. 


Individual memberships are being 


sought at two levels, $10 and $25. Mem- 
bers will be known AS "Mini-Angels," 
and they will he entitled to tickets to pre- 
views of the various productions their 
money is supporting. 


The Fund's operation consists of buying 


up blocks of tickets for various shows 
deemed worthy of support that may need 
help to survive in their early weeks. 
These tickets, in turn, are sold at a re- 
duced rate or, in some cases, given 
away, to students and certain organiza- 
tions whose members are interested in 
the theater. 


Before Ms death in May, 1971, poet Og- 


den Nash had completed the script of a 
musical about life in the 20th century. 
This is now headed for a Broadway pro- 
duction, with music for the Nash lyrics 
supplied by Milton Rosenstock.

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Young actors lose, Bette says

H O L L Y W O O D - ( N B A ) - 


Frequently, the old stars like to criticize 
tto old studio system Many of them say 
how the studios controlled their existence 
so strongly that they had no freedom. 
They were peons. Highly-paid peons, but 
peons nonetheless 


I would have expected Bette Davis to 


be one of those who blasted the rigid con- 
trols of the studios. After all, her fights 
with Jack Warner are part of Holly- 
wood's body of legend Maybe she's mel- 
lowed but she told me lately that she 
wouldn't have had it any other way. 


In fact, she says she feels sorry for 


today's young actors who are deprived of 
the strict, but benevolent, guidance of a 
major studio. 


"Young actors today," Bette says, 


"have to make up their own minds about 
what scripts they are going to do. That's 
too hard and that's why so many of them 
choose badly. 


"WHEN I WAS at Warner's, for 17 


years, the studio was my mother, my fa- 
ther, my grandparents. The studio made 
alt my decisions for me and I think now 
that it was a good thing." 


What prompted this conversation was 


the fact that, by chance, Bette had sat 
next to Gene Hackman at the dinner hon- 
oring Adolph Zukor, the film pioneer, on 
his 100th birthday. Bette says Gene and 
she talked about the studio system dur- 
ing dinner. 


"He said how much he envied, really 


envied, me." she says. "The main thing 
he envied was how the studios were able 
to give an actor a continuity of career. 
He's right. Young actors today don't

have that. We would go from piciture to 
picture as the studios built us up, slowly 
but surely. 


"If I was young today, I wouldn't be- 


come a movie actress for a million dol- 
lars. I'd just stay on the stage." 


SHE SAYS that'she did a lot of films, 


in her Warner Bros, years, which 
weren't very good. 


"But I learned from all of them," she 


says, "and I think they all helped me 
grow. If I were to die tomorrow I be- 
lieve there might be five or six things 


I've done which could be called good. 
And I was one of the lucky ones." 


She just finished smmething which 


may not be good but was one of her most 
enjoyable assignments. It was a pilot for 
a half-hour series done at MGM called, 
"Hello, Mother, Goodbye." It's a situaton 
comedy about a mother and her two 
sons. She thinks it has possibilities. 


"It was heaven to do," she says. "The 


MGM-TV people are gentlemen. The di- 
rector was Peter Hunt, who is mar- 
velous. The cast was great. The sets

were magnificent It was the most fun 
I've had acting in many years. The day 
after we finished I got up and felt regret 
that I didn't have to go to work. That 
hasn't happened to me in years." 


THE PART she plays has overtones of 


the Jewish mother of fiction (fact?) even 
though Bette says she's hardly the Jew- 
ish mother type. 


"But," she says, "there's a lot of the 


Jewish mother in every mother. The rea- 
son Jewish mothers get that way is be- 
cause their sons are so good and general- 
ly do what their mothers tell them to 
do" 


She calls herself 'a typical hard-work- 


ing Yankee housewife and mother." Her 
home is Westport, Conn. But she says 
that there isn't too much mothering left 
for her to do. Her daughter has been 
married for nine years and her son is 
graduating from college this June, about 
to get married and head for law srhool. 


"Neither had any urge to act," she 


says, "for which I am very glad. I am 
particularly glad about my daughter be- 
cause acting is a very tough field for a 
girl. I had a drive. You have to have that 
otherwise a girl cannot succeed in this 
business " 


SHE SAYS she has usually found that 


actors are pretty nice people. But not al- 
ways. She recently made a film in Italy 
called "The Game," and her co-star was 
Alberto Sordi. 


"I call him Alberto Sordid," she says. 


"When he met me at the airport he 
spoke perfect English. But he would not 
speak a word of English on the set, when 
we shot He spoke only Italian then. I 
just thank God that Joseph Gotten was 
there with me. 


"I think Sordi did it in an attempt to 


throw me, but he didnU succeed. Over 
the years, I've met only a very few un- 
pleasant actors Usually, we're pretty 
nice among ourselves "

plicated ones — In 35mm film, the kind 
on the reels at your moviehouse — are 
produced by young adults, teenage up 
to age 21.

the Young Filmakers Foundation, under 
whose guidance the films are produced. 
He started in 10 years ago with $400 
worth of equipment begged and borrow- 
ed. Today, the Foundation has around 
$50,000 worth of equipment, including 
cameras that shoot with soundtracks 


The material — cameras, lights and so 


on — is expensive to begin with, but if 
rented when needed, the bill to the foun- 
dation would be $250,000 a year, Larson 
said. 


He is a most enthusiastic drum beater 


for giving children a chance to make 
movies after school and on Saturdays 
and Sundays. 


The first film, "The Loser," was put 


together by six youths. "They spent an 
afternoon in a kid's apartment and film- 
ed this story about a party, a fight and 
someone getting shot," Larson said. 
"That was the end of the movie, the 
shooting. Their life is made up of such 
things." 


"That Rotten Teabag," also produced 


in 1963, was a prelude to a decade of 
protest, according to Larson. "The grow- 
ing unrest is captured in this satire about 
an international protest against tea- 
bags," he said. 


The films on birth control and narcot- 


ics are in the health education class. 
Lately, the film makers are getting into 
advocacy film-making — or films with a 
point of view. 


"No Delivery," produced this year, is 


in that category. It is a documentary 
about a new hospital in the lower East 
Side, a place where community control 
has become a major issue. Among the 
concerns of the community, put forth in 
the film, is the hospital's lack of obstet- 


rical services. 


Larson said the Filmakers Foundation 


was more his dream than anything until 
1966 — when grants came from the New 
York State Council on the Arts Other 
money today comes from foundations. 


Larson's associates include Jaime Bar- 


rios and Lynne Hofer The three are try- 
ing to demonstrate that film-making is a 
valid recreational, educational and voca- 
tional experience for young people. 


"It spells fun and excitement and edu- 


cation," Larson said. 


To help those who want to start up a 


similar operation on a slim budget, the 
Young Filmaker Foundation offers free a 
how-to-do-it pamphlet. It is available on 
request from the Foundation at 310 W. 53 
St, New York, N Y.

finishing nails, yarn or string, and one knitting needle. 
Hammer the nails into the top of the spool at the 12, 3, 6, 
and 9 o'clock positions. Drop one end of yarn down 
through the spool hole, leaving a two-inch "tail." 


Starting at the right of one nail, wind the yarn 


around it counterclockwise. Moving clockwise around 
the spool, loop the yarn around the other three nails in 
the same way (figure A). 


Now wind the'yarn clockwise around the outside of 


all four nails. Make sure it is above the first yarn Ipops. 
Hold the spool with your left hand and the needle in 
your right hand. With the needle, lift each loop,over the 
yarn above it and slip it over to the other side of the nail. 
Repeat at each of the other three nails. Pull yarn at the 
bottom of the spool down. 


Continue as in the last paragraph until your chain is 


the length you want. You can coil it and sew it to make a 
small rug (figure B). Maybe you can think of other things 
to make from it, too.

Mother a heroine in Soviet 
but she's still unliberated 


by PETER J. SHAW 


MOSCOW (UPI) - A Soviet mother of 


five is on the road to glory. She really 
arrives when her 10th child is born. 


trying to counteract a declining na- 


tional birth rate — from 24 9 per 1,000 in 
196P to 17 per 1,000 in 1970 - the Soviet 
Union encourages large families by re- 
wards of money and medals. 


Mothers of five or six children receive 


Mia maternity medal. Those with seven, 
eight or nine win the order of mother- 
hood glory. 


The pinnacle, awarded for 10 and up, is 


the- title mother-heroine of the Soviet 
Union. 


Officials say more than three million 


Soviet mothers receive monthly allow- 
ances from the state for having five or 
more offspring. 


At least one picture of a smiling moth- 


er-heroine is likely to grace the national 
newspaper Thursday when the Soviet 
Union celebrates international women's 
day. 


The Communist counterpart of Valen- 


tino and Mother's Day bound into one, 
the holiday provides an annual platform 
for •extolling the advances of Soviet wom- 
en since the 1917 Bolshevik revolution. 


The infant Soviet state assured women 


and men equal pay for the same job. Al- 
though officially equal on the work front, 
Soviet women have yet to be liberated 
from housekeeping and family-rearing. 


THE MAJOR BARRIER is an improv- 


ing but still insufficient number of house- 
hold appliances, consumer services, 
modern retail outlets and chld-care facil- 
ities. 


An official survey said the average 


Moscow woman spends a minimum of 50 
per cent of her off-job time shopping for 
groceries and cooking. Soviet men, the 
survey said, put in only 75 minutes daily 
on household-related matters compared 
to four hours 20 minutes for women. 


Women here drive tractors, shovel 


snow, heft garbage cans, perform heart 
surgery and pilot commercial jetliners. 
They chop down trees, mine coal, unload 
ships, dig ditches and sweep streets, too. 


They comprise 51 per cent of the Soviet 


labor force and outnumber men by 16 
million in a population of 248 million. 


Women make up 72 per cent of the na- 


tion's doctors, 71 per cent of its teachers, 
58 per cent of the diploma-holding spe- 
cialists, 39 per cent of the scientific 
workers, 35 per cent of the lawyers and 
32 per cent of the judges. 


The figures do not illuminate a key 


fact — few Soviet women reach the cor- 
ridors of power.

Rlggg Is a hustler and one of the most 


bizarre handlcappers In a staid sport; 
you can usually tell a tennis-club mem- 
her by the clothespin on his nose. 


Riggs has played it straight, too. He 


won the U.S. men's singles open at For- 
est Hills in 1939 and 1941, and was Wim- 
bledon champ before World War II. In 
the late 1940s he turned pro and was 
tops. Bill Bill Tilden, when asked who he 
thought was the best modern era player, 
said simply, "Riggs." 


None of this, however, was zany 


enough for Riggs. Besides, he was al- 
ways on the alert for a few under-the- 


net, so to speak, quid. 


And he's not playing Margaret Court 


for Cokes. 


There is a $10,000 prize put up. Actual- 


ly, he put up $5,000 and a San Diego 
group put up the other $5,000. 


On the surface, Riggs' challenge 


(which was first offered to Blllie Jean 
King and turned down) went like this: 
"They (women tennis players) have 
complained bitterly in recent months 
that women's tennis Is not getting Its de- 
served share of public attention and 
prize money. 


"If they're all that good, why wouldn't 


they jump at a chance to play me, a 
tired old man?" 


That last phrase, "tired old man," 


comes right out of a back-alley shill 
game. 


Riggs is 55, and at 5-foot-7 weighs 


about 153, only a few pounds more than 
when he was at the height of his game. 
He says he has been playing four and 
five sets of tennis a day, jogging four 
miles a day, and dieting carefully in 
preparation for the May 13 match with 
Court in San Diego. 


Riggs has played regularly all his life. 


Last fall, in fact, he went to the finals of 
the 45-and-over men's hardcourt singles 
final before losing to Pancho Segura. So 
Riggs is still tough. 


Riggs plays some of the top young 


guys, too. But he gets them to give an 
inch. He recently split sets with Bob 
Lutz, for example, and gets a spot of two

XO MATTER WHAT you think about 


baseball, and it does bore many people, 
there is something very special about 
opening day. 


Baseball may drag through the sum- 


mer months and the people in the office 
may say how tired they are with it in 
July and August. I get tired of it myself. 


But never on opening day. This, some- 


how, is always a special time, an ex- 
citing time, a day unequalled in any oth- 
er sport. 


I couldn't tell you how the Chicago 


Bears have done on opening days if my 
life depended on it, but I have memories 
of opening days In baseball that go back 
to the 1940s. 


I always envied the baseball players in 


a way because they actually could take 
part in opening day. They could get a 
new start for themselves. 


As a kid. my team was going to win It 


all. We were going to have the perfect 
season. I always wondered what it would 
be like to be a baseball player and line a 
clean single to left in my first trip to the 
plate in the opening game of the season. 
A home run would be asking too much. 
But a sharp single to left would be per- 
feet. 


They can conduct a hundred polls, but 


there is no way that pro football or hock- 
ey or basketball or any other sport can 
ever touch baseball in this business of 
opening days. No way at all. 


I can't recall a single opening-day foot- 


ball game that ever meant anything to 
me I mean, one that was something spe- 
cial, one that really stirred me as a 
youngster, one that left me with a strong 
memory. 


The opening day in pro football just 


doesn't do that. They gradually stir In 
the middle of September, when it's still 
warm, and the pennant races are getting 
hot. They begin playing after being in 
camp for a couple of months and after 
they've played a string of exhibition 
games. 


It's the same with hockey and basket- 


ball. As much as the sports are enjoyable 
they've never made much of an Impres- 
sion with their opening games. Do you 
honestly remember when the Bulls and 
Black Hawks opened? 


These are generally played in the 


middle of October and I just can't seem 
to get with It then. Maybe it's because of 
the World Series. Maybe it's because the 
weather isn't cold enough yet. 


Not so with baseball. Opening day Is 


something special. For someone who has 
knocked the sport In recent years, I'm 
ready to admit I was wrong. I'm anxious 
for this season to begin. 


Baseball is just a game — as simple as 


a ball and bat. Yet, as complex as the 
American spirit it symbolizes. It's a 
sport, big business 
—and sometimes 


even religion. 


It's America, this baseball. Baseball In 


a Richie Allen driving a fast ball Into a 
center field bleachers at White Sox Park 
and then striding around the bases while 
the fans stand in thunderous applause. 
Baseball l« a Billy Williams slashing a 
line drive off the ivy on a warm July 
afternoon in Wrigley Field. 


It's watching the movie "The Pride of 


The Yankees" again last Sunday with 
Gary Cooper and still feeling choked up 
when the husky voice of the doomed Lou

Gehrig says; "I consider myself the 
luckiest man on the face of this earth." 


What pushed me into a period of dis- 


enchantment with baseball? Corporate 
baseball, high-price baseball, electronic 
baseball, picture-tube baseball. Where 
did MY team go — where are all the 
players? 


Maybe that's why. It became too big to 


comprehend. Television took over. And 
expansion. And more expansion. And the 
big buck. 


Yet it is probable that the fan watching 


on television may still feel linked to the 
past, and that is the real charm of base- 
ball. As he sits in his living room or his 
den or his favorite bar, watching the 
little figures run around on the screen, 
he is somehow also watching a game 
played in the sunlight, back in an earlier 
day in a younger America when men in 
derbies stood on the roof of the grand- 
stand and lined Coogan's Bluff to watch 
the young Christy Mathewson take off his 
cardigan sweater and begin to warm up; 
when Ty Cobb with savagery in his eye 
sliced a double down the line and 
stretched it into a triple, kicking the 
ball out of the third baseman's hands; 
when the young Babe Ruth minced his 
way around the base paths after yet an- 
other towering home run. 


Baseball has been given sociological 


and chauvinistic props. Often it has been 
given massive propaganda aid. Yet by 
Its very nature as a physical contest, it 
has always been a game that can pro- 
duce many thrills. 


Within the space of two or three hours 


it can provide listless moments, but it 
also can provide an infinite variety of 
dramatic episodes. 


The game may at times seem merely a 


set-piece, a tableau of men frozen — yet 
at any given instant the tableau can ex- 
plode. With one pitch, one swing of a bat, 
many men can be set in swift motion. 


I admit I was wrong about baseball. It 


does have its problems but so does every 
other sport. And no sport can possibly 
approach 
the anticipation, the ex- 


citement of an opening day hi baseball. 


It's that time again, a very special 


time of the year, when everything seems 
so fresh, so bright and so new. It's a new 
start for everybody — even myself.

he has been known to play for thousands 
of dollars. And usually he has won. 


Once, though, he was taken. Pro Len 


Hartman, a steady partner of Riggs', re- 
calls that a young amateur named Steve 
Ross came up from Florida to play in 
New York, where Riggs lived a few 
years ago. Hartman knew of the kid, 
Riggs didn't. The kid had a most miser- 
able-looking serve, a high floater. He 
was an excellent player, otherwise. Hart- 
man wanted Riggs to see Ross's serve. 
Hartman said, "Wanna play him, Bob- 
by?" Riggs, holding back his joy, said, 
well, okay. 


Riggs first spotted Ross a few games. 


And lost! He couldn't believe it, losing to 
that serve. He tried again, and again. 
Soon, Ross was spotting Riggs three 
games. 


"It just goes to prove," said Hartman, 


"that even a hustler can get hustled." 


Riggs, though, will not give Margaret 


Court any kind of sporting edge — except 
on one condition. "I'll carry a bucket of 
water," he said, "but only if she carries 
two buckets."

Rotary outboard motor in production 


NEW YORK (UPI) - "Reported to be 


the most powerful outboards ever built!" 


That's the way Outboard Marine Corp. 


describes the new rotary combustion RC 
outboard motor sometimes known as the 
"Wankel," now being produced by its 
Johnson and Evinrude outlets. 


It's the first rotary outboard motor 


manufactured in the United States and 
culminates more than nine years of con- 
tinuous research, according to OMC. 


But the general public can't look for- 


ward to buying one right away, probably 
not until 1975 at least. 


The RC powerplants are being termed 


"experimental engines" which Johnson 
and Evinrude will use, for the time 
being, on the outboard racing circuits 
here and abroad. 


"The results achieved by the RC rac- 


ing motors will be significant in deter- 
mining if and when rotary outboards 
might be produced by Johnson and Evin- 
rude for sale to consumers in the marine 


market," says Charles D. Strang, OMC 
vice president. 


How powerful is the new RC?/, OMC 


officials wouldn't say specifically but did 
indicate it might be close to 300 horse- 
power, if not more. 


That about doubles, for example, John- 


son Outboards current top production 
model, the "150 horsepower plus" Sti- 
nger reciprocating piston engine which 
was used in winning the Outboard World 
Championship at Lake Havasu. 


The new RC outboard is described by 


OMC officials as a four rotor, high-output 
charge-cooled type, with lightweight all- 
aluminum construction. 


"Its cubic displacement of approxi- 


mately two liters will allow it to enter 
certain competitive racing events world- 
wide," according to S. L Metcalf, OMC's 
director of marine engineering. 


The engine is cooled externally by wa- 


ter scooped from just below the surface, 
with the interior of the engine cooled by 
the fuel-air mixture to the combustion 


chamber — a technique known as 
"charge cooling," Metcalf said. 


"An additional advantage is the lack of 


vibration and the smooth flow of power," 
he said "This is because the RC has no 
reciprocating parts, and so can always 
be perfectly balanced. 


"The four rotors in this racing engine, 


revolving around their eccentrics on the 
shaft, balance each other with no count- 
erweights needed. Combustion power im- 
pulses applied to continuously moving 
toros are stretched out over many de- 
grees of crankshaft rotation, instead of 
being confined to a relatively few de- 
grees, as in the standard reciprocating 
piston engine. This results in an inher- 
ently smooth flow of power through the 
eccentric to the shaft." 


OMC signed license agreements with 


Curtiss-Wright and NSU-Wankel in 1966 
to develop, manufacture and sell RC en- 
gines, thus becoming the first U.S. en- 
gine manufacturer to be a Wankel engine 
licensee.

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Make that 'Comrade Olga,' Please 


by JOAN RYAN 


"Olga, Olga, Olga, that's all I ever 


hear1" snapped Lyuda Hyashevskya, the 
spokesman-interpreter-duenna for the six 
Russian Gymnasts who just completed 
their triumphant tour of the United 
States. "There's no applause for anyone 
butKorbut!" 


Lyuda's displeasure with America's 


moth-like attraction for Olga's show-biz 
personality led the presenters of the Tan- 
queray Award to diplomatically split the 
trophy, destined 
for Olga's birdllke 


hands. The award, given for excellence 
In amateur athletics, was shared (for the 
first time) by Olga and Ludmila Turish- 
eheva 
winner of the all-around gold 


medal In Munich last summer and the 
acknowledged leader of the Russian 
gymnastic team 


Dividing the spoils, however, didn't di- 


vide the nation's focus one whit. In Hous- 
ton's Astrodome, chants of "We want 
Olga. We want Olga," drifted down from 
the three-story heights In Beverly Hills, 
Olga Korbut Fan Clubs turned out wear- 


ing Olga Korbut tee shirts. In Phila- 
delphia, whispers of "There she is; 
there's Olga'" set off a barrage of cam- 
era flash bulbs as Miss Korbut hopped 
up on the balance beam And in Wash- 
ington, teeny-boppers shredded the bou- 
quet of red roses that the petite gymnast 
tossed into the crowd, while some sophis- 
ticate in the crowd raised a large banner 
which said "We love you, Olga" in Rus- 
sian letters. 


And while journalists scratched and bit 


to glean some news of what Olga is real- 
ly like, Lyuda, reportedly the only Com- 
munist party member in the tour, 
wrapped the long arm of the Kremlin 
around her charges. 


The Tanqueray Award press confer- 


ence in Philadelphia was a study of 
sharp contrasts. The natural, girlish, al- 
most bovine innocence of the six gym- 
nasts clashed with the hard sophis- 
tication of Lyuda, who ran the press con- 
ference, and one might assume, the 
whole tour 


And it was a point of irony that Olga, 


Who is so homely she is cute, was the 
media star with photographers crouching 
at her feet, begging for "one more shot." 
Ironioal, because it was Ludmila Turjgh- 
oheva's remarkable beauty that Was 
magnetic. Dark-haired, with pink plump 
cheeks and a bee-stung mouth. Ludmila 
had the sweet sadness of a Velasquez 
martyr in deferring attention to her 
younger comrade. 


Questions from the eager press were 


sifted through the watchdog, Lyuda, who 
was described by one reporter as a comj 
bination of Nihotchka and the Dragon 
Lady. 


"Yes, the girls are enjoying their trip 


to America. Yes, they are all planning 
for the next Olympics," said Lyuda 
flashed a tight, challenging smite over 
her shoulder to the newsmen, "They are 
already in training for them!" 


The tour itself had its highs and lows. 


Audiences particularly responded to 
Olga, partly because of her drowned kit- 
ten helplessness, and party because they 
appreciate a ham with talent. But Amer- 
ica became one big hospitality house for 
the Russian girls in general. 


Squeezed in between workouts, per- 


formances, sauna baths, and cross coun- 


try flights, the girls toured Houston's 
NASA installation, Miami's Seaquarium, 
and Anaheim's Disneyland. The word 
was out that the girls were dying to shop 
in an Anienoan Department store but se- 
curity restrictions prevented 
such a 


spree. 


"Will the girls be allowed to do some 


Shopping before you return to Russia?" 
someone asked Lyuda. It seemed like an 
innocent question, but to Lyuda, it was 
as offensive as a Chinese border in- 
vasion. 


" A l l o w e d ? What do you mean, 


allowed?" she blew up. "Allowed by 
whom? Of course, they can shop. They 
are human beings like anyone else. 
Allowed!" And she ground her heel into 
the carpet and turned a Black Widow 
stare on her next interrogator 


Ah, poor Lyuda. She had been en- 


trusted with Russia's gymnastic glory, 
and she had done her job so well that her 
nerves were frayed. And it didn't help 
the American image when a man sidled 
up to her, and admiring her trim figure 
and pretty face, whispered in her ear, 
"If you ever want to defect, you can 
come to my house."

The shadows must deepen; even Mays must grow old

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. - 
Willie 


Mays and his small shadow at his heels 
created a flurry of activity at home 
plate. This was the first inning and 
Mays' first appearance in a spring train- 
Ing game this year. There was a polite — 
and what may be assumed hopeful — 
round of applause here at Al Lang Field. 
The stands were filled with folks from 
this retirement community who appre- 
ciate an old fellow's effort. 


Mays and his shadow, which was slight 


in the early afternoon sun, each acknowl- 
edged the reception with a character- 
istically quick wiggle of the bat. 


It was a sultry day. The palm trees 


behind the outfield fence were still. A 
clump of dust kicked up by Dodger pitch- 
er Claude Osteen rose heavily. One's 
shirt grew moist from the exertion of 
just standing in the sun. 


Mays will be 42 yean old on May 6. He 


has played 21 major league seasons, and 
bis terrific career is either over or has 
one more year, depending, says Mays, on 
bow he swings the bat in spring training. 


Right now, he looked lively and light at 


the plate. His helmet was fastened tight 
on his head. His knit, concentrating 
brows, puckered lips and soft Nets' cap 
stuffed in his left back pocket gave the 
impression that he was still the ebullient 
"Say Hey" kid of Polo Grounds lore. 


The eye deceives, Mays is an aging 


veteran hanging on. His knees have been 
mean to him. They must be constantly 
drained of fluid. And though he holds so 
many baseball records (only man to 
twice hit 30 homers and steal 30 bases in 
a season, 6.992 outfield putouts — which 
give a hint at his versatility) and is a 
certain Hall-of-Famer, he seems peevish 
in his familiar squeaky voice and over- 
sensitive about his declining abilities. He 
has some reason, however. 


He has a manager who, for the first 


time In his career, would rather Mays 
got lost. It is difficult, though, to fault 
Met manager Yogi Berra if you are 
pragmatic — easier if you are romantic. 


Berra and Mays appear to be two men 


who respect each olber but know that the 
town — the team — isn't big enough for 
the both of them. They have had two con. 
frontations already this spring. On the 
first day of spring training Mays showed 
up late. Berra said practice begins at 10 
a.m. Mays siJd he knows bow to train, 
what Ms body requires, that he's always 
in shape, anyway. Berra said all 25 men 
on his squad get equal treatment, that 
Mays may exclude exercises but he must 
be In uniform. 


Second clash came one Saturday when 


Mays did not show up at all. He turned 
up in Arizona, visiting his wife. He was 
fined $1.000 by Berra. Mays admitted he 
was wrong in not telling the manager 
where he was going. 


Besides having to deal with a separate 


set of standards for Mays, Berra must 
also handle ghostly realities Mays is not 
the player he used to be ("If I said I was 
I'd be fooling n«body, including myself," 
admits Mays) and Berra believes that 
one of his younger players could be the 
center-fielder all season. But Mays is 
trying to prove to himself and Berra that 
at 42 he is still better than guys 22. 


Berra knows that If Mays wants to 


play one more season, he must be car- 
ried on the club. Mays was bought from 
San Francisco last spring by Mets owner 
Joan Payson, a great fan of Mays'. Ber-. 
ra had no say In the deal. But If Mays 
does stay, Benra must carry a "caddy" 
— a veteran to take over in late innings 
— for Mays, and will not be able to keep 
on* promising youngster on the roster. 


Mays' recent history is that he does 


well at the beginning of the season, but 
fades in the hot summer. 


Last season, for example, after dra- 


matically winning games with home runs 
In his first appearance as a Met in Shea 
Stadium and in Candlestick Park, he 
played only a handful of games after the 
July All-Star break because of faulty 
knees. 


Before the game here, Mays saw Dod- 


ger manager Walt Alston. "You going to 
play this season?" asked Alston lightly. 
Just as lightly Mays retorted, "How 
come everybody's trying to get me to 
quit?" There was a serious undertone. 


In bis first at-bat, Mays took one ball 


from Osteen, then slammed a high Inside 
fast ball against the left field fence. It lit 
up the ball park. Glee shot out of the old 
stands as Willie ended up at second, los- 
ing his batting helmet, of course, on hi* 
«1111-qulck, dust-puffing, 
plgeontoed 


route. 


"That screws Yogi up pretty good," 


observed a baseball writer for a New 
York paper, In the press box. "Yogi was 
hoping Mays would show himself up." 


As Mays called time out to retrieve his 


helmet, one could see with binoculars 
that his hair is thinning in front and that 
there are sprigs of gray in his sideburns. 


But his body is still powerful and very 


well-kept, except for his hands, which he 
says always blister and bleed in spring 
training, and those well-worn knee hing- 
es. 


One also remembered an earlier con- 


versation In which Mays said bow lucky 
be was to be cheered wherever be goes; 
he said be would be hurt most If he were 
cheered for what he bad been and not for 
what be can do today. He felt that would 
be cheating the fun and he would get 
oat of baseball niter tbu allow that to 
happen.

ATLANTA — Somebody down there 


doesn't like Henry Aaron. From a town 
in Tennessee conies this post-card to 
him: 


"You can hit all dem home runs over 


dem short fences but you cain't take dat 
black off yo face. Rite on." 


From Arkansas, this letter: 
"Some blacks we admire and respect 


— but can't tolerate cocky niggers like 
you." 


From Boston: 
"Everybody loved Babe Ruth. You will 


be the most hated guy in this country 
and elsewhere if you break his career 
home run record of 714." 


Not all of Henry Aaron's voluminous 


mail is so vituperative. The fame that 
has come with his 673 home runs elicits 
varied letters. 


From New Jersey, for example: "I'll 


speak to you straight. I don't really like 
the Braves, but you are the greatest 
player I have ever seen in all my life on 
this earth of 6'/a years." 


And from Florida: "I am writing to 


say I hope you break Babe Ruth's home 
run record. You are a true credit to the 
game; not only as a player, but also as a 
good human being. I have seen the way 
you cooperate by giving autographs after 
the game and treating the young with 
patience and kindness." 


Perhaps 90 per cent of Henry Aaron's 


several hundred letters a week are kind- 
ly disposed to him and his pursuit of 
Babe Ruth's career home run record, ac- 
cording to Carla Koplin, Aaron's private 
secretary. 


Miss Koplin may be the only private 


secretary ever hired by a major league 
baseball team to handle all the corre- 
spondence and screen the phone calls 
and appointments for one player. 


The Atlanta Braves began to believe 


their own publicity department which 
says that "this greatest record of all 
records is now being challenged," and 
that "The greatest sports story in history 
is now taking place in Atlanta." So two 
years ago, as the mail mounted when it 
was realized that Hank Aaron was en- 


How Allen found peace 
and Chicago found a hero 


SARASOTA, Fla. - Dick Allen says he 


can place his muscular figure on two mo- 
menta which were decisive in his career. 


One moment proved to him that the 


Baseball Establishment in fact believes 
in a double standard, something he has 
been criticized for Insisting upon for him- 
self. 


The second moment provided the im- 


petus for his tough stands in salary nego- 
tiations, which have led him to recently 
become the highest-salaried player in 
baseball history. His reputed salary is 
about $233,000 a year, not only higher 
than Henry Aaron's salary but higher 
than Richard Nixon's, too. 


Allen sat now In front of his spring 


camp locker, wearing only a mustache, 
clogs and the smoke from his constant 
cigarettes. He recalled a phone call he 
put in to the general manager of the Wil- 
Hamsport (Pa.) Class A team after his 
1962 season there, as a Philadelphia 
Phillies farmhand. He was 20 years old, 
had hit 20 homers, driven in 109 runs and 
lost the league hitting title on the last 
day of the season, at .329. 


"The g.m. told me," said Allen, "that I 
want worth the money I was making. I 
was getting $650 a month then. And all I 
asked him for was • ISO a month raise. 


"I don't know why he said that I had 


played my heart out that season. I just 
put the phone down quietly. My brother 
Ron was on an extension, he heard it all. 
I told Ron 'Okay, I'll get there, and 
they're going to pay.'" 


He says he has been able to make sala- 


ry demands ever since his rookie season 
in the big leagues, 1964, when he hit .318 
and was the National League Rookie of 
the Year. 


"I was determined not to let anybody 


run me around," he said. 


His emphatic Individualism has led to 


a tumultous nine-year major league ca- 
reer, one that has seen him suspended 
for not making planes, practices and 
games, one that has seen him traded 
from three teams in three years. But it is 
one that has also been filled with 
enormous personal successes, including 
and especially last season, his first with 
the White Sox, in which he led the team 
to a surprising second-place divisional 
finish and the first over-one-million home 
attendance since 1965. He had led the 
league in homers (37) and RBIs (113), he 
batted .308 and was named the Most 
V a l u a b l e Player In the AmericaD 
League. 


What may be equally remarkable 1* 


that he is happy. He conies to practice 
virtually at his pleasure, is still lax on 
meeting team bus schedules and goes his 
own way — until game time. Manager 
Chuck Tanner has been given credit (and 
some censure) for giving Allen so much 
leeway, something which is against the 
strong, hidebound tradition of baseball. 


But two sets of rules are common to 


baseball, says Allen. "When I first came 
to the Phillies training camp in 1960, 
when I was 18 years old, I found that the 
manager said we were a team — but 
that was only on the field. After tRe 
game, the blacks had to go to private 
homes in Clearwater while the white 
players stayed together at a hotel. 


"I think it's also absurd for managers 


to want everybody to train the same 
way. 
Different horses for different 


courses, I think. For example, I got into 
a little hassle with Gene Mauch once be- 
cause he wanted me to do isometric ex- 
ercises. I wouldn't do them. I was in 


croaching on the record, the Braves 
asked Miss Kopkin, who bad been work- 
ing In another department in the Braves' 
front office, if she would like the job of 
being Aaron's girl Friday. Yes, she said, 
without hesitation. 


She now sits in an office with a large 


black-and-white poster of her boss on the 
wall behind her. He is hitting a home 
r u n . "HANK!" reads the poster. 
"There's nobody else exactly like him." 


"It's true," she said. "He never raises 


his voice. And he always says, 'please' 
and 'thank you.' Very few people in this 
world do that." 


Miss Kopkin says she is swamped daily 


with mail. But almost all the mail is an- 
swered. Much of it is from kids who want 
autographs. So Miss Koplin gets all those 
letters together, with pictures of Aaron, 
and then waits for him to come to the 
office where he signs them all. "If a 
child takes time to write him," she said, 
"then Hank thinks the least he can do is 
take tune to sign an autograph person- 
ally." 


Miss Kopkin begins her workday at 9 


a.m. She sorts the mail into four cate- 
gories: Cl) Those asking for autographs 
only; (2) Unusual fan letters, mostly 
from kids; (3) Letters of appreciation 
from older fans; and (4) "fan letters" 
with a question mark. 


"The last are those ugly letters," she 


said. "He doesn't answer them. But he 
won't let me throw them away. He just 
says, 'File them.' He has some purpose 
in keeping them. I'm not sure what it is. 


Maybe he is going to include them in a 
book of his life." 


Not all of the category four letters at- 


tack Aaron solely. One from Connecticut, 
for example, said: "I saw yon today* on 
TV and I think yon are full of bull. "You 
and all the baseball players are over- 
paid. Go to work as a janitor for $2.50 
per hour and you'll see how good your 
$200,000 a year salary is. Comparing 
yourself to a doctor. Man, you're out ot 
your mind. The best thing for America — 
abolish baseball. Back to the salt 
mines." 


Kids are a great deal more sympa- 


thetic, it seems. "I am writing this to tell 
you how good a player you are," wrote a 
boy from Dix Hills, N.Y. "I feel sorry for 
you because you must get tired of going 
around the bases so many times." 


And from Canada: "We collect base- 


ball cards ... The boy next door wanted 
to trade me for your picture. I told him 
if he gave me a million cards or dollars, 
he couldn't buy your picture from me. I 
wish I lived next door to you so you 
could teach me how to play baseball. 
When I play baseball I pretend I am the 
'GREAT HANK AARON.' I wish I could 
meet you. I would be so happy I would 
walk upside down." 


He also receives such intimate out- 


pourings as this: "I am a switch hitter. I 
strike out lefty or righty..." 


And: "My dog loves you. When my dad 


watches one of your games, she sits and 
wags her tail hard."

She's grateful to the stables giving her 


a chance. Vanderbilt, chairman of the 
board of the New York Racing Associ- 
ation, is one of her strongest boosters. 


"She deserves a chance," Vanderbilt 


told me. "I'm against prejudice and dis- 
crimination of any kind. Robyn is com- 
petent. A lot of things have been tough 
for her. At the end of a year, she might 
have ridden 200 horses; a male jockey 
would have maybe 700. 


"She is alone at the track a lot of the 


time because she has the lady's jockey 
room," he said. "She can't sit around 
and rap it with the men after the races. 
She's had to dig it all out for herself." 


Robyn Smith, 28, San Francisco-born, 


dossn't feel that she's as much of a pio- 
neer in the field as Kathy Kusner, the 
show ring performer who had to sue to 
get the right to race. 


Nor does she sense any overt envy al- 


though I heard one girl walker cooling a 
horse slowly after a workout say, "There 
goes the queen." 


Said Miss Smith, "I have no problem

Harry the Horse places 
his last bet in racing

BALTIMORE - Harry the Horse's fat- 


al heart attack came at the only place 
poetic justice would allow — the track. 


Harry was getting a $50 bet down at 


Pimllco on opening day when he keeled 
over. It was just the way Damon Runyon 
would have written it. 


They took care of each other that way. 


Harry provided the situations and the 
dialogue and Runyon wove them into 
mythic celebrations of the last life of 
horses, booze, broads and heists. 


Because of Runyon's pen, the nan who 


wa« born Benjamin Caplan 68 yean ago 
in Philadelphia will be remembered as 
Harry the Horse or Eddie Burke or 
UonethJef. 


He never actually stole a horse, Run- 


yon once wrote, "but it is the consensus 
of public opinion from coast to coast he 
may steal one if the opportunity presents 
itself." 


Harry always insisted he got the name 


Horsethief, as he got so many other 
things, by chance. "One day I just pick 
up this piece of rope," he used to say. 
"Then I look around. It's got a horse on 
it." 
' 


The enticing thing about race tracks 


was that they had horses on them, too, 
as well as people with money to bet and 
more money to spend to find out which 
horses to bet on. 


The fastest animal ID the world is not a 


race horse, Harry discovered after mov- 
ing to Baltimore m a kid. The fastest 
animal In the world Is a guy going to 
cash a winning ticket at the track. 


Harry started promising bettors big 


scores in a tip sheet he sold at Pimlico, 
Saratoga and Hialeah. He signed it "Ex- 
Jockey Eddie" although, he admitted lat- 
er, "I never been on a horse in my life." 


The name Eddie stuck after the 1927 


season at Hialeah. "This guy comes 
along and I lay him real good with a 
winner," Harry recalled. "He comes 
back and says, 'Eddie, my boy, you're 
my boy'" 


Harry met Damon Runyon at Hialeah 


the same year and, with the speed of 
Citation, became chauffeur, valet, handy- 
man and turf adviser, not to mention an 
unlimited source of unlikely dialogue, for 
the newspaper columnist and short story 
writer. 


"We used to sit under sun cabanas at 


Miami and play gin and talk all night 
and then Damon gets up and goes over 
and writes some stories," Harry said. 
"Then we comes back and we play some 
more gin." 


Even when they were apart. Harry 


gave Runyon the stuff of which stories 
are made. 


Once Harry heard a crony boast that 


his girl friend had an appetite that would 
have done Humphrey Pennyworth proud. 
Harry called Runyon in New York, bor- 
rowed $10,000 from him and set up a pie- 
eating contest between the girl and a guy 
he called "a member of the Boston 
mob." 


Several pies into the contest, the girl 


told Harry she could eat no more. Harry 
looked at her plate and at the mobster's 
plate. The mob guy had more left than 
she did, Harry decided. 


"So I whispered to her to take one

IMS, the number of sympathetic ears be 
could find diminished greatly. 


No longer did people consider him a 


lovable guy with a tomato face and a 
new dodge every day. For all his theatri- 
cal ability, he was still a tout, and since 
the Maryland tracks consider that an un- 
worthy profession, they ruled Harry off 
their turf in the late 1940s. 


He didn't get back on until a few years 


ago, not because the tracks' rules bad 
changed, but because their management 
had. 


The years in between were not happy 


ones. Harry tended bar in a Baltimore 
strip joint and ran a succession of book 
stores that paid off mainly in fines for 
selling obscene material. 


Harry insisted he never knew the 


books he sold were obscene "because I 
never read them." 


But the legend of Harry the Horse con- 


tinued to grow. The rabbi who spoke at 
his funeral on a day when the weather 
was cloudy and the track was slow said 
some men are like that. They are born to 
have their stories passed down through 
the ages. 


Harry had refused to believe anything 


of the sort for years. He used to look at 
the gold pocket watch Runyon had given 
him and say, "When Damon died, I died 
with him."

His queen will again be 
in the center and black will again effec- 
tively attack it? No. One does not fear 
attack in general in chess; one only fears 
specific attacks. Inasmuch as black's 
queen knight is gone from the board, 
black no longer has a meaningful attack 
on the dominant white queen. 


The only move that will dislodge the 


queen is 5 ... P-QB4;? But there are too . 
many drawbacks to this move. Black will

(there are other moves) and make 
moves for both sides.

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Dear Dr. Lamb — About a year and 


a half ago I was put In the hospital for 
heavy drinking and not eating. I had cir- 
rhosis of the liver. They gave me up to 
die: 1 came out of it okay, and feel very 
good most of the time but I am over- 
weight. I am 5-foot-lO and wiegh 210 
pounds. The doctor gives me function 
tests every three months and tells me 
I'm doing well. 


Dr. Lamb, I would appreciate it If you 


would take time to just answer my letter 
and please tell me for sure what I am 
supposed to eat and the things I am not 
supposed to eat and also tell me what I 
should drink. I drink no alcoholic beve- 
rages, only Sanka, diet colas, and milk I 
take vitamin pills and a few Librium 
pills and sometimes pain reliever for 
backache. Would it hurt me to work any? 


Dear Reader — Congratulations on 


overcoming a dangerous habit. Alcohol, 
because of its effects on the liver causing 
liver damage of the type you had, is the 
third most frequent cause of death in the 
United States, right behind heart disease 
and cancer. 


There are a lot of bad things that can 


be said about alcohol and very few good 
things, It does contain calories and it has 
no nutrients in it such as vitamins and 
minerals, and it can cause brain dam- 
age, liver damage, heart and muscle 
damage, just to start off the list. These 
medical problems don't even begin to 
touch the number of social problems it 
creates in terms of families and jobs. 


Once the liver Is damaged what one 


should do about the diet really depends 
on the state of the liver, and therefore 
your own doctor who knows your liver 
status will have to make the final deci- 
sion. From your comments, however, I 


would think that you could probably limit 
your fats, which means eat lean meat, 
lean chicken and lean fish. Avoid using 
either butter or margarine as spreads or 
in seasoning because you need to elimi- 
nate calories to reduce your weight and 
eliminate the sweets and sugar in your 
diet entirely. Get your carbohydrates 
from fresh fruits, vegetables and cereal. 
You might be better off to use fortified 
skim milk as opposed to whole milk. The 
Sanka won't bother you unless you're us- 
ing sugar and cream in it and neither 
will the diet colas in limited amounts. 


TOO MUCH physical activity is not al- 


ways so good for people who have liver 
damage and again your doctor who is 
aware of how much damage you have is 
your best guide. However, many individ- 
uals who have recovered from a bout 
such as you've had, if their liver function 
is reasonably normal, can resume rea- 
sonable amounts of physical activity. I 
should think a daily walking program 
would be very useful for you and in the 
course of a year would help you get rid 
of some of your excess fat, particularly 
if it is combined with your diet program. 


If it's all right to build up your physi- 


cal activity it seems to me that in the 
course of time then you should be able to 
look forward to returning to work. 


You've gone a long way toward Im- 


proving your situation. I hope you can 
get the rest of the way and can per- 
manently avoid using any alcoholic beve- 
rages. I am afraid if you return to the 
habit that you'll end up in the hospital 
again and the outlook might not be so 
good the second time.

New anti-cancer drug 'effective' 


NOGALES, Ariz (UPI) - A new Ital- 


ian anti-cancer drug has been effective 
against 10 major kinds of tumors during 
tests in the United States, a National 
Cancer Institute official reported. 


Dr. Stephen K. Carter, chief of the NCI 


cancer therapy evaluation branch, said 
the drug Adrlamycin has been shown to 
be "one of the most interesting drugs 
ever developed in the fight against can- 
cer." 


He told the American Cancer Society's 


15th science writers seminar that Adr- 
lamycin is comparable to the best drugs 
now used against breast cancer "and 
may actually be the most active of all 
drugs." 


He said it also has shown effectiveness, 


but not cures, against lung and bone can- 
cer, childhood solid tumors and leu- 


kemia. Against nine other adult solid tu- 
mors, it has shown evidence of some ac- 
tivity, Carter said. 


He said that when the drug is com- 


bined with other types of treatment, the 
chances of good results increase. In such 
combination treatments, the drug kills 
cancer cells outside the region treated by 
X-rays or removed by surgery. 


Carter said Adriamycin, which was de- 


veloped by Farmitalia of Milan and is 
available in Europe, has lethal side ef- 
fects, as do all anti-cancer drugs, The 
most serious is the possibility of heart 
damage after six months of treatment 
with the drug. 


He said the NCI will file a new drug 


application for Adriamycin with the Food 
and Drug Administration within a month 
and expects it to be available for wide 
use in about a month.

says he looks for in a good school board 
member is the ability to think clearly. 


Listening to him, It's apparent that 


Costello is working on cultivating this 
quality. An incumbent running for his 
second full term on the High School Dist. 
214 Board, Costello's answers come slow- 
ly and not without some hesitation. When 
he speaks, it's In a soft Georgia drawl. 


The vice president and general man- 


ager of Revere Building Products Inc., 
Costello says he has "no axe to grind" in 
this election, but does have a number of 
special priorities he would like to see the 
board act on In the next few years. 


"I really am sort of interested 
in 


seeing that the district offers a broad 
educational program," says Costello. "I 
feel that one of the greatest challenges in 
education today is to give all students 
the opportunity of learning in areas 
where they are best suited and qualified, 
to that end, 1 would say we will continue 
to seek out areas of learning other than 
in the classroom." 


COSTELLO SAYS these broader type 


of programs need not boost budget costs 
up significantly. 


'. "If we can end up by saving a few 
Classrooms as a result of finding training 
stations outside school, it might make 
the need for building new classrooms 
&ss," he said. 
? Another major priority, according to 
Costello, is to see that the board contin- 
oes-to bring in a balanced budget. "Be-

I feel 
strongly that as an ongoing part of edu- 
cation, students have to 'be quipped to 
live in the world outside the classroom." 


formula and the ability of our adminis- 
tration to seek out the greatest possible 
benefit from outside financial sources, I 
feel we will bring in a balanced budget in 
the next calendar year," he says. 


His opinion is based on the assumption

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High School Dist. 214 Board election race 


JHOGCrl! Considers expulsion 'the court of last resort,9 used only in extreme cases 


by WANDALYN RICE 


Donald Hoeck points out that when 


Buffalo Grove High School opens next 
fall it will be the first time that Dist. 214 
has had more schools than it has mem- 
bers of the board of education. 


Partly because of that Hoeck would 


like to see the seven-man board form ad- 
visory committees in each high school at- 
tendance area. Members of the com- 
mittees could do studies, investigate 
problems and bring recommendations to 
the board, he says. 


"We've got seven men who are sup- 


posed to do everything and know every- 
thing about the schools," Hoeck says. "If 
I remember, even a man named Solomon 
admitted he couldn't know everything." 


The advisory councils would not inter- 


fere with the work of the district's ad- 
ministrators, Hoeck says. The adminis- 
trators are pretty tied up supervising the 
schools and "the councils could supple- 
ment both the staff and the decisions of 
the board." 


HOECK, A RESIDENT of Arlington 


Heights, first came to a board meeting 


Donald 
Hoeck 


during the discussions of the Buffalo 
Grove High School attendance bound- 
aries. He asked that the board give stu- 
dents living in the Cooper Junior High 
School attendance area who will be ju- 
niors next year the choice of whether to 
graduate at Wheeling High School or 
transfer to Buffalo Grove. 


While watching the board deliberate 


then, Hoeck decided he could help as a 
board member, even though, he says, "I 


don't think there is a crying issue to run 
on." 


On the question of formation of a unit 


school district, encompassing elementary 


•• and high schools under one school board, 
Hoeck says, "I believe that a unit dis- 
trict could indeed lead to some advan- 
tage if it were a total Dist. 214 unit." 


A unit district which would take in all 


the elementary districts that now send 
students to Dist. 214, Hoeck says, might 
well mean more overall support for edu- 
cation in the area. He points out that 
Mount Prospect Dist. 57 has diminishing 
support from its community while Wheel- 
ing Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 enjoys strong 
support. 


"An overall unit," he says, "might 


have merit because you would average 
out the feelings." 


IN ADDITION, right now several Dist. 


214 high schools draw students from dif- 
ferent elementary districts and "there is 
the potential that students may enter 
high school with an unequal educational 
base," he says. 


At the same time, Hoeck says, he

Five candidates are running for the 


High School Dist. 214 Board of Educa- 
tion. 


On April 14, three of the candidates 


will be elected for three-year terms. 
They will be listed on the ballot as fol- 
lows: Warren Schabinger, Mount Pros- 
pect; Donald Hoeck, Arlington Heights; 
Jack Costello, Mount Prospect; Ruth 
Helbig, Elk Grove Village, and Don 
McGIothlin, Wheeling. 


would oppose any move, such as that dis- 
cussed in Elk Grove Township Dist. 59, 
to break up Dist. 214 into smaller unit 
districts. "By making smaller districts 
out of 214 you lose flexibility," he says. 


A Dist. 214 unit would have 50,000 to 


60,000 students, but that size doesn't 
bother Hoeck — as long as the board set 
up advisory councils. "If the board had 
to remain at seven, it would be an un- 
workable situation," he says. 


On the question of student discipline, 


Hoeck says he would consider expulsion 
"the court of last resort," to be used only 
in extreme cases or when other mea- 
sures fail. "Discipline, to a large degree, 
should begin at home," he says. 


The schools are now doing "as good a 


job as the authorities or parents will al- 
low" in dealing with the drug problem, 
Hoeck says. No real solutions will be 
found to the problem, either in schools or 
in the general society, "until such time 
as people are willing to come forward 
and say where's it's coming from." Until 
then, "I don't think we can do anymore 
than use a band-aid to fix a broken leg," 
he says. 


ONE OF THE BEST things that has 


happened in the schools, Hoeck says, is 
the advent of the work programs, which 
allow students to go to school half days 
and work half days. 


"I know some people were upset when 


the work programs started because they 
felt all children in the suburbs are col- 
lege material, but that's not true," he 
says. "I would look for a further 'ex- 
pansion of vocational-type training." . 


In his job as manager of component 


reliability for Automatic Electric Labs in 
Northlake, Hoeck has never taken part in 
labor negotiations. When it comes to 
negotiations with teachers, "I believe 
that teachers, as any other profession, 
are entitled to fair return for their edu- 
cation and their work," he says. 


However, Hoeck also says that teach- 


ers should not be allowed to strike or 
threaten strikes when school districts ate 
caught in a financial squeeze. 


"As far as I'm concerned, salary nego- 


tiations should be on a higher plane than 
those with the united Auto Workers 01* 
the Teamsters," he says. 
'. 


Hoeck has lived in Arlington Heights 


since 1967 and before that was a resident' 
of Mount Prospect. He has four children 
and is a member of Community Presby- 
terian Church in Mount Prospect.

'I feel there are more students who want vocational courses'

Ruth Helbig has lived in the Northwest 


suburbs for a long time. She was gradu- 
ated from High School Dist. 214 when Ar- 
lington High School and just 400 stu- 
dents. 


Now an Elk Grove Village resident and 


a real estate saleswoman, she has strong 
opinions about what should happen in the 
schools and wants to be on ghe board of 
education to work for her ideas. 


One of her priorities as a board mem- 


ber, she says, will be to study the cur- 
riculum and to ensure that each student 
has enough time to take extra subjects. 


"I feel there are more of the students 


in our high schools who want to take 
vocational courses," she says. "I would 
like to see students be prepared in some 
kind of specialized training." 


IN ADDITION, she would like the 


schools to tighten up on discipline and on 


the "open campus" policies that allow 
students to leave during the school day. 


"I think there's got to be tighter con- 


trol on our schools," she says. "Except 
in the case of vocational programs where 
students leave, I think if we are paying 
to have our children in school from 7:30 
a.m. to 3:30 p.m. they should be 
there." In the case of disciplining stu- 
dents for violations of the rules, Mrs. 
Helbig opposes the use of the short sus- 
pension. Instead, she believes students 
should be put on probation after an in- 
fraction and, if the same violation occurs 
again, the students "should be com- 
pletely expelled." 


She explains, "I'm not for giving five- 


or 10-day suspensions because nobody 
has helped the student while he's gone. 
He's not suffering because he can't go to 
school. He has a nice five-or ten-day va- 
cation."

On the problem of student drug use, 


she says, "I think the schools are doing 
just as well as any other place." The 
duty of school is to uiform the students of 
the dangers of drug use and after that, 


she says, the students will make up their 
own minds, 


Mrs. Helbig frankly does not believe in 


collective bargaining for teachers, say- 
ing, "I believe teaching is a profession 
like any other profession — they know 
what the salary ranges are when they 
take a job." 


SHE DOES, however, believe the 


board must make sure the teachers are 
well-paid because "we live in a high 
area." And she wants the board to set up 
a loan fund for teachers to provide tui- 
tion money for additional college classes. 
"I do feel that every teacher should have 
the opportunity to further his education," 
she says. 


Even though she is a resident of Elk 


Grove Township Dist. 59, she says she 
does not know much about that district's 
study of formation of a unit school dis- 


trict and has been trying to find out 
about it. 


A unit school district would combine 


the elementary and high schools under a 
single board and administration. One 
proposal before the Dist. 59 committee is 
to make that district a unit, taking Elk 
Grove and Forest View high schools 
away from Dist. 214. 


Her first consideration, once the stud- 


ies are completed, would be to decide 
which system would provide the best cur- 
riculum, she says. "I feel Dist. 214 is a 
good district and I would worry that a 
smaller area might not have as much as 
we have now," she says. 


EVEN THOUGH she sees the problem 


of high property taxes every day when 
she sells houses, Mrs. Helbig says she 
can't see any good alternative way of fi- 


• nancing schools. "I don't know where to 
get more money," she says. "If it comes

from government, it conies from us."

In running for the High School Dist. 214 


board each year since 1969, Don 
McGIothlin has become something of an 
expert about the way the district resi- 
dents vote. 


Each year, the Wheeling resident says, 


he has come closer to being elected, but 
the difference in the number of votes he 
has received "had nothing to do with my 
qualifications." 


In 1971, McGIothlin nearly won in a 


six-man race. One reason for his high 
vote that year, he says, was that a large 
turnout in the Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove area because of the referendum 


for Buffalo Grove High School helped 
him. 


Last year, McGlothlin lost by 301 votes 


in a close race against Richard Green- 
field. He believes he would have won ex- 
cept that his daughter had an accident 
the night before the election and he was 
unable to hand out the flyers in his area 
alerting his neighbors to the election. 


This year, McGIothlin rates his chan- 


ces to be elected as about 50-50, since 
five candidates are competing for three 


EVEN IF HE doesn't win this year, 


McGIothlin apparently will be back 
again. He describes himself as a "man 
of conscience" and says, "I feel I will be 


Warren Schabinger: 
Wants to establish a dress code

Warren Schabinger believes In dis- 


cipline. And he believes students in High 
School Dist. 214 need more of it. 


"I feel we've lost control over the stu- 


dents," says the candidate. "I think the 
district's been a little too lax with the 
kids. I think they need more guiding and 
steering." 


If elected, Schabinger, 51, would work 


to establish a dress code in the schools. 


"I think there should be a dress code. 


Possibly it's a personal preference, but it 
wouldn't hurt academically, If we had a 
dress code, more people's minds would 
be on their studies." 


The Mount Prospect resident also feels 


that "not enough energies" have been 
spent on studying the drug problem in 
the high schools. 


"More time must be spent on it. The' 


administration has to come up with some 
answer," he says. "And I don't think 
that one policeman in the high school is 
enough." 


SCHABINGER also is interested in 


making sure Dist. 214 is getting the most 
for its money. 


"1 want to see if we are using facilities 


as close to 100 per cent as possible. 
That's the only way we can continue to 
run our districts — to make sure class- 
room space Is being utilized. I would also 
like to see If we could possibly consoli- 
date programs — like having driver's 
education only at one school and maybe 
save some money." 


If, as a board member, Schabinger 


was faced with a financial squeeze, he 
would first took at "nonproductive over- 
head such as administration," to see 
what could be cut from the budget. "I do 
not believe in cutting any programs. In 
the long run, you'd be losing something 
and not gaining anything," he said. 


Schabinger became interested in run- 


ning for the board while representing the

McGIothlin is a teacher at Taft High 


School in Chicago and wa a high school 
principal in West Virginia. He has writ- 
ten articles for the American School 
Board Journal and other education 
magazines. 


His articles, he says, pretty much lay 


out the goals he will work for as a school 
board member. One of his ideas is to run 
high schools on split shifts, from 7:36 
a.m. to 11:56 a.m. and from 12:04 p.m. to 
4:24 p.m. 


The shifts, he says, would double the 


capacity of the schools, cut down on the 
need for such non-teaching duties as 
lunchroom supervision by teachers and 
would nearly eliminate study halls. 


On study halls, he says, "There is no 


reason why students should be penned up 
in study halls when all they want to do is 
find a way to get out and all the teacher 
is trying to do is keep them in."

Schabinger says he is aware of the 


study now under way in Elk Grove 
Township Dist. 59 on forming a unit 
school district in that area. A unit dis- 
trict would put all elementary and high 
schools under a single board and admin- 
istration. 


ON THAT issue, he says, "From stud- 


ies I've seen there are good points and 
bad points. I think a Dist. 214 unit dis- 
trict would have a little more merit than 
a section of 214 becoming a unit. If Dist. 
59 became a unit, Dist. 214 would lose 38 
per cent of its revenue — that's a pretty 
hefty loss." 


On school financing: "There has to be 


a better and more equitable way to fi- 
nance schools than property'taxes." 


On pay for teacher: "I think we have a 


fine group of teachers and I believe we 
pay them well. I believe in merit pay. I 
feel that with just a flat pay you are 
killing incentive. I think merit Is the 
greatest incentive we have." 


On vocational education: "I'm in favor 


of it. I don't believe everybody wants to 
go to college." 


The split shift worked in West Virginia, 


he says, and should be tried in Dist. 214. 
He would urge that it be started as a 
pilot program in one school because, 
"For all the advantages I see in it, there 
may be problems that will have to be 
worked out." 


One new issue that McGIothlin has not 


faced before in running for the board is 
that of unit districts. Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59 now has a study under way on 
forming a unit district by combining the 
elementary schools and Elk Grove and 
Forest View high schools under a single 
board and administration. Dist. 214 also 
is studying the issue. 


McGLOTHLIN SAYS he has seen the 


shift from separate elementary and high 
schools to unit districts in West Virginia 
where "everyone agreed the unit district 
worked better." However, he hesitates to 
apply that experience directly to Dist. 
214. "This is one of those issues that one 


has to play by ear," he says. 


He believes residents of Dist. 59 should 


be allowed to decide their own future 
without interference from Dist. 214 board 
members. 


"There is a spirit in Dist. 59," he says. 


"I think it would be better for Dist. 59 to 
be a unit district and even though Dist. 
214 would lose on that, the people there 
should look at what will benefit them." 


He says he supports the moves Dist. 


214 has been making toward more voca- 
tional education and thinks, in the matter 
of discipline that the district has done a 
good job. "They've followed a middle 
course," he says. 


He is a member of the Chicago Teach- 


ers Union, but adds that he will not be 
biased in favor of teacher demands as a 
board member. "I've voted against ev- 
ery strike that has come up," he says. 


McGIothlin has had two children grad- 


uate from Wheeling High School and a

third is a senior there. He says that he 
has not changed his views in order to get 
elected because "I'd rather lose 10 times 
and be honest." 


He adds, "If I ever get on the board,

Redwood screens subdivide garden 
and provide multiple use areas 


Multiple use of garden areas is particu- 


larly Important in these days of shrink- 
ing lot sizes and devalued dollars. The 
easiest and most practical way of getting 
maximum enjoyment from a garden Is to 
subdivide 't into sections based on use. 
Redwood screens, fences, or dividers 
are the keys to successful gardens. The 
division of garden spaces multiplies its 
uses. 


Good garden planning can provide se- 


cluded decks and terraces, shady arbors, 
conservation niches, sunning areas, and 
child play areas. Planning should also 
provide 
for unromantic, but 
much 


needed, utility and service areas. Be- 
cause a garden is so much more than 
flowers and shrubs, a thoughtful plan is 
needed if the garden is to satisfy even 
the most elementary requirements. 


Almost as important as adequate gar- 


den planning is the selection of the prop- 
er materials to make these plans reality. 
Natural materials, such as redwood and 
stone, will make almost any garden 
more livable. 


The redwood garden grades — Con- 


struction Heart, Construction, and Mer- 
chantable grades — are especially well- 
suited to garden use because they are 
economical (they cost considerably less 
than redwood "upper" grades which are 
used for fine architectural applications) 


Greener grass 


If the grass always seems greener on 


the other side of the fence, then now is a 
good time to think about reseeding and 
fertilizing your lawn. 


The best of the various grass seeds, 


Merlon Bluegrass, has many more seeds 
per pound than most varieties, so don't 
waste it. One pound of straight Merlon 
will seed an area of about 750 square 
feet. 


Mixtures have become popular because 


their cost is less, However, when Merlon 
Is used predominantly in mixtures, and 
maintained well, its strength will ulti- 
mately crowd out the other grasses. 


To prepare a lawn for reseeding, apply 


weed killers at least two weeks ahead of 
planting. Open up compacted areas to a 
depth of six inches with an aerating tool 
or irdinary spading fork. 


Keep the lawn mowed as closely as 


possible until the seed has germinated, 
for seed can't germinate if it doesn't re- 
ceive light.

Heart) are well-known for their ability to 
resist decay and insect attack. 


The sapwood-containing garden grades 


don't share this complete resistance and 
should be used only in non-ground con- 
tact applications. A simple rule to follow 
is: "If it's white, don't put it in the 
ground." 


Subdividing a garden should be done to 


allow maximum usage as well as in- 
corporating all desired elements in a log- 
ical, pleasing design. Redwood screens 
and fences should be planned for areas 
where use and/or taste indicate a need 
for physical separation. 


Separation of areas need not be total; 


rather it might be symbolic in nature, 
resulting in a "feeling" of separation 
without actual isolation. A separator 
might be used to obscure one area from 
an adjacent one, such as a service area 
from the main patio. 


Other elements of a planned garden — 


hedges, planters, walkways, shelters, 
trellises, decks, arbors, pergolas and so 
on' — can be integrated into the scheme

Major nutrients, nitrogen, phosphorus 


and potassium, the primary components 
of a lawn fertilizer. 


Overseeding: spreading of seed on an 
established lawn, usually at light rate. 


pH' a numerical indication of soil acid- 


ity-alkalinity, in which 7 is neutral; less 
than 7, acid (often needing lime); more 
than 7, alkaline. 


Rhizome' an underground stem in spe- 


cies such as Kentucky bluegrass and fine 
fescue which enable the plant to spread 
and form sod well. 


Slow-release: term applied to lawn fer- 


tilizers that liberate nitrogen slowly over 
a span of time; typically contain urea- 
form. 


Thatch residues at the base of sod, 


mostly ligneous sheaths, stems and 
roots. 


Ureaform a special polymer of urea 


and formaldehyde that decomposes slow- 
ly releasing nitrogen at a steady pace. 


Weed- any plant growing where un- 


wanted, but by law certain agricultural 
pests (seeds of which are sometimes car- 
ried in seed for lawns and other pur- 
poses).

When hybrid corn hit the market about 


three decades back, I hopped aboard the 
hybrid bandwagon. I'm still aboard. I 
just had to try the new hybrids as soon 
as they were offered in the seed catalogs 
or on the seed racks. 


First corn, but not the hybrids the 


farmers grew. They wanted all of the 
ears in the corn patch to ripen at once; I 
was looking for a hybrid whose ears ri- 
pened over the longest possible harvest 
time I found it in "Wonderful," which 
lived up to its name, bred by the Joseph 
Harris Seed Company. The Burpee and 
Ferry-Morse hybrids were almost as 
wonderful. Some of my neighbors said, 
"More wonderful" 


It has fascinated me the way plant 


breeders can cross varieties until they 
get just the right parents for their hy- 
brids. After inbreeding until they grow 
runts, they cross the runt parents and 
somehow set off an explosion of hybrid 
vigor. That's what I want in our garden, 
a burst of pep that makes the hybrid 
plant yield a double crop of vegetables or 
flowers from the same little square of 
soil. 


Of course, the various seedsmen have 


their top secret breeding formulas for 
producing hybrid seed. It calls for extra 
work and they have to charge fancy 
prices, which I don't mind paying, for 
the hybrid seed. I get my money back 
in more and larger vegetables and in su- 
perduper posies. 


One of my favorite hybrids is a tomato 


called "Supersonic " It also lives up to 
its name. The seven-foot vines bear clus- 
ters of huge, delicious deep red fruit. A 
distaff gardener to whom I gave some 
tomatoes liked them so well that she sav- 
ed seed and grew her own plants the 
following year. To her dismay, she had a 
"bust up," as the seedsmen call it, in her 
tomato patch. The saved-seed Super- 
sonics reverted to their forebears, a mot- 
ley array 


"What did I do wrong'" she asked. 


Tomatoes vary 
in shapes, sizes 


When a beginner gardener first decides 


to plant a vegetable garden, the one 
vegetable he'll most likely start with is 
the tomato. 


Tomatoes come in many shapes and 


sizes — some pear-shaped, others orange 
and yellow colored, some the size of 
cherries, but those that fall into the giant 
red category — such as Beefsteak, Big 
Boy, Better Boy, Rutgers, Whopper, Ear- 
ly Giant and Delicious are the most uni- 
versally grown and the most productive. 


Tomatoes grown from seed are best 


started about eight weeks before the last 
frost date, and transplanted into the gar- 
den after danger of frost. 


It's difficult to fail with tomatoes once 


they're in the ground, although they will 
respond better to certain conditions — 
such as a sunny location, good drainage 
and a fertile soil. A mulch of straw, 
grass clippings or chopped leaves will 
conserve moisture and keep the fruit 
clean. Staking keeps the vines neat, and 
makes fruit picking easier. 


"You saved seed," I told her. "Next 


year buy a packet from the seedsman." 


One by one, the popular vegetables and 


flowers have succumbed to the hybridi- 
zer's magic. Tomatoes, summer squash, 
egg plant, onions, melons, to mention a 
few vegetables. In the flower garden, 
snaps, zinnias, marigolds, petunias, pan- 
sies give us bumper yields of color. 


I don't have to grow giants if I don't 


want giants. The seed wizards have 
worked both ways from the middle, 
building midgets for gardeners who want 
compact plants, superdupei* for those 
who want them big. 


One thing I soon learned about hybrids 


is that, being huskier plants they are big 
feeders So, while my tomato plants 
were "growing boys" I fed them 
frequently with Tomato Food pellets. 
Same with the zinnias, snaps and mari- 
golds. 


Some stubborn plants still balk at play- 


ing the hybridizer's game. Or they are so 
complicated in structure that cross polli- 
nating by hand is too costly. A few papu- 
lar posies such as marigolds and zinnias 
are whole clusters of flowers in a single 
blossom. 


Ingenious Mr. Burpee solved that im- 


possible pollinating problem by hiring a 
million bees to do the huge chore. Bee 
labor worked fine on the marigold and 
zinnia seed farms, but not with sweet 
peas, in which the bees' tongues couldn't 
reach the nectar. 


"No nectar or pollen, no work," is the 


slogan of the bee union. 


Which is why I can't buy hybrid sweet 


pea seed. 


European grasses 


American lawns are indebted to north- 


ern Europe for some of the finest of the 
newly bred lawngrasses. Fylking blue- 
grass from Sweden has made quite a 
name for itself, as has Pennstar (per- 
fected at Pennsylvania State University 
from European stock). Both have a soft, 
delicate texture. 


Baron Kentucky bluegrass from Hol- 


land, and Sydsport from Sweden, are on 
the other hand attractively bold. Arista 
and Prato have intermediate texture and 
color, serve splendidly in blends with 
other varieties. Highlight is a delightful 
Chewings fescue, Ruby one of the creep- 
ing red clan. 


Ornamental grains, 
grasses and reeds 
decorate bouquets 


For dramatic background use in long- 


lasting flower bouquets, make note of the 
many and varied ornamental grasses, 
reeds, and grains, the Society of Ameri- 
can Florists suggests. Their names vivid- 
ly describe their appearance. There is 
Cloud Grass, Natal Grass, Fountain 
Grass, and Pampas Grass; Barley and 
Broom Corn, Millet, Sorghum, Oats, 
Wheat, and Rye, all available at the flor- 
ist shop.

Blooms are subtly scented with a mild, 
fruity fragrance. 


The plant is vigorous, stretching four 


to six feet in height with an erect, well- 
branched habit. Medallion will produce 
huge quantities of bloom almost always 
borne each on a single stem, twelve to 
eighteen inches in length As many as 45 
flowers have actually been counted at 
one time on one single young plant. Ex- 
cellent, oval shaped foliage is light green 
with good resistance to disease.

from which to choose. They come in all

Recent legislation afforded a sort of 


patent protection to new lawnseed vari- 
eties developed in this country, and this 
was all the stimulus that the plant 
breeders needed.

the garden after danger of frost can pro- 
duce bushels of ripe fruit shortly after 
July 4 and continue cropping non-stop un- 
til fall. 


Just four hybrid zucchini squash plants 


can yield dozens of delicious baby squash 
from June until frost. And the more you 
pick the more they'll come. 


Pick the outer leaves of Oak Leaf let- 


tuce for salads and more inner leaves 
will grow to replace them. Oak leaf is 
also the most heat-resistant lettuce, and 
it can be sown direct into the garden. 


Beans are highly productive, and the 


bush beans in particular appeal to most 
gardeners because they require no stak- 
ing. Beginner gardeners can take their 
pick between green-podded or yellow- 
podded varieties, although a purple-pod- 
ded variety is not only delicious, but the 
troublesome bean beetle seems to avoid 
it. 


In sweet corns, most people look for 


sweetness first and earliness second. 
There is a variety that is a popular 
choice among gardeners because it is 
twice as sweet as standard varieties, and 
four times as sweet 48 hours after pick- 
ing. An All-America Winner called Early 
Xtra Sweet has exactly the same degree 
of sweetness, but reaches perfection 14 
days earlier. 


Sweet corn takes up a lot of room, and 


for this reason some gardeners may pre- 
fer to devote the space to other space- 
saving varieties of vegetables such as 


beets, carrots, cabbage, Swiss chard, 
radishes, and turnips — all of which are 
very easy to grow from seed 


Every vegetable garden should contain 


at least one herb for flavoring meals, 
and by far the most useful of all herbs is 
parsley. The seed is sometimes slow to 
germinate, but it takes up very little 
room, and provides masses of curley 
green leaves which add essential flavor 
to so many dishes. 


Peppers are a worthwhile crop, and 


they are best treated exactly like to- 
matoes — starting the seed early indoors 
and transplanting to the garden after 
danger of frost. Peppers are most widely 
eaten in the green stage, but as they ri- 
pen they turn red. There are several 
varieties which turn yellow instead of 
red, and they add interest to summer 
salads. 


Before choosing a vegetable variety for 


your garden, get to know two important 
characteristics about it- Is it a warm- 
weather crop or a cool-weather crop? 
How many days to maturity? Seed pack- 
ets and catalog descriptions generally 
give both specifications. 


Peas, lettuce, radishes, cauliflower, 


spinach and broccoli are examples of 
cool weather crops They cannot tolerate 
America's hot, humid summers, so they 
need to be started early in the spring to 
reach maturity before the heat turns on, 
or they can be planted in mid-summer to 
produce good results in fall.

Examine trees for signs 
of harmful scale insects 


Homeowners dreaming of happy hours 


spent under their trees next summer 
should get out of their chairs this month 
and inspect those trees for signs of scale 
injects 


These tiny sucking insects can inflict 


maior damage if their presence is over- 
looked and they are allowed to increase 
uncontrolled 


While no single insect can do much 


harm, a large population can sap the vi- 
tality of a tree, individual branches die 
and eventually the entire tree may suc- 
cumb Even light scale infestations can 
quickly zoom to menacing proportions as 
some female scales lay as many as 3000 
egg- 


Fortunately, effective control of scale 


Insects can be started while trees are 
dormant (not in leaf). 


Late winter or early spring, says Hen- 


ry Gilbertson, plant pathologist at the 
Davcy Tree Research Center, Kent, 
Ohio is the time to control scale insects 
that have become established, and con- 
sequently eliminate most of the egg lay- 
me that results in teeming new gener- 
ations 


After a brief crawling stage, scale in- 


sects fasten on bark or leaves to pump 
out juices needed for production of their 
next generation. Some species develop a 
hard shell for protection. Small in size 
and protectively colored, they often go 
unnoticed until they have completely en- 
crusted large areas of trunk or limb. 


When young crawlers leave the parent 


scale, they are susceptible to safe sum- 
mer contact spray materials, but this pe- 
riod Is sometimes only a few hours long 
and v arles widely depending on tempera- 
ture, development of the host tree and 
thn seilc involved 


Hatching of various species will occur 


from May to September, and some may 
have several broods each summer. Tim- 
ing of summer sprays is critical, calling 
for thorough knowledge of feeding habits 
ami life cycles of the different species of 
scale insects. 


Better control is achieved by late win- 


ter application of a superior dormant oil 
of the type used by orchardists. This oil 
emulsion creeps under the bark to reach 
the insects In cases of extremely heavy 
populations, it will be necessary to follow

up the dormant spray with an additional 
contact spray later in the season when 
the newly hatched crawlers are moving 
about to their feeding stations. 


These summer sprays are also used for 


those few trees which are oil sensitive 
such as sugar maple, Japanese maple, 
beech, black walnut, butternut, hickory, 
redbud, juniper and spruce. 


Dormant sprays help control over- 


wintering insects, including mites, mealy 
bugs, soft scales and some armored 
scales. Modern dormant oil sprays are 
low in plant toxicity. 


Even with dormant sprays, timing of 


the application is important. Tree care 
men must schedule dormant spraying on 
days when the temperature rises above 
40 degrees and wind conditions are favor- 
able (not too windy).

Fifth, their color range. There are 


salmon, scarlet, pink, and white in the 
range of Carefree geraniums. In addi- 
tion, there's the prettiest picotee, white 
with pink petal edges. 


Geraniums seeds are very fine. Scatter 


them over the surface of a flower pot 
filled with 1/3 sand, 1/3 granulated peat 
moss and 1/3 good garden soil, then 
sprinkle over them a thin layer of sand 
to cover. Finally, with the palm of your 
hand, firm the seeds gently into the soil. 


Water after planting and as often as 


needed by setting the planted pot in a 
container of water and allowing the 
moisture to permeate to the soil surface. 
Don't allow the soil to dry until after the 
seeds have sprouted — from two to eight 
weeks from time of sowing. 


The pot should be covered with a sheet 


of glass or popped into a plastic bag and 
set in a shady place in a 60 degree tem- 
perature until seeds sprout. After that, 
remove glass or plastic. 


As soon as seedlings are large enough 


to handle, plant each in a two-inch pot in 
a mixture of half granulated peat moss 
and half good garden soil. Shift to larger 
pots as needed.

Pamper plants 
in greenhouse 


The blooming period of potted plants 


can be extended if you give careful at- 
tention to watering, light and tempera- 
ture. 


Greenhouse pampering is the main se- 


cret of producing these potted beauties. 
All potted plants enjoy almost daily wa- 
tering in the greenhouse. The consistent 
waterings develop pure colors and quali- 
ty foliage. If you allow your Christmas 
plant to dry out, many days of beauty 
may be lost. 


You can determine when to water by 


feeling the top of the soil in the pot. 
When the soil feels dry, apply enough 
water to create a small surplus. A little 
water in the pan under the pot indicates 
the soil Is well moistened. After a half 
hour pour off the extra water to prevent 
waterlogging of the soil. 


Locate plants near windows — but not 


in direct sunlight — to help the plants 
grow and maintain their rich, green fo- 
liage Faded flowers and faded foliage 
are signs of poor lighting conditions. 


Temperature control can stretch the 


life of flowers and potted plants by 25 per 
cent. An ideal situation for poinsettias 
calls for night temperaturs near 60 de- 
grees, and daytime temperaturs near 75 
degrees F Move your plant to a cooler 
room each evening, then back to the 
bright living or dining room each day. 


Technological 
advances, 
manufac- 


turing breakthroughs, and improved con- 
struction techniques developed in the 
mid-1960s have reduced the price of the 
average pool dramatically. 


Last year, for example, statistics show 


that, on a national average, a home pool 
costs about $10 a square foot of surface 
area. That translates to roughly $5,000 
for the medium average to $7,500 for the 
large average pool, prices well within the 
reach of middle income families. 


Importantly, many banks and savings- 


and-loans are now actively seeking pool 
financing and providing favorable terms 
of five to eight years for the mortgages. 


Apparently, they now understand that 


family-oriented pool owners are better 
than average loan risks and that pool 
loans are superior to those made on au- 
tomobiles which are similarly priced, but 
subject to rapid depreciation. 


Insurance companies found that home 


pools did not present any real hazard 
and, so, the typical home owner policy 
today includes coverage for a pool, 
whether or not one actually exists. 


Real estate sales people report homes 


with pools move faster than average, and 
at higher prices. The pool constructed to- 
day generally recovers its initial cost 
and more by adding that value to the 
home immediately. A $20,000 home, for 
example, with a $5,000 pool may easily 
be revalued at $27,500 


Translated into return on investment 


in, say, the stock market, one would 
have to save or borrow a lump sum of 
$5,000, then invest it and the dividends in 
good securities for at least six or seven 
years and realize an average return of 
about eight per cent to match the pool 
investment. And, even then, you can't 
swim in stock securities! 


That's why more and more Americans 


— about 80,000 of them last year alone 
are looking seriously at investing in a 
home pool. They can have their in- 
vestment ... and swim in it, too.

Pool registry program benefits, informs buyer 


A national swimming pool registry pro- 


gram launched last year is providing po- 
tential pool buyers with the important 
consumer information required to make 
an intelligent buying decision, says its 
sponsors, the National Swimming Pool 
Institute. 


"Buyers who select a pool registered 


under this new program know that they 
are getting a pool which meets or ex- 
ceeds important industry minimum de- 
sign standards," explained William Bau- 
mann, NSPI's president. 


These industry standards, under con- 


stant review, by a special NSPI com- 
mittee, are formulated to help guide the 
individual pool contractors as well as to 
protect the consumer. 


"Prior to launching this Pool Registry 


Program," Baumann noted, "we, as an 
industry, have had no way to enforce 
compliance with our standards or of let- 
ting consumers know that such standards 
existed." 


Heavy emphasis in the program and in 


the standards is placed on certain key 
dimensions of a swimming pool. 


"For example," Baumann said, "we 


have classified all residential pools into 
five types, based primarily on the width, 
length and depth of the diving bay. Div- 
ing boards are similarly rated and in- 
stallation instructions closely defined. 
This insures that a diver isn't getting too 
much spring from the board and diving 
into too little water for his own safety 


"The program also enforces other im- 


portant design criteria relating to factors 
like the degree of slope from the shallow 
end of the pool to the deep end, the min- 
imum depth of water, recirculation rates 
and such," he said. 


Operation of the program is quite 


simple. The pool contractor participating 
in the program installs at pool; ide an at- 
tractive and permanent plaque featuring 
a registry number and identification of 
the pool type 


He completes the necessary forms and 


sends 
them to NSPI's independent 


registry agent, a nationally-known ac- 
counting firm, which records the registry 
and confirms this to the new owner. A 
special booklet on pool safety is also sent 


to the new owner at this time. 


Then, in the case of adding or replac- 


ing pool equipment such a* diving 
board, (he owner tells the salesman at 
the pool store what type o! pool he has. 
The salesman matches this against a 
similar number for the equipment and 
the owner is assured that this new equip- 
ment continues to provide the maximum 
safety factor for pool use. 


Baumann noted that every inground 


residential pool, regardless of whether it 
is constructed from some form of con- 
crete, fiberglass or vinyl liner, may be 
registered, provided that it conforms to 
the NSPI standards and that the pool 
contractor is participating in the pro- 
gram.

Bicolors 
give variety and sparkle to any petunia

after heavy weather; compact habit; 
early blooming, long-lasting flowers. A 
red petunia with these characteristics is 
the answer to a gardener's prayers.

The ideal petunia, whatever the color, 


must be bred with the potential for ear- 
ly bloom at sales time. This, obviously, 
gives the retail outlet a more attractive 
product to present to the public.

The Blue Warrior is parti- 
cularly attractive because of its habit of 
putting up all blooms at the center, like a 
fastidiously arranged nosegay. 


Join the African Violet Society, and you 


will be trading leaves with collectors the 
country over to Increase your treasury of 
varielties1 Light, water, temperature, 
and feeding are the big four keys to suc- 
cess with African-violets. 


The plant prefers temperatures of sev- 


enty to seventy-two degrees. Growth Is 


slowed down when house temperatures 
drop below sixty degrees. The best soil 
mixture is one-third each of coarse sand, 
garden loam and of humus, leaf mold, or 
peat moss. 


Good, strong electric light actually 


substitutes for daylight with African-vio- 
lets, but if it is accessible, natural light 
is also desirable. An east or west window 
is usually best for African-violets, as di- 
rect rays of south sun may burn leaves. 
Water when top soil feels dry.

"An apple a day keeps the doctor 


away," claims an old adage. There was 
a time when this was very appropriate. 
Hopefully our diet has improved to the 
extent that regular eating of apples isn't 
essential. For those of you who like to be 
on the safe side and like gardening hob- 
bies, the developments in apple trees 
have a lot to offer. 


It is possible to grow your own fruit. 
As with any flower or vegetable you 


grow, it is personally satisfying to be 
able to pick your own fruit off your own 
plants. An early spring planting is best, 
now is the time to plan and order your 
orchard. 


Dwarf trees are a real boon to the 


homeowner wanting to grow apples. A 
standard or regular apple tree requires a 
forty foot square area at maturity. This 
is more space than many yards have 
available. 


Leaves reduce 
noise pollution 


A major characteristic of contempo- 


rary society is noise. Traffic sounds, si- 
rens, super-sonic booms, machinery, am- 
p l i f i e d musical instruments, raucus 
voices — all have become a way of life, 
and according to informed authorities, 
contribute to and aggravate all sorts of 
t e n s i o n-related ailments: headaches, 
stomach ulcers, neuroses, mental illness, 
allergies, even cardiovascular and circu- 
latory disease. 


Nature has a gift to relieve the condi- 


tion, the American Association of Nur- 
serymen says. It's a simple, green leaf. 
Among its many other talents, a leaf has 
the ability to act as an acoustical baffle, 
deflecting sound waves, changing their 
direction, reducing their intensity. 


Highway engineers have become aware 


of this. They know that mass plantings of 
hedges, trees, shrubs, grass and vines 
can reduce the noise of heavy highway 
traffic by as much as 60 per cent. The 
noise level above wide expanses of con- 
crete can be reduced as much as three- 
fold if the concrete surface is broken up 
by plantings. 


Now the nation's nursery growers, gar- 


den center operators, and landscape 
firms in the American Association of 
Nurserymen are encouraging private 
homeowners to utilize the power of plant- 
ings to silence their surroundings. It is 
more than a matter of beauty, they say. 
It may well be a matter of survival in 
an otherwise too noisy world. 


On the other hand, a dwarf tree can 


take as little as a ten foot square space. 
There are other advantages, being small 
the trees are much easier to prune, 
spray and harvest. You may also expect 
production earlier. 


When checking catalogs or suppliers 


you may easily become confused with 
dwarf, spur-type sports, and the various 
trade names. 


This has developed because of the 


number of nurseries involved and there 
are several ways to obtain a dwarf tree. 
A dwarf tree may be made by grafting a 
standard tree to a dwarf rootstock, this 
has been used the longest. 


Some dwarfs are made by grafting a 


section of dwarfing stock into the stem 
or trunk of the desired tree. In either of 
these methods the dwarfing stock re- 
stricts the growth of the tree thereby ar- 
tificially creating a "dwarf." 


Some dwarf apple trees occur natural- 


ly. Their genetic makeup causes them to 
be small. These are called spur-type 
sports. Fruit is borne on small "spurs" 
and the mature height is actually "semi- 
dwarf" or intermediate and grows to 
about 15 feet maximum height compared 
to 25 feet for the standard varieites .Nur- 
serymen 
weren't content, they have 


grafted dwarfing stock into the spur-type 
sports to create the "double-dwarf." 


Check to be sure the dwarf tree you 


are considering isn't going to be much 
larger than expected. The small tree 
might need considerably more space 
than the ten foot square mentioned ear- 
lier. 


Another word of caution should be 


noted — if you desire fruit of the quality 
available in stores, you must expect to 
follow a regular spraying 
schedule. 


Many multi-purpose fruit sprays are 
available commmercially with good di- 
rections for application. Preserverance 
is the rule in a spray program. 


Your efforts to produce that "appie"a 


day" can prove to be a challenging and 
interesting hobby. Spring is the time to 
get started and that's just around the 
corner.

Dried seed pods 


Interesting forms are found in many 


seed pods — the boon of dried flower ar- 
rangers, the Society of American Florists 
says. The pods are gathered long before 
they are open, then transported to florist 
shops for fall and winter arrangements. 


There is the speartype Catalpa, other- 


wise called the Indian cigar plant; the 
round-formed Iris and Roseacacia pods; 
Honesty pods, Globe-thistle, Poppy and 
Chinese Lantern pods; Tulip Tree, Su- 
mac, Milkweed, Eucalyptus, and Lotus 
pods. The Lotus pod resembles a brown 
beehive with big round seeds in each 
open pocket.

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No glory in Northern Ireland 
Young British troops spit at death 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland (UPI) — 


The middle-aged woman unleashes a tor- 
rent of abuse at the young lance corporal 
searching her purse on a downtown Bel- 
fast street corner. Then she spits in his 
face. 


Across town In the Roman Catholic 


Springfield Road ghetto, a shot rings out 
and a teenaged private hits the ground, 
cursing the rifle he cannot use and the 
sniper he cannot see. 


The soldiers are two of the 16,500 Brit- 


ish troops stationed in the dangerous, 
frustrating and thankless campaign In 
Northern Ireland. 


The corporal, a 21-year-old member of 


the Coldstream Guards, mutters a few 
expletives, wipes the spittle away and 
continues the search for bombers seeking 
to Infiltrate the city center. 


"You never get used to somebody spitt- 


ing in your face," he said later, back at 
his unit's barbed wire-enclosed com- 
pound. "But It doesn't happen too often 
and when It does you learn to turn the 
other cheek." 


THE PRIVATE, a newly arrived 18- 


year-old recruit, wiped commando 
greasepaint from his face and collapsed 
into his bunk after another tense night on 
patrol. 


"We might as well be sitting ducks," 


he said. "Anybody with a gun and a 
grudge can take a shot at you and under 
our orders you can't shoot back unless 
you know who's doing the shooting." 


In the three-and-a-half years since 


troops moved into Ulster in force to re- 
store order between majority Protestants 
and minority Catholics, the army has 
made no significant headway in curbing 
the bombing and shooting that almost 
daily claims lives. 


The army in Ulster is mainly a young 


one. Of the more than 146 soldiers killed 
during the crisis, at least 55 were be- 
tween 18 and 20 years old. The average 
age of enlisted men is 21. 


In an effort to reduce casualties among 


its younger ranks, the army posts no 
troops under 18 to Northern Ireland. 


What frustrates troops most is the re- 


fusal of the Irish Republican Army 
(IRA) to stand and fight. When the army 
invaded the Catholic so-called "no-go" 
areas of Belfast and Londonderry last 
August, IRA gunmen simply retreated 
across the border into the Irish Republic, 
then slipped back to resume their cam- 
paign. 


Many soldiers also are galled by the 


restraints they are under orders to ex- 
ercise in dealing with militant Catholic 
women and children who curse, stone 
and sometimes spit at them. 


THE ARMY introduced rubber bullets 


on an experimental basis last year in an 
effort to control rioting crowds. These 
have had little effect and rioting youths 
prize them as collector items more than 
they fear them.

Some army sharpshooters are now us- 


ing the American-made, light-amplifying 
Starlight sniper scope to pick out gun- 
men at night. But for the most part, the 
army is using conventional weapons in 
an unconventional conflict. Troops are 
under orders to fire at gunmen only if 
they are clearly identifiable. 


The army, an all-volunteer force, says 


it has little trouble attracting recruits de- 
spite t.'ie Northern Ireland crisis. 


"Tho plain truth Is that they are look- 


Ing for excitement," a recruiting ser- 
geant in London said. "Many of them 
come from working class families and 
they don't want to end up on an assem- 
bly line." 


In Belfast and Londonderry, the re- 


cruits find they have traded life in a 
drab factory for possible death in a dis- 
mal city scarred with bombed-out pubs 
and other blitzed buildings. 


"Some of the youngsters actually think 


it's going to be wine, women and song 
over there," the recruiting sergeant said. 


What they usually get are beer in the 


barracks, scarce and scared girls and 
pop songs blaring from juke boxes in 
unit recreation rooms. 


Mindful of the more than 20 soldiers 


slain in pubs and other civilian haunts, 
the army now restricts troops based in 
Catholic areas to their compounds during 
off-duty hours. 


RECREATION in those areas is gener- 


ally limited to movies, television and oc- 
casional dances with the few girls brave 
enough to risk the ire of knife-wielding 
fanatics who brand Catholic girls socia- 
lizing with British soldiers. 


In an effort to make its men feel more 


at home, the King's Own Royal Border 
Regiment at Bally men?, northwest of 
Belfast, erected a plastic replica of a 


The fierce Gurkhas: 
enemies turned allies 


LONDON (UPI) - When British sol- 


diers met the Gurkhas for the first time 
they underestimated them. Today, more 
than a century and a half later, they val- 
ue their former enemy as more than a 
million pounds ($2.35 million). 


That's what has been raised to aug- 


ment paltry Gurkha pensions. 


Unable to defeat the fierce little Nepa- 


lese hillmen, the British made peace 
with them in 1815. Nepal became Brit- 
ain's Asian ally and the Gurkhas joined 
the British army. 


At least 100,000 Gurkhas fought with 


the British in each World War. After 
World War II they served in the jungles 
of Malaya, earning much of the credit 
for Britain's defeat of the Communist in- 
surgents — the only time in. modern war- 
fare that a guerrilla force has been com- 
pletely crushed, 


In the British army Gurkha courage is 


legendary. British officers compete to 
command them. 


WHAT MAKES them such exemplary 


soldiers? 


"I think it's probably because they're 


hill men and they live in a very, very 
harsh climate." said Lt. Col. C. G. Wylie 
retired, who commanded Gurkhas for 30 
years. His father also was a Gurkha offi- 
cer and his grandfather was British en- 
voy in Nepal. 


The British love to tell stories about 


Gurkha bravery. 


A favorite is about the Gurkha unit 


called before a British officer during 
World War II and asked to volunteer for 
an airborne attack involving a jump. 


All but six men stepped forward. 
The CO was stunned. It was unheard of 


for a Gurkha not to volunteer no matter 
how dangerous the mission. But when he 
repeated his call for volunteers to make 


ttie parachute jump the six holdouts 
stepped forward with the others, smiling 
broadly. 


THEY HADN'T realized they would 


have parachutes. 


It is for this kind of courage that the 


Victoria Cross, Britain's highest decora- 
tion for valor, has been awarded 26 times 
to Gurkha regiments. 


Now a group of retired British Gurkha 


officers have offered the men they once 
commanded another tribute in the form 
of a million pound welfare fund. 


The money was sorely needed because 


when a Gurkha retires he is paid a 
monthly pension as low as 2,50 pounds 
$5.88. 


"It's pitifully low," Wylie said, "but at 


the moment there is nothing to be done 
about it." 


THE PROBLEM is the treaty between 


Britain, India and Nepal under which the 
Gurkhas are recruited for the British and 
Indian armies. 


"The treaty says there must be no 


competition between the two employing 
countries so the basic pay must be the 
same," Wylie said. "We get around it by 
giving them a cost of living allowance in 
the country where they serve to bring 
the total emoluments up to the level of 
the British soldier. 


"But in the case of pensions it's more 


difficult as you may have in the same 
village, sometimes in the same house- 
hold, two brothers, one of whom served 
in the Indian army and the other in the 
British army." 


That is the genesis of the Gurkha Wel- 


fare Appeal begun in 1969 to set up a 
trust fund for Britain's Gurkha ex-ser- 
vicemen and their dependents, who to- 
gether total 450,000. Wylie is secretary of 
the appeal,

Tudor pub Inside its compound. But at 
most compounds, it's canned beer in the 
barracks. 


"Usually the men are just too tired 


when they come off duty to do anything 
but eat and sleep," an officer said. 


What makes life bearable for the 


troops Is the short, four-month tour of 
duty most pull in Northern Ireland and 
the three days of "rest and recuper- 
ation" away from the province. 


The army says morale is generally 


high among the troops. Only six have 
deserted in the province in the past three 
years. 


"There is a certain 
camaraderie 


among these men who spend most of 
their army lives together in the same 
unit," an officer said. "They identify 
with the unit and with each other. So 
when one gets killed it's like losing a 
member of the family."

Anthony Quayle, one of England's most noted actors and par- 


ticularly distinguished for his Shakespearean portrayals, played 
a "cultural kleptomaniac" "Jarrelt," an NBC-TV 90-minute fea- 
ture which was telecast earlier this season. 


In the role of Cosmo Basirop, Quayle was a sophisticated thief 


and gentleman adventurer who desired to possess great pieces of 
art and sculpture. 


"Playing Cosmo was different from anything I've ever done 


on stage or in the films/* says Quayie. On the stage I've generally 
played absurd, weird and freaky kinds of villains. And I've al- 
ways been a sort of dull good guy in the movies.

And as he lies there, stabbed and 
bleeding, he says: "I have caught an everlasting cold. I have lost 
my voice irrevocably." 


"The man is a monster. That is Bastrop. But you can't help like 


him. Cosmo was a Renaissance Man, born out of his time. He is 
not a man of the age of the little man."

A few pleasant surprises 


Television may very well be full of surprises when it comes to 


programming, but when it gets down to the nitty-gritty of what pro* 
grams live or die, it's the people that make the difference. Yes, view- 
ers like you and me. 


AND BECAUSE OF us, the 1972-73 TV year has produced sev- 


eral surprises. Especially noteworthy is the fact that a number of 
shows met with a near-opposite reaction than most critics thought 
would happen. In some cases, programs which started strong soon 
tailed off into mediocrity...others which 
suffered through weak beginnings came 
through with a ratings flurry. 


The most pleasant surprise, of course, 


has to be the success of "The Wallons," 
the CBS entry that nearly every critic 
hailed but gave little chance to survive. 
How can a show based on love and a 
close family relationship (and no vio- 
lence, mind you) compete with today's 
television fare? CBS' decision as to what 
time slot "The Waltons" would appear 
was equally as gutsy. 


AS THE SEASON began, every prediction seemed to be falling 


into place. The hilarity of Flip Wilson on N BC, or the action-pack- 
ed experiences of ABC's "Mod Squad" seemed to be the Thursday 
evening choice for viewers. A few weeks passed...viewers were settl- 
ing into their TV ha bits... it wasn't long before patterns indicated 
that programs like "AH in the Family," "Columbo," "Maude," and 
"Marcus Wei by" would be season successes, ft was equally in- 
dicative that shows such as "Sixth Sense," "Banyon," and "Alias 
Smith and Jones" had seen their Last Sunset. 


"The Waltons" were resting.,.somewhere between 55lh and 60th 


place in the national ratings. Then...it began to happen. Certainly 
not suddenly, but slowly, the program started rising. Into the top 
50...the top 35 (unbelievable!)...nearing the 20th plateau. Were 
people getting tired of Flip's flip into Genevieve-type frivolity...had 
the Mod Trio been tripped up by the sweet bird of youth...or had 
the hard times of the Appalachian Walton family suddenly found 
good times in the hearts of the American TV viewer? 


Probably a combination of these factors spelled the rise of the 


program, which at the last ratings report was solidly in TV's Top 20, 
almost flirting with the Top 10. It's a refreshing story to report 
*** 


THIS WRITER is one who joined the majority of other TV re- 


porters who saw "The Waltons" pilot and liked what they saw, so 
that program's success came as a personal reward. In a couple 
weeks, Til attempt to review what I thought were among the best 
and the worst programs on TV during the season. 


For now, though, a few observations on an additional few "pleas- 


ant surprises." Not firmly convinced that the programs fitting into 
that category are necessarily among the "best1' of the year, I found 
the following pleasantly palatable nevertheless... 


ON ABC: "The Rookies has come on strong, following a terrible 


pilot program. Without exceptional plot material, the show has gar- 
nered a loyal and sizable audience, however. The program's strong- 
est asset is the visible comraderie between the three young cops, 
their hardened sergeant, and the wife of the only married rookie. 
Likewise, the inter-action between stars Karl Maiden and Michael

A candidate for village trustee in the 


April 17 Buffalo Grove village election 
was elected Vernon Township Auditor 
last Tuesday. The Lake County section of 
Buffalo Grove is in that township. 


William Peterson, 410 Springside Ln., 


said yesterday he does not feel that the 
possibility of holding two multiple politi- 
cal offices will be a conflict of interest. 
Peterson is running as a member of the 
Village Independent Party (VIP) in the 
Buffalo Grove election. 


"I think holding offices in both the vil- 


lage and the township would be good for 
cooperation. The only reason we had a 
couple of roads fixed in Vernon Township 
is because of the cooperation with it," 
said Peterson. 


When asked if that cooperation would 


be possible without holding an elected of- 
fice in both government agencies, Peter- 
son said. "Yes but this way that coopera- 
tion is ensured." 


Peterson also said he' does not feel a

conflict of interest exists because he will 
never have to vote on anything in the 
township post. "The auditor does not set 
any type of policy in his job. All he does 
is OK bills," he said. 


PETERSON ADDED that even in the 


one area that could cause a conflict of

Trustee Rathjen takes self 
out of talks on fire station

Buffalo Grove Village Trustee Randall 


Rathjen said yesterday he will not par- 
ticipate In discussion on the proposed an- 
nexation and rezonlng request for a new 
*re station along Dundee Road when it 
comes before the village board. 


The proposed fire station has been a 


subject 
of controversy for 
several 


months because Rathjen is handling the 
real estate transaction and stands to 
make commissions on the deal. 


Through Rathjen, who is employed by 


Homefinders real estate, the Wheeling 
Rural Fire Protection District obtained 
an option to buy 6.49 acres of land for 
$352.000. The fire department needs only 
two acres of the site, which is on the 
south side of Dundee Road west of King- 
swood Methodist Church. 


THE FIRE district plans to sell the re- 


maining 4,49 acres to a private developer 
who plans to construct a bank, medical 
center and office building on the site. 
The fire district hopes to recover part of 
the cost of the fire station with the profit 
they make on the resale of the land. 


Several months ago Rathjen said he 


would make a $3,971 commission on the 
sale of the land to the fire department. 
He said he would make a somewhat 
smaller commissMn on the resale of the 
additional land. 


Some citizens have said because 


Rathjen is a trustee and stands to make 
commissions, that a conflict of interest 
exists. Rathjen, however, said no conflict 
of interest exists as long as he abstains 
from discussion and voting on the mat- 
ter. 


"I don't intend to participate in the dis- 


cussion or in the voting when it comes to 
the village board," Rathjen said. 


THE PLAN commission voted 5 to 3 


Wednesday night in favor of the project 
and will recommend the village board 
approve the annexation and rezonlng 
request. It is scheduled to come before 


the village board Monday night. 


Comr. Howard Mendenhall said he 


opposed the bank, medical center and of- 
fice building because he thought it would 
set a precedent for unlimited com- 
m e r c i a 1 development along Dundee 
Road. "I'm still opposed to expanding 
business on Dundee Road," he said. "I 
think we're opening it up for com- 
mercial." Mendenhall said while he does 
not favor single-family residential devel- 
opment along Dundee Rooad, he feels 
there is a place for multi-family homes, 
such as condominiums. 


Comr. Burt Harris said he opposed de- 


viating from the village master plan. 
"What we're really being asked to &o is 
scrap the master plan entirely in regard 
to Dundee Road. I don't think we can 
just throw Dundee Road down the drain 
as far as residential development goes," 
he said. 


Harris said he is also concerned about 


the increased traffic that would result 
from 
commercial development. The 


added traffic will bring an increase in 
accidents, he said. 


COMR. 
CARL Vanengen said he 


thought the project was attractive and 
would be an asset to the village He 
added that it would provide the village 
with needed services. 


Vanengen also pointed out that if Buf- 


falo Grove refuses the project, the devel- 
oper could then seek annexation into Ar- 
lington Heights. Then Buffalo Grove 
would have nothing to say about what 
was constructed on the site, he said. 


Harris, however, said he still was in 


favor of turning down the rezoning 
request. "I'm wondering when this is go- 
ing to stop," he said. "Are we going to 
approve every project where someone 
brings in a pretty picture?" 


HARRIS SUGGESTED the fire district 


obtain the two acres of land it needs 
through condemnation. Buffalo Grove

highway commissioner. "I will have 
nothing to vote on," said Peterson. 


According to the Lake County clerk's 


office, the auditors in the townships vote 
on all expenditures and prepare the 
budget of all tax funds. 


The candidate said he will have the 


time to devote to both jobs if he is elect- 
ed to village trustee. He added that he 
feels capable of handling both jobs. How- 
ever, if the load becomes too heavy, he 
would stay with the job of village trustee 
and resign as auditor, he said. 


Peterson is a principal in the Highland 


Park school system. 


The two other candidates on the VIP 


ticket, incumbent Tom Mahoney and 
Phil Ralston, agreed with their fellow 
candidate about holding two political 
jobs. 


Mahoney said, "The auditor's job is 


just a window-dressing job. It entails a 
once-a-year look at the books. I don't 
think it is a conflict of interest and I 
don't think it is 'double dipping'." Double 
dipping is a term used to describe politi- 
cians who are on two public payrolls. 


WHEN ASKED about the VIP Pledge 


to "act in the best interests of the vil- 
lage, to have no conflicts of interest, and 
to avoid even the appearance of such 
conflicts," Ralston said, "I don't think 
this applies to BUI (Peterson) at all." 


"By that statement we were talking 


about conflicts such as those of Gary 
Armstrong and Randy Rathjen. I think 
the spirit of this thing is completely dif- 
ferent," Ralston added. 


Several residents accused Armstrong 


of having a conflict of interest after he 
said he took a job with a developer who 
was annexing land into Buffalo Grove. 
However, after several weeks of debate 
at village board meetings, Armstrong an- 
nounced that he did not take the job and 
was going into business for himself. 


The Rathjen charges stem from his 


current role as real estate agent in the 
purchase of land by the Buffalo Grove 
Fire Department, from which he stands 
to make a sizable commission. Rathjen 
announced yesterday, however, that he 
does not intend to speak or vote on the 
subject when it comes before the village 
board Monday night. 


Ralston said Peterson is not in the 


same situation that the other officials 
were in because of his not being able to 
vote. 


"Things like this have been done be- 


fore. If the time is there, it's no problem. 
I was thinking of running for Wheeling 
Township Auditor, however I don't have 
the time. Bill (Peterson) must have that 
time," said Ralston.

Sister Camilla's students at St. Mary's 


School sum up their feelings about her 
this way: Besides being a pretty good 
teacher, you know you can always count 
on her for a peanut butter sandwich 
when you forget your lunch. 


She's down-to-earth, living and loving 


one day at a time and giving whatever 
she possibly can to her students. 


"AS A TEACHER, I stand in awe of

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Chief Hintz's figures 
Two-man squad cars would 
boost police budget by 21%

Two-man squad cars would boost the 


Des Plaines police budget more than 21 
per cent, city officials said yesterday. 


"We figure we would need 20 to 25 


more men to man both night shifts with 
double patrols," Police Chief Arthur 
Hintz told the Herald. 


Hintz's reaction followed criticism by 


other area police chiefs of an Illinois 
House bill that would require two-man 
patrols after dark. HB 525, sponsored by 
Rep. W. J. Murphy, R-Antioch, is recom- 
mended for House passage. 


"A two-man car covers the same pa- 


trol area as a one-man car," Hintz said. 
"Our men are schooled and instructed to 
call for assistance if needed. They can 
call for the patrol sergeant or wait for a 
backup unit." 


"The safety angle is the main argu- 


ment for this. We certainly don't have 


the same problem as some areas of Chi- 
cago. Of course, that doesn't mean it 
couldn't happen here," the chief said. 


MAYOR HERBERT Behrel told a can- 


didates' night audience Wednesday night 
at Cumberland School that hiring, train- 
ing and equipping a new patrolman costs 
$13,088. 


Cost of adding 25 policemen would be 


more than $327,200, according to Behrel. 
The police department budget this year 
is $1.5 million. Salaries for 11 sergeants 
and 55 patrolmen will be an estimated 
$815,000. 


"It's too late to do anything this year," 


the mayor told the Herald. "The 1973 
budget has been approved. It will be pro- 
posed in 1974. Fill do the research. It will 
be up to the city council to make the 
decision." 


The police department operates with 


three night shifts — six patrol cars and a

Council authorized a $5,000 report to 
study strengthening of the treatment 
plant building code. 


The Des Plaines case to block the pro- 


posed 100 million gallon plant is before 
the Illinois Appellate Court. Des Plaines 
lost its first case in 1971 before the Illi- 
nois Supreme Court and then filed a new 
case, contending that new municipal 
home rule powers supercede MSD juris- 
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diction. Circuit Court Judge Samuel Ep- 
stein dismissed the case last fall. 


In February 
Elk Grove Village 


trustees hinted a lawsuit might be filed 
by the village if the proposed sewage 
treatment plant was delayed by Des 
Plaines. 


Zettek this week said there was no 


need for a lawsuit because MSD has 
made a definite commitment to build the 
plant on the site in Des Plaines. 


"The Northwest suburbs need another 


sewage treatment plant, and we're doing 
all we can to encourage its being built at 
the earliest possible date," he said.

HINTZ SAID that six cars usually pa- 


trol the city. The patrolmen's union — 
the Cook County Combined Counties Po- 
lice Association — included this year a 
demand for a minimum of six cars per 
shift, The union contended that sick and 
vacation time often reduced 
patrol 


strength to five and sometimes four cars, 
increasing the demand on patrolmen. 


I'd dispute that it happens a lot of 


times," Hintz said. "On occasion maybe. 
If a man is sick and calls in two hours 
ahead of time, we can fortify the shift. If 
it happens 20 minutes before roll call, 
there's no time to adjust." 


The city council will be asked to ap- 


prove the 1973 CCPA contract — which 
does not include the six-car patrol min- 
imum — at an executive session Monday 
night. CCPA members may vote on the 
contract Tuesday. 


"None of the men has asked for double 


patrols," Hintz said. The proposal was 
not included in the list of CCPA negotia- 
tion points. 


Hintz said two-man cars are not a solu- 


tion to solve Des Plaines increasing 
crime rate. In 1972, major crime jumped 
24.9 per cent, although drug 
offenses 


dropped 38,6 per cent. 


Behrel said he will not ask the council 


to review HB 525. If the bill is passed, 
most suburbs, claiming home rule pow- 
ers under the 1970 Illinois Constitution, 
could ignore the law. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS has filed a 


formal objection to House Bill 525. 


"I don't think all village and towns are 


alike," said Mount Prospect Police Chief 
Bert Giddens. "Mount Prospect doesn't 
have any areas where there is a lot of 
crime, and I hope the bill doesn't pass." 


Two chiefs, however, said they support 


the principle of two-man patrols, even if 
they disagree with the bill that would 
make double coverage mandatory. 


Two-man squads are already being as- 


signed in Wheeling for the 11 p.m. to 7 
a.m. shift, whenever the manpower is 
available, said Wheeling Chief Peter 
Guttilla. 


In Arlington Heights, chief L. W. Cal- 


derwood said patrolmen often work to- 
gether, particularly on calls that appear 
to be especially dangerous. 


"There is no doubt that a two-man 


squad will see more and do more than a 
one-man patrol," Calderwood said. "But 
I don't think we need legislation. The de- 
cision should be left up to the villages to 
do what they want." 


GUTTILLA SAID the two-man squads 


are working well in Wheeling, and he is 
hoping to institute double patrols on a 
more permanent basis. 


"I think we're about two years away 


from it — two or three years. As our 
population increases, I think we will get 
more men," he said. 


"A lone policeman in a car has to con- 


centrate on driving and can't be as alert 
to conditions around him as a two-man 
team could be," Calderwood said.

Low bidder was Slezak Construction 


Co. The firm bid, Tuesday night, $715,995 
and offered to complete construction in 
220 working days. 


The construction does not include esti- 


mated $60,000 in architect fees, $15,000 
for legal fees, $15,000 to $20.000 for car- 
peting and $6,000 for landscaping. 


"It looks like the total cost may be 


slightly lower than the $869,000 esti- 
mate," librarian William Wiman told the 
Herald. "If we do, we may use $5,000 for 
vinyl wall coverings in the hallways, in- 


stead of paint. Any extra money will be 
used 
to purchase 
equipment which 


wasn't included in the project cost." 


The library board will finance the work 


with a 5 per cent interest, $600,000 mort- 
gage from First National Bank of Des 
Plaines.

20-mile hike 
expected to 
attract 2,000 


Nearly 2,000 persons are expected to 


turn out for Sunday's fifth annual "Hike 
for Your Neighbor" to raise funds for the 
Northwest Opportunity Center in Rolling 
Meadows. 


The expected turnout is more than 


double the number of participants in last 
year's hike. 


A fund-raising goal has not been set for 


this year's hike but the hike committee 
would like to top last year's $13,000 
mark. The hike has taken on new impor- 
tance as a fund-raising activity this year 
with the dismantling of the Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity and cutoff of all fed- 
eral funding. The center is now faced 
with the task of raising all of its $130,000 
budget locally. 


THE CENTER last year served ap- 


proximately 1,700 families from the six 
township area of Palatine, Wheeling, Elk 
Grove, Schaumburg, Hanover and Har- 
rington, and parts of Maine Township. 


The center's services include: food 


stamps, Operation Nutrition, housing as- 
sistance, legal aid, job referral, family 
planning assistance, dental 
checkups, 


Foster Grandparents Program and sev- 
eral referral programs. The center also 
p r o v i d e s clothing, emergency food, 
household items and financial 
aid to 


needy families. 


When the participants sign up for the 


hike they are given a pledge card and 
asked to solicit pledges from individuals 
and businesses for each mile they walk. 
The pledge cards will be validated at 
checkpoints during the hike. 


THE HIKERS will receive a gBand 


tour of the Northwest suburbs. Starting 
at 8 a.m. from Maine East High School 
in Park Ridge, the bikers will make a 20- 
mile circuit winding through Des 
Plaines, Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights, and Palatine before ending at 
the Northwest Opportunity Center. 


Sore feet and other medical problems 


occurring on the hike will be handled by 
a registered nurse who will follow the 
hikers in a first aid wagon. 


Ham radio operators will also accom- 


pany the hikers monitoring their prog- 
ress and any problems that may occur. 


The hike committee has arranged for 


police protection across several busy in- 
tersections. 


Hikers will have an opportunity to rest 


and build up their strength for the re- 
mainder of the hike at seven check 
points established along the route. Sev- 
eral adults have volunteered to serve as 
hike marshals and man checkpoints.

Westview Dr. O'Donnell, 2275 Webster

The Sth Ward has had a female repre- 


sentative for the past 12 years. Irene Bir- 
chfield wants to continue the tradition. 


Mrs. Birchfield, whose husband Robert 


is running for the Elementary School 
District 62 board of education, has a 
campaign organization of three people — 
her husband, and two of her four chil- 
dren. She has knocked on doors in more 
than two-thirds of the Sth Ward since she 
announced her candidacy. 


"I decided I wanted to go door to door, 


talk to the people, find out what their 
problems are, and have them get to 
know me. One of my objectives is to 
strengthen the channels of commu- 
nication between aldermen and voters," 
she said. 


During her campaigning she has heaid 


homeowners complain of ward problems 
flooding in Terrasal Park, no streets or 
sidewalks In Douglas Manor. 


"One thing I've seen a lot of is locked 


doors. Women are afraid to unlock their 
doors during the daytime And there are 
a lot of huge dogs around to protect 
them. It's a shame to be so afraid you 
can't walk out of your own door," she 
said. 


Mrs. 
Birchfield. 2045 Spruce, intends to 


talk to the chief of police to find out what 
can be done to make the city a place to 
live free from fear. Intruders, violence 
and vandalism have taken their toll, she 
said 


FLOODING IN her area could be re- 


solved if residents put in overhead sump 
pumps, she said "Some of hte people 
can't afford that expense. I would like to 
see what the city could do to help out. 
The city Is partly responsible for the sit- 
uation: they approved the buildings when 
they were built without overhead sew- 
ers," 3hesaid. 


Although no one wants It, the Metro- 


politan Sanitary Distnct sewage treat- 
ment plant would be a great help in alle- 
viating flooding, Mrs. Birchfield, a 13- 
year Des Plaines resident, said. "If the 
MSD does build a plant they should be 
very carefully watched by the city so it 
Is built properly. Right now we're fight- 
ing a lost cause with the MSD. I think we 
should take the attitude that It's going to 
come and then see it's built correctly," 
she said. 


Being a "bedroom community" is a 


major problem for the city, she said. 
"People don't know what's going on. 
They work In Chicago, buy the Chicago 
papers and come here to sleep. They 
don't keep up with Des Plaines prob- 
lems: so many don't even know about 
the city election." 


Her solution Is to personally keep resi- 


dents Informed. She intends to take her 
bike this summer, ride around and talk 
to the people in her ward.

Mrs Birchfield said her main contribu- 


tion to the city, if elected, will be her 
time. "I will have time to attend council 
and committee meetings and whatever 
else is necessary. I'm home during the 
daytime so people can call me whenever 
they want. I'll have time to deal with the 
women in the ward; they are the ones at 
home coping with all the problems." 


Mrs. Birchfield resigned as treasurer 


of the League of Women Voters to run 
for the aldermanic post. She has been 
with the league for three years. 


On other issues: 


CITY GOVERNMENT: "I like having 


a full-time mayor. I think we should 
have someone who is responsible to the 
people I also favor having 16 part-time 
aldermen but I wouldn't oppose having a 
study made on the efficiency of city gov- 
ernment." 


MASS TRANSPORTATION: "The city 


should buy the United Motor Coach if 
they can find someone to set up routes so 
people can be helped. We do need bus 
service — especially to the train. Fifty 
per cent of the women in my ward 
work. Those who work in the city can 
even get there without having a car " 


REDEVELOPMENT: "Something has 


to be done to the city or it will die. One 
of my objectives is to move towards the 
implementation of redevelopment 
and 


sewer projects. Funds being used by the 
city are not going to waste; we will get 
them back in parking fees and sales 
taxes. We need more parking in down- 
town Des Plaines and we need good 
shopping close to the proposed senior 
citizen housing. 


"I was quite upset when the council 


decided to fund the city hall building 
without having a referendum I thought 
they should have taken it to the people. 
But they've taken so long to get started 
on the project I now feel it was better to 
use home rule powers and get it going." 


ENVIRONMENT: "The city is working 


at environmental problems. We are 
strongest in combating noise pollution 
and weakest in doing anything about wa- 
ter pollution. I wonder if we couldn't do 
more for the Des Plaines River . . . I'm

MAYOR HERBERT BEHREL wants 


to take credit for all the things O'Hare 
Airport has done for Des 
Plaines, 


O'Donnell charged. The city was just a 
sleepy little hamlet before O'Hare exis- 
ted: 
the growth and progress experi- 


enced by the city was caused by the air- 
port, not city administration, he said, 


Flooding could have been prevented if 


the city had had more foresight and not

allowed so many buildings to go up and 
so much blacktop to be laid, he said. 
"The sewers can't handle it. Everytime 
it rains raw sewage spills out on River 
Road, he said. 


Zoning is "all mixed'up" according to

opers and real estate brokers off the zon- 
ing board. In every neighborhood they're 
putting up 10-story high-rises whether the 
people want them or not," he said. 


O'Donnell, the father of 11 children, 


and a city resident since 1940, said he 
will be accessable to the voters. Although 
his business takes him out of town as 
much as three times a week, he feels it 
won't pose any problem in his in- 
volvement as an alderman. 


If elected, O'Donnell believes his busi-

YOUTH PROBLEMS: "We should 


have a youth center and I think the city 
should pay for it. We have to get the 
younger generation off the streets. The 
city should pick up a share of the funding 
for social service agencies, too. If they 
can help out big business they should be 
able to help something that's good for 
the town." 


Nobody wants it but we need it; it has to 
be somewhere If it is built it's not going 
to be the type of plant where sewage is 
disposed and I don't think it will be of- 
fensive," he said. 


DEL CAMPO'S ward is hard hit by

Plaines residents should make their feel- 
ings known to local congressmen and 
senators, he said. "Our continual harping 
on the problem will bring some results. 
This isn't something the city can control 
— we can't legislate away airplanes." 


Del Campo, the father of three grown 


children, said a proper balance of indus- 
trial, commercial and residential areas 
must be carefully guarded, particularly 
on the south end of the Sth Ward which is 
bombarded with rezoning attempts. "We 
must try to keep Des Plaines an essen- 
tially residential community," he said. 


"There is a present tendency to lower 


our sights in regard to housing. In order 
to satisfy needs, we lower our standards 
instead of insisting that those who would 
live in our community meet present stan- 
dards or help us to elevate our commu- 
nity," said Del Campo, a declared oppo- 
nent of low and moderate-income hous- 
ing. 


Del Campo, a 13-year resident, gradu-

On other issues: 


CITY GOVERNMENT: "I oppose the 


idea of a part-time mayor with adminis- 
trative assistant. In that system the 
mayor becomes a figurehead who is de- 
nied the right to serve the community as 
a full-time public servant The adminis- 
trative assistant is usually hired from 
outside the community. As a group they 
have become professionals who are 
seemingly more interested in acquiring a 
good paying position. The needs of the 
community are not altogether familiar to 
him It is an unneeded expense. We 
should elect a full time mayor who is 
conversant with the problems and needs 
of the city."

company if its equipment is in good 
working order, it can be run efficiently

REDEVELOPMENT: "This is a ven- 


ture mainly by Des Plaines businessmen 
We have to be very careful on the use of 
city money.

bonds. You can't spend dollars unless the 
dollars are already there. I think the 
overall plan is one that certainly has 
some merit. 


"The funding of the new city hall

but will open the position to a greater 
number of potential candidates." 


MASS TRANSPORTATION: "I don't 


think the city is capable at this time of 
handling such an operation. This ques- 
tion should be approached on a regional 
basis, including the surrounding commu- 
nities." 


REDEVELOPMENT: 
"I 
would be 


cautious here. Before we spend large 
amounts of money on redevelopment we 
should consider how much dollars and 
cents benefit the citizens would receive 
from it. 


"We should seek the counsel of com- 


petent landscape engineers to give posi- 
tive suggestions to improve the appear- 
ance of the general downtown area. 


"I would have favored a referendum 


on the proposed $2.2 million city hall. On 
large expenditures such as this, the tax- 
payers should have an opportunity to 
vote." 


ENVIRONMENT: "The city is drag- 


ging its feet. The present administration 
has done nothing to seriously attack envi- 
ronmental problems." 


YOUTH PROBLEMS: "Where there is 


a need for emphasis in this area, the 
need should be met. We need a youth 
center and the city should involve itself 
in this type of service."

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Buckmimter Fuller pulls audience through space, time 


About 1,000 men and women probably 


saw a genius last night at Harper Col- 
lege. A jammed audience in Harper's 
communal living room saw R. Buckmins- 
ter Fuller, a 77-year-old, blue suited, be- 
speckled, cockeyed optimist of the hu- 
man condition. 


Fuller, inventor or discoverer of the 


geodesic dome and the world's foremost 
exponent of the miracle of the triangle, 
spun more than two hours of in- 
tellectually stimulating cotton candy to 
an alternately entranced and confused 
audience. 


The subject at hand last night was 


Bucky Fuller, and the moon, the stars, 
the speed of light and the joy of scientific 
discovery. 


Fuller pulled the audience through a 


soliloquy on the rise of the human in- 
tellect beginning with the not so scien- 
tific discovery of the lever to the even- 
tual measurement of the speed of light. 
And during it all he managed to talk in 
human terms about man's aspirations 
and his own. 


"I OFTEN HEAR myself called an op- 


timist," Fuller said shortly before he ap- 


peared at the Harper podium. "I person- 
ally think man will make it on this plan- 
et even though humanity has no idea 
what is in store for it." 


Fuller kept to his thesis there is an 


exciting and mysterious world around' 
and within us, while at the same time 
talking to his audience in polysyllables 
and inscribing tetrahedons with his fin- 
gers and thumbs. 
, 


Asked early in the evening if he 


thought his own geodesic dome was one 
of, if not the, final statements in archi- 
tecture Fuller replied, "there is no final 
about anything. There is eternity." 


In a casual way he dropped profound 


ideas on the audience the way a boy flips 
pennies into a pool. "In 1961," Fuller 
said "the ship became obsolete. In that 
year three jets carried as many people 
across the Atlantic as the Queen Mary 
and they did it ten times faster and at a 
third of the cost." 


Fuller's abilities seem to be make the 


room and the moment he is sitting in 
seem obsolete. He travels through time 
and space at a speed too fast for every- 
one to follow. And so it was last night. 


Today, Bucfcminster Fuller is on his 


way to India, a Yankee guru going to 
meet the people of his very close and 
intimate birth. 


BUT WHILE passing through Harper 


College last night he left words like "sy- 
pergy," and "geodesic," in his wake. In 
fact he gave his audience a new way to 
look at such simple things as skiing down 
a slope of snow. Fuller, who skiied for 
the first time at age 72, saw the sport as 
more than an excursion. He described 
skiing as "angular valving of gravity." 


And by the end of the evening the au- 


dience understood it.

The motion to recommend a unit dis- 


trict to the Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
School Board was defeated last night by 
a 15-10 vote with two abstentions. 


A short report on the committee's rec- 


ommendation is expected to be presented 
to the board by May 7. A minority report 
will be filed recommending a unit dis- 
trict should be considered. 


The committee voted down the recom- 


mendation for a unit district after mem- 
bers had argued that a unit presents no 
clear educational advantages over the 
present dual district system. 


Another factor influencing the vote was 


the recently released study showing Dist. 
59 students have been dropping in 
achievement test scores over the past 
five years. As one committee member 
said, "I see nothing against a unit dis- 
trict but let's get our orn house in order 
first." 


The committee recognized a unit dis- 


trict might have some financial advan- 
tages over the present dual system, but 
the majority felt educational programs 
were a more important consideration. 


Edward Hauser, chairman of the fi- 


nance subcommittee, said he will file a 
minority report. He said the financial 
aspects do enter into the educational pro- 
cess and have to be considered. 


He also said a unit district would have 


better coordination between high schools 
and elementary schools than a dual dis- 
trict would have. 


In a unit school district all grades, kin- 


dergarten through high school, are under 
one administration and one school board. 
In the current dual district system Dist. 
59 is responsible for only grades kinder- 
garten through eight. High School Dist. 
214 administers the high school classes. 


The vote ended some six months of 


study by the committee. The school 
board formed the committee to get com- 
munity input on the question of whether 
or not to form a unit district.

Forest View 
firemen may 
protect area 


The Forest View Fire Protection Dis- 


trict in unincorporated Cook County may 
once again provide fire protection for all 
its residents under a $5,124 yearly con- 
tract with Elk Grove Village. 


Individual contracts will no longer be 


needed once the agreement is approved. 


According to a contract tentatively ap- 


proved by the village and the fire protec- 
tion district trustees, the subdivision 
would receive village fire protection and 
ambulance services under a contract 
based on a rate of $42 for each of the 122 
homes. The contract, which would be- 
come effective May 1, provides for a re- 
view of the cost of fire protection 90 days 
prior to the expiration date. 


The fire protection district encom- 


passes the unincorporated subdivision of 
Forest View south of Landmeier Road 
and north of Laurel Street, and is sur- 
rounded by Elk Grove Village. 


In good faith that a contract eventually 


will be signed, the village trustees di- 
rected the fire chief on March 27 to pro- 
vide full services to the subdivision resi- 
dents. 


UNTIL THE board's action, residents in 


Forest View received village fire and 
ambulance services only if they paid a 
fee for an individual contract. The fee 
originally was $84, and 93 homeowners 
paid for the protection at this cost. In 
January the trustees lowered the price 
from $84 to $42 and said homeowners 
who paid the $84 would have their con- 
tracts extended an extra year. 


After the fee was lowered, 10 more 


Forest View residents paid for village 
fire protection, for a total of 103 out of 
122 homes receiving village protection. 


After a new contract is signed with the 


Forest View Fire Protection District, the 
village will refund $21 to Forest View 
homeowners who paid $42 for one year's 
protection. The village also would refund 
$63 to residents paying for a two-year, 
$84 contract. 


Fire district Trustee Eugene Chovanek 


said yesterday that the district was 
"really pleased with the contract, and it 
seems to be a good one." He said the 
district trustees will now talk with the 
Cook County Board about how payments 
will be made, the number of payments 
per year and the tax levy. 


The fire protection district has about 


$5,900 in its bank account that could cov-

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From England to Italy to Ankara—to Hoffman Estates 


by MARILY Helser 


England is in her voice and bearing. 


Reconcile that with the strange and the 
glamorous, the Eastern-Western mixture 
of cultures in Ankara, Turkey, her home 
for several years. 


Jean Zajkowski recalls, over a cup of 


strongly delicious dark British brew, the 
strong smells in Ankara, the top secret 
security clearance she needed, the ex- 
citement of her job as secretary to the 
military attache in the British embassy 
in Ankara. She lived there three years, 
1953-56. 


After 17 years in the United States, 


married to an American, Mrs. Zaj- 
kowski, who now serves as secretary to 
the Hoffman Estates Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals, says she still doesn't understand 
American politics. 


SHE'S NOT ALONE. But ask her about 


the Baghdad Pact, a mutual defense 
agreement between Britain and some 
Middle Eastern and Near Eastern coun- 
tries, Mrs. Zajkowski took the minutes 
for the British preconference on the Bag- 
hdad agreement. 


Can she speak Turkish? A little. Un- 


fortunately she didn't know much Italian 
when the police commissioner of Genoa 
terrified her, gesturing wildly, screaming 
"Get Out" Italian style. After another 
three months working illegally for a Brit- 
ish firm with no working papers, sneak- 
ing in and out of her apartment, she left 
Italy. 


The work permit arrived shortly there- 


after, testimony to bureaucracy's genius. 


She ended up in Ankara, once again 


eager to leave the bombed-out post-war 


misery of her native seaside Hull. 


The woman who says she likes Amer- 


ica better than any other country she's 
lived in, hated Americans when she first 
met her husband Walter, A security 
guard in the American embassy in An- 
kara. "I didn't care for Americans 
then," basing her judgment on troops' 
behavior in England. "But I thought he 
was Polish and decided to be nice to 
him." 


AFTER FIVE months of investigation 


and waiting for her permanent visa, she 
joined her Polish-American who had re- 
turned to the U.S. and married him in 
Chicago. 


"I used to walk around looking up." 


Chicago, with its skyscrapers, the bustle, 
and the never-ending traffic. Other odd- 
ities she experienced upon arriving here: 


the music of Elvis, a sharp contrast after 
Turkish fare; heated pavements which 
melted the snow; the language; taking a 
shorthand test for her first job with a 
"newfangled" tape recorder and that 
unintelligible accent; the informality of 
America, from office to home life. 


"I originally planned to become a U.S. 


citizen. I was taught it was every per- 
son's responsibility to vote and be a good 
citizen," she said. 


But upon calling the Chicago Board of 


Education, which had radio spots urging 
persons to call for citizenship informa- 
tion, she was told she had to go to school 
in the evenings for a year to get English 
credits.

ates Inc.. of Chicago to provide con- 
sulting services on the proposed Devon- 
53 housing project. 


THE DEVON-S3 project is a com- 


bination apartment and 
single-family 


home development near Devon Avenue 
and 111. Rte. 53, The hiring of the two 
companies was made with the stipulation 
that the village plan commission make a 
formal request for their services.

er the cost of the first year's contract. 
However, Chovanek declined to say 
whether or not the current district tax 
levy was sufficient to pay the cost of the 
contract in future years. 


FOR THE PAST two years the fire pro- 


tection district has passed up levying a 
fire protection tax because thare was no 
way the money could be spent for fire 
protection after it was collected. At that 
time Elk Grove Village was accepting 
fire protection contracts from individual 
homeowners instead of the district be- 
cause the district's levy was not high 
enough to pay the required fee. 


Even if the district levied at the max- 


imum rate, it could not collect enough to 
pay the village at the rate of $84 per 
home as required at the time, Chovanek 
said. 


Last November marked the first time 


homeowners in the Martini subdivision, 
north of Devon Avenue and east of Tonne 
Road, and Itasca Meadows subdivision, 
south of Biesterfield Road, have been as- 
sessed for fire protection and ambulance 
service. 


Of the 21 homes in Martini, eight paid 


the fee, and only one home out of 41 
dwellings in Itasca Meadows paid the 
charge. Of the remaining 68 homes in 
other unincorporated areas around Elk 
Grove Village, 24 homeowners paid the 
fire protection fee. 


Most of the residents in the Itasca 


Meadows subdivision contracted with the 
Roselle Fire Protection District to pro- 
vide services at a cost of $2.03 per $1,000 
assessed valuation of the home. This rate 
amounted to about $20 per house. 


Elk Grove Village has also signed a 


separate fire protection contract with 
Elk Grove Mobile Home Park, 941 W. 
Higgins Rd.

gree of production going on in the plant 
during the time of the test, he said. "The 
village and the state are interested in 
seeing the plant tested at its maximum 
production, with large amounts of the 
odor-producing materials in the system," 
Hofert said. 


He said company officials have dis- 


agreed on the specific level of production 
required for the tests. 


The equipment was installed according 


to an agreement by the company, the at- 
torney general's office and Elk Grove 
Village. The agreement was made to 
settle an air pollution suit and counter- 
suit filed in 1971 in Cook County Circuit 
Court. 


Designed to eliminate 95 per cent of 


the odor emitted by the plant, the system 
was installed at a cost of more than 
$560,000, including about $360,000 for 
equipment and $200,000 for general con- 
struction. Gases to burn off the odor-pro- 
ducing phenolic compounds will cost 
about $80,000 a year. 


The testing originally had been sched- 


uled for Feb. 27, but was postponed. 


Bill introduced to provide 
U. S. funds for mass transit 


A bill providing $3 billion of revenue- 


sharing funds for mass transit systems 
has been introduced in the U. S. House of 
Representatives 
by Rep. Philip M. 


Crane, R-12th. 


Crane's bill differs significantly from 


another measure currently before the 
Banking and Currency Committee of the 
House which has been expected to pass. 


Among the differences: 
The Crane measure provides for a 


matehing-fund ratio of 90 per cent feder- 
al funds to 10 per cent state funds, as 
opposed to a 70-30 ratio in the other bill. 


The Crane proposal would limit sub- 


sidies to capital improvements while the 
other measure would allow the funds to 
be used for operating expenses. Crane 


said that would siphon off much of the 
money for debt retirement. 


Under the Crane bill, 80 per cent of the 


federal money would go to states such as - 
Illinois, New York, New Jersey and Cali- 
fornia with population centers of 1 mil- 
lion or more persons. The remaining 20 
per cent would go to states with popu- 
lation centers of more than 50,000 per- 
sons. 


Within the larger states, 50 per cent of 


the funds would be earmarked for the 
largest population center (Chicago), and 
50 per cent would be allocated to metro- 
politan centers of 50,000 persons or more 
(Rockford, Peoria, etc.).

Committee in the House.

Turn back the calendar—stop fora couple of 'Martinis'

Years ago you could walk into this 


little grocery store in the center of town 
for a friendly bite to eat. A bell jangled 
as the door opened and you were met by 
a grocer eager to talk about even the 
time of day. 


Most of Arlington Heights has changed 


since then, but this store at 4 N. Dunton 
Ave., 
its wood floors covered with lino- 


leum and its shelves tight with modern 
packaged foods, is virtually the same. 
And the latest proprietors, Mr. and Mrs. 
Peter Martini, still add that small town 
touch. 


It may be the first time you walk into 


the Martini Food Shoppe, but the couple 
behind the counter greet you as if you've 
been going there for years. 


FOR MARTINI, the store is a dream. 


After working 22 years at a school desk 
factory and 18 years at a machine shop, 
the idea of owning a grocery store that 
"sells a bit of everything" is his dream. 


"I've always wanted a small business 


for myself," he said, "even when I was 
employed in woodworking and taking 
machines apart. 


"We watched Arlington Heights grow," 


said Mrs. Martini. "We both grew up 
here and traded with the store here be- 
fore us." 


Eight years ago when Martini took 


over the business, he wasn't sure of how 
prosperous a little store would be with 
the rash of supermarket chains. But he 
was sure he always wanted this store. 
"And 
now he got into it all right," said 


Mrs. Martini. The Martinis, who are in 
their sixties, work at the store seven 
days a week. 


In the midst of rapid suburban growth 


where supermarkets sprout up, scream- 
ing with discount prices, the little store 
on Duncton Street is quietly drawing 
people to come in and chat, and to buy 
sandwiches, just like people used to do. 


"It's a home store," said Mrs. Martini. 


"We make it our business to like people. 
Otherwise we can't do this. It's a small 
store so we can't possibly compete with 
the bigger businesses." 


ABOUT NOON people stream into lines 


and wait to order home-style sandwiches. 
A woman walks in with a list in her hand 
and divides the money into neat piles on 
the counter top. The telephone rings. It's 
an order for a dozen sandwiches. 


The sandwich menu is not extensive, 


but the beef and ham are roasted at the 
store. And sometimes you can smell the 
roast cooking in the oven with the aroma 
permeating throughout the store. 


Martini shows a customer how he 


roasts his beef (with onions and spices 
atop a neatly rolled roast). "That's real 
gold," said a customer, referring to the 
high cost of meat. "Boy, it sure is ex- 
pensive," said Martini. "Yes, it is gold " 


"The grocery stores years ago used to 


sell a bit of everything," said Mrs. Mar- 
tini. "We wanted our store to be that 
way, too." 


Where else in the neighborhood could 


you find 18 varieties of canned herring, 
Dutch fruit juices, canned wild mush- 


rooms, French mineral water and Hun- 
garian prune butter? 


"People look for these things," said 


Mrs. Martini. "They always want some- 
thing extraordinary.

Buckminster Fuller pulls audience through space, time 


About 1,000 men and women probably 


saw a genius last night at Harper Col- 
lege. A jammed audience in Harper's 
communal living room saw R. Buckmins- 
ter Fuller, a 77-year-old, blue suited, be- 
speckled, cockeyed optimist of the hu- 
man condition. 


Fuller, inventor or discoverer of the 


geodesic dome and the world's foremost 
exponent of the miracle of the triangle, 
spun more than two hours of in- 
tellectually stimulating cotton candy to 
an alternately entranced and confused 
audience. 


The subject at hand last night was 


Bucky Fuller, and the moon, the stars, 
the speed of light and the joy of scientific 
discovery. 


Fuller pulled the audience through a 


soliloquy on the rise of the human in- 
tellect beginning with the not so scien- 
tific discovery of the lever to the even- 
tual measurement of the speed of light. 
And during it all he managed to talk in 
human terms about man's aspirations 
and his own. 


"I OFTEN HEAR myself called an op- 


timist," Fuller said shortly before he ap- 


peared at the Harper podium. "I person- 
ally think man will make it on this plan- 
et even though humanity has no idea 
what is in store for it." 


Fuller kept to his thesis there is an 


exciting and mysterious world around 
and within us, while at the same time 
talking to his audience in polysyllables 
and inscribing tetrahedons with his fin- 
gers and thumbs. 


Asked early in the evening if he 


.thought his own geodesic dome was one 
of, if not the, final statements in archi- 
tecture Fuller replied, "there is no final 
about anything. There is eternity." 


In' a casual way he dropped profound 


ideas on the audience the way a boy flips 
pennies into a pool. "In 1961," Fuller 
said "the ship became obsolete. In that 
year three jets carried as many people 
across the Atlantic as the Queen Mary 
and they did it ten times faster and at a 
third of the cost." 


Fuller's abilities seem to be make the 


room and the moment he is sitting in 
seem obsolete. He travels through time 
and space at a speed too fast for every- 
one to follow. And so it was last night. 


Today, Buckminster Fuller is on his 


way to India, a Yankee guru going to 
meet the people of his very close and 
intimate birth. 


BUT WHILE passing through Harper 


College last night he left words like "sy- 
nergy," and "geodesic," in his wake. In 
fact he gave his audience a new way to 
look at such simple things as skiing down 
a slope of snow. Fuller, who skiied for 
the first time at age 72, saw the sport as 
more than an excursion. He described 
skiing as "angular valving of gravity." 


And by the end of the evening the au- 


dience understood it.

Board aspirants 
clash over use 
of village funds 


The two parties engaged in the race 


for control of the Palatine Village Board 
have exchanged heated words over the 
amount of village revenue available and 
the best way to spend it. 


The Village Independent Party said the 


Republican Party has either deliberately 
or 
unknowingly misrepresented the 


amount of money in the village's various 
funds. 


The Republicans deny the charge. 
Basically, the VIPs charged that the 


Republicans, in citing $1.4 million avail- 
able in the village budget, totaled the 
cash balance of funds which are not con- 
nected. 


Shirley A. Munson a VIP candidate for 


trustee and chairman of the village 
board administration and finance com- 
mittee, said the various fundsmust be 
looked at and appropriated individually, 
and cannot be added together. 


WENDELL E. JONES, the Republican 


candidate for village president, respond- 
ed that the Republicans are aware the dif 
ferent funds have limitations on their 
uses. 


Woodstock boy, 14, 
hurt in hit-run 


A 14-year-old boy was treated for head, 


hip and arm injuries after he was struck 
by a hit-and-run driver on Northwest 
Highway Wednesday night. 


Warren Martin, 741 Clay St., Wood- 


stock, told police he was walking east on 
Northwest Highway near the Village 
Oasis when he was struck from behind. 
He was guiding his bicycle, which had a 
flat tire. 


Police have been checking for leads to 


finding the driver of the car that hit the 
boy. One woman thought she saw a car 
swerve out of the lane near the scene, 
according to police, but there were 
apparently no witnesses to the accident. 


Warren was held for observation over- 


night at Northwest Community Hospital, 
Arlington Heights, and was released yes- 
terday morning. 


"All we are trying to do is to show all 


the sources of revenue which the village 
receives," he said. "We haven't co-min- 
gled anything. We're simply showing 
there is an increase in revenue." 


The Republican candidates plan to pre- 


sent an alternative to the village budget 
tentatively approved by the trustees. 


Meanwhile, the VIPs also challenged 


the Republicans to clarify their position 
on programs and the funding of pro- 
grams. 


The OOP's' Jones denied the charge, 


and said his slate has clearly indicated 
its positions. 


TO THE VIP contention that the Re- 


publican position on the use of federal 
revenue sharing funds and motor fuel tax 
funds is not clear, Jones said the GOP 
candidates would use revenue sharing to 
keep taxes at the present level, and 
would use motor fuel taxes for alleviat- 
ing flooding problems as well as improv- 
ing streets and traffic conditions. 


The VIPs stated that they felt revenue 


tharing should be reserved for "special 
programs that cannot be funded from 
genera] revenues," and motor fuel taxes 
should be used to improve streets and 
traffic conditions. 


To the Republican contention that the « 


motor fuel fund contains a large surplus, 
the VIPs stated that the money has been 
earmarked for road improvement proj- 
ects to be undertaken soon. 


The VIPs further asked the Republican 


position on special assessments. "At a 
recent budget meeting, (Jones) stated 
that improvements in the sewers in Pala- 
nois Park should be paid for by special 
assessment of the property owners. Yet 
in another breath he states that the prop- 
erty owner is already overburdened." 


Jones denied making such a statement 


and said in response that the VIPs "are 
putting words in my mouth, then shoot- 
ing down what I say." He said that he 
felt motor fuel tax funds could be used 
for the sewer improvements. 


WITH SPRING (keep your fingers crossed) here 
again pop up in the local schoolyard.

Parley on revenue sharing Tuesday 


Palatine Township residents will have 


a chance to voice their opinions on dis- 
tribution of some $48,500 in revenue shar- 
ing funds Tuesday at the annual town 
meeting. 


The meeting begins at 8 p.m. in San- 


born School, Oak and Wood streets. Dur- 
ing the past month, the township board 
has heard requests from four different 
social agencies for the funds. 


A final decision on the use of the funds 


will come after Tuesday's meeting, when 
four new auditors take their places on 
the board. 


The single largest request came from 


the Palatine Township Youth Committee. 
Their budget to run The Bridge youth 


counseling service requires from $63,000 
to $73,000 from the township, depending 
on amounts allotted by surrounding 
township boards. The Bridge is located 
at 4341/2 E. Northwest Hwy., Palatine. 


SCHAUMBURG Township has budg- 


eted $10,000 for The Bridge, and a sim- 
ilar amount is being considered by 
Wheeling Township. Whether or not 
Wheeling gives $10,000 will probably 
make the difference in Palatine Town- 
ship's share. Last year the Youth Com- 
mittee received $59,000 from Palatine 
Township. 


A grant from the Illinois Law Enforce- 


ment Commission has helped fund The 
Bridge in recent years, but the $23,000 


grant expired this month, leaving the or- 
ganization on its own to find local fund- 
ing. 


Part or all of the revenue sharing mon- 


ey could potentially go to The Bridge. 
But there are other projects that have 
caught the eye of the board of auditors, 
too. 


One is a proposed senior citizens pro- 


gram. At their March meeting, auditors 
heard a report by members of the senior 
citizens council set up by the township, 
with a plan to contact and organize se- 
nior citizens in the area. 


An initial budget of $12,778 would be 


necessary as a first-year cost. After the 
first year, the operating budget would be 


some 50 per cent lovrer, according to 
spokesman Ed Lewis. The first step, if 
the plan is approved, would be hiring 
three part-time employes who would can- 
vass the township to reach the area's se- 
nior citizens. 


THE CANVASS should take about 40 


weeks, after which time two of the three 
employes would leave the project, and a 
part-time worker would coordinate the 
ongoing activities, Lewis said. 


Facilities for such activities are avail- 


able free at St. Joseph's Home for the 
Aged and the Plum Grove Nursing Home 
when those staffs aren't using the rooms. 


"We feel there is a need right now for

The district is attempting to help the 


children for whom there is no established 
program at the present time. Other pre- 
schoolers identified as being high-risk 
children through the screening have been 
placed in established programs at Ken- 
sington School, Clearbrook Center, Sam- 


uel A Kirk Center and Byrd School. 


The new program is a forerunner of a 


full-scale program for three-and four-, 
year-olds that will start in Dist. 15 this 
fall, in compliance with House Bills 322 
and 323 which requires special education 
programs for three-and four-year-olds. 


The children are taught ill three differ- 


ent groups with five children in each. 
The four-year-olds meet three times a 
week in two hour sessions and the three- 
year-olds meet for an hour twice a week. 
A third group is composed of four-year- 
olds identified as having a deficit in 
speech and/or gross motor skills. These 
students attend the program twice a 


week for one hour sessions. 


A TEACHER, teacher aid, speech clin- 


ician and nurse work with the students 
daily. Supportive services are also of- 
fered by the program director, psy- 
chologist and social worker. 


Each child is very different, necessi- 


tating a great deal of individualization, 
according to school officials. Among the 
different goals for the children are teach- 
ing colors, lengthening attention spans, 
teaching language concepts, improving 
motor skills and helping the children 
learn to relate to others. 


The goals for the children are con- 


stantly being discussed and changed if 


necessary. When the program first start- 
ed, the emphasis was on academic areas 
and getting the children ready for kin- 
dergarten. This has changed already, 
with the emphasis now being placed on 
socialization and getting the children 
used to a more structured situation and 
following directions. 


The activities for each session run 


from five minutes to a maximum of 20 
minutes so the children don't get rest- 
less, school officials said. Activities in- 
clude listening to a story, free play, 
structured play, singing and treats.

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Buckminster Fuller pulls audience through space, time 


About 1,000 men and women probably 


saw a genius last night at Harper Col- 
lege, A jammed audience in Harper's 
communal living room saw R, Buckmins- 
ter Fuller, a 77-year-old, blue suited, be- 
speckled, cockeyed optimist of the hu- 
man condition. 


Fuller, inventor or discoverer of the 


geodesic dome and the world's foremost 
exponent of the miracle of the triangle, 
spun more than two hours of in- 
tellectually stimulating cotton candy to 
an alternately entranced and confused 
audience. 


The subject at hand last night was 


Bucky Fuller, and the moon, the stars, 
the speed of light and the joy of scientific 
discovery. 


Fuller pulled the audience through a 


soliloquy on the rise of the human in- 
tellect beginning with the not so scien- 
tific discovery of the lever to the even- 
tual measurement of the speed of light. 
And during it all he managed to talk in 
human terms about man's aspirations 
and his own. 


"I OFTEN HEAR myself called an op- 


timist," Fuller said shortly before he ap- 


peared at the Harper podium. "I person- 
ally think man will make it on this plan- 
et even though humanity has no idea 
what is in store for it." 


Fuller kept to his thesis there is an 


exciting and mysterious world around 
and within us, while at the same time 
talking to his audience in polysyllables 
and inscribing tetrahedons with his fin- 
gers and thumbs. 


Asked early in the evening if he 


thought his own geodesic dome was one 
of, if not the, final statements in archi- 
tecture Fuller replied, "there is no final 
about anything. There is eternity." 


In a casual way he dropped profound 


ideas on the audience the way a boy flips 
pennies into a pool. "In 1961," Fuller 
said "the ship became obsolete. In that 
year three jets carried as many people 
across the Atlantic as the Queen Mary 
and they did it ten times faster and at a 
third of the cost." 


Fuller's abilities seem to be make the 


room and the moment he is sitting in 
seem obsolete. He travels through time 
and space at a speed too fast for every- 
one to follow. And so it was last night. 


Today, Buckminster Fuller is on his 


way to India, a Yankee guru going to 
meet the people of his very close and 
intimate birth. 


BUT WHILE passing through Harper 


College last night he left words like "sy- 
nergy," and "geodesic," in his wake. In 
fact he gave his audience a new way to 
look at such simple things as skiing down 
a slope of snow. Fuller, who skiied for 
the first time at age 72, saw the sport as 
more than an excursion. He described 
skiing as "angular valving of gravity." 


And by the end of the evening the au- 


dience understood it.

The single largest request came from 


the Palatine Township Youth Committee. 
Their budget to run The Bridge youth 
counseling service requires from $63,000 
to $73,000 from the township, depending 
on amounts allotted by surrounding 
township boards. The Bridge is located 
at 434«i E. Northwest Hwy., Palatine. 


SCHAUMBURG Township has budg- 


eted $10,000 for The Bridge, and a sim- 
ilar amount is being considered by 
Wheeling Township. Whether or not 
Wheeling gives $10,000 will probably 
make the difference in Palatine Town- 
ship's share.

'High-risk' kids get taste of schooling 


A model program introduced In Pala- 


tine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15 two weeks 
ago is giving three-and four-year-old 
high-risk children their first exposure to 
a school setting. 


The 15 children in the program have 


been Identified through extensive screen- 
ing as having delayed development and 
possible learning problems. 


The district is attempting to help the 


children for whom there is no established 
program at the present time. Other pre- 
schoolers identified as being high-risk 
children through the screening have been 
placed in established programs at Ken- 
sington School, Clearbrook Center, Sam- 
uel A. Kirk Center and Byrd School. 


The new program is a forerunner of a 


full-scale program for three-and four- 
year-olds that will start in Dist. 15 Ihis 
fall, in compliance with House Bills .322 
and 323 which requires special education 
programs for three-and four-year-olds.

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Buckminster Fuller pulls audience through space, time 


About 1,000 men and women probably 


saw a genius last night at Harper Col- 
lege. A jammed audience in Harper's 
communal living room saw R. Buckmins- 
ter Fuller, a 77-year-old, blue suited, be- 
spcckled, cockeyed optimist of the hu- 
man condition. 


Fuller, inventor or discoverer of the 


geodesic dome and the world's foremost 
exponent of the miracle of the triangle, 
spun more than two hours of in- 
tellectually stimulating cotton candy to 
an alternately entranced and confused 
audience. 


The subject at hand last night was 


Bucky Fuller, and the moon, the stars, 
the speed of light and the joy of scientific 
discovery. 


Fuller pulled the audience through a 


soliloquy on the rise of the human in- 
tellect beginning with the not so scien- 
tific discovery of the lever to the even- 
tual measurement of the speed of light. 
And during it all he managed to talk in 
human terms about man's aspirations 
and his own. 


"I OFTEN HEAR myself called an op- 


timist," Fuller said shortly before he ap- 


peared at the Harper podium. "I person- 
ally think man will make it on this plan- 
et even though humanity has no idea 
what is in store for it." 


Fuller kept to his thesis there is an 


exciting and mysterious world around 
and within us, while at the same time 
talking to his audience in polysyllables 
and inscribing tetrahedons with his fin- 
gers and thumbs. 


Asked early in the evening if he 


thought his own geodesic dome was one 
of, if not the, final statements in archi- 
tecture Fuller replied, "there is no final 
about anything. There is eternity." 


In a casual way he dropped profound 


ideas on the audience the way a boy flips 
pennies into a pool. "In 1961," Fuller 
said "the ship became obsolete. In that 
year three jets carried as many people 
across the Atlantic as the Queen Mary 
and they did it ten times faster and at a 
third of the cost." 


Fuller's abilities seem to be make the 


room and the moment he is sitting in 
seen: obsolete. He travels through time 
and space at a speed too fast for every- 
one to follow. And so it was last night. 


Today, Buckminster Fuller is on his 


way to India, a Yankee guru going to 
meet the people of his very close and 
intimate birth. 


BUT WHILE passing through Harper 


College last night he left words like "sy- 
nergy," and "geodesic," in his wake. In 
fact he gave his audience a new way to 
look at such simple things as skiing down 
a slope of snow. Fuller, who skiied for 
the first time at age 72, saw the sport as 
more than an excursion. He described 
skiing as "angular valving of gravity."

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Adbook advertising ruled 'legal? 
Downey's charges that GOP violated 
liquor laws defused as big issue

Charges by Frederick Downey that 


Hoffman Estates Republicans violated 
state liquor laws prohibiting political 
contributions from tavern keepers were 
defused as a village campaign issue yes- 
terday by the Cook County state's attor- 
ney's office. 


Downey, incumbent Civic Party may- 


oral candidate, accused the Republicans 
of a "direct violation of the law" by sell- 
Ing advertising book space to liquor li- 
censees, when he spoke at a Jaycee can- 
didates' night Wednesday. 


But Ralph Berkowitz, special assistant 


state's attorney, yesterday said the judg- 
es have accepted the argument the ad- 
books are not political contributions, but 
instead "have advertising value," 


"The courts have upheld that, unfortu- 


nately," said Berkowitz. 


According to the statute, "it is unlaw- 


ful for any (liquor) licensee . . . to be- 
come liable for, pay or make any contri- 
bution directly or indirectly toward the 
campaign fund or expenses of any politi- 
cal party . . . . " 


BERKOWITZ said the ads technically 


are recognized as advertising. Liquor li- 
censees "have argued about that being 
advertising rather than a contribution. 
They have been able to get away with 
that. In principle, it is (a contribution), 
but there has been no success in enforc- 
ing that," he said. (His office is respon- 
sible for enforcement.) 


In raising the issue, Downey pointed 


out one ad in particular, purchased by 
the Captain's Cove. His Republican oppo- 
nent, Mrs. Virginia Hayter, is executive 


chef at the restaurant. She said she was 
unaware the ad had been placed until 
Downey pointed it out. 


A violation of the law would be punish-

England to Ankara to Hoffman Estates

England is in her voice and bearing. 


Reconcile that with the strange and the 
glamorous, the Eastern-Western mixture 
of cultures in Ankara, Turkey, her home 
for several years. 


Jean Zajkowski recalls, over a cup of 


strongly delicious dark British brew, the 
strong smelts in Ankara, the top secret 
security clearance she needed, the ex- 
citement of her job as secretary to the 
military attache in the British embassy 
in Ankara. She lived there three years, 
1953-56. 


After 17 years in the United States, 


married to an American, Mrs. Zaj- 
kowski, who now serves as secretary to 
the Hoffman Estates Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals, says she still doesn't understand 
American politics. 


SHE'S NOT ALONE. But ask her about 


the Baghdad Pact, a mutual defense 
agreement between Britain and some 
Middle Eastern and Near Eastern coun- 
tries. Mrs. Zajkowski took the minutes 
for the British preconference on the Bag- 
hdad agreement. 


Can she speak Turkish? A little. Un- 


fortunately she didn't know much Italian 
when the police commissioner of Genoa 
terrified her, gesturing wildly, screaming 
"Get Out" Italian style. After another 


three months working illegally for a Brit- 
ish firm with no working papers, sneak- 
ing in and out of her apartment, she left 
Italy. 


The work permit arrived shortly there- 


after, testimony to bureaucracy's genius. 


She ended up in Ankara, once again 


eager to leave the bombed-out post-war 
misery of her native seaside Hull. 


The woman who says she likes Amer- 


ica better than any other country she's 
lived in, hated Americans when she first 
met her husband Walter, A security 
guard in the American embassy in An- 
kara. "I didn't care for Americans 
then," basing her judgment on troops' 
behavior in England. "But I thought he 
was Polish and decided to be nice to 
him." 


AFTER FIVE months of investigation 


and waiting for her permanent visa, she 
joined her Polish-American who had re- 
turned to the U.S. and married him in 
Chicago. 


"I used to walk around looking up." 


Chicago, with its skyscrapers, the bustle, 
and the never-ending traffic. Other odd- 
ities she experienced upon arriving here: 
the music of Elvis, a sharp contrast after 
Turkish fare; heated pavements which 
melted the snow; the language; taking a 
shorthand test for her first job with a 


"newfangled" tape recorder and that 
unintelligible accent; the informality of 
America, from office to home life. 


"I originally planned to become a U.S. 


citizen. I was taught it was every per- 
son's responsibility to vote and be a good 
citizen," she said. 


But upon calling the Chicago Board of 


Education, which had radio spots urging 
persons to call for citizenship informa- 
tion, she was told she had to go to school 
in the evenings for a year to get English 
credits. No amount of explaining that she 
had been speaking English for 30 years 
semed to get through to the voice on the 
other end of the line. 
''Another stumbling block. Having to be 
fingerprinted at the police department. 


HER HUSBAND objected to the crimi- 


nal overtones, but "I didn't really care I 
had been fingerprinted so many times." 
And finally the requirement she re- 
nounce the queen.

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Local property records being examined in Keane probe 


by STEVE BROWN 


County records on certain property in 


Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg are 
being scrutinized by federal agents in 
their probe of business dealings of Chi- 
cago Aid, Thomas Keane. 


The investigation of the local tracts 


came as part of a blanket subpoena iss- 
ued by the Internal Revenue Service. A- 
gents said that all of the land trusts in 
which Keane, his brother George (who 
until last November was the chairman of 
the County Board of Appeals) Harry H. 
Semrow, a member of the county ap- 
peals board, and several Chicago alder- 
man are beneficiaries were being ex- 
amined. 


Included in the probe is the 78-acre 


Haskins property which lies between 


Bardwell and Palatine Roads in Hoffman 
Estates. 


The Herald reported in 1970 that the 


land was owned by the Keanes, Aid. 
Paul Wigoda (49th) and the late Prank 
Chesrow, former president of the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District. 


DEVELOPMENT of the land has been 


delayed by court action which sought to 
block construction of multi-family hous- 
ing there. 


The IRS investigation is also looking 


into the records of the Cook County 
Board of Appeals, which Keane's brother 
headed for 19 years. The board of ap- 
peals is responsible for hearing appeals 
from property owners on tax assess- 
ments. 


Earlier this week, the Herald reported 


that in the Centex-Schaumburg Industrial 


had received huge tax breaks in recent 
years from the appeals board. 


Portions of the industrial park, near 


Wise and Roselle roads, is owned by 
Chicago attorney Jack N. Pritzker. 
Pritzker, who has extensive property 
holdings in this area, received a reduc- 
tion of more than 80 per cent in the as- 
sessed valuation of his property. Other 
landowners in the industrial park, most 
notably the Centex Corp. of Dallas, Tex., 
received similar tax cuts Pritzker has 
bad a number of business dealings with 
Keane and his associates. 


Centex has other developments in the 


area, including the Winston Knolls subdi- 
vision in the northern part of Hoffman 
Estates. 


Centex has also sought approval from 


the Cook County Zoning Board for devel- 
opment of 340-acres in Barrington Town- 
ship. Centex has proposed to build single- 
family homes and townhouses, but objec- 
tions 
from 
neighboring communities 


have blocked construction. 


DURING THE COUNTY hearing, Cen- 


tex was represented by John M. Daley, a 
cousin of Chicago Mayor Richard J. Da- 
ley, and Jack M. Siegel, Schaumburg vil- 
lage attorney. The county board has 
made no recommendations. 


While no action has been taken on the 


Centex property, protests to the rezonmg 
have been made by Hoffman Estates, 
-South Barrington and Barrington Hills. 


The tax breaks given to Centex-owned 


industrial land in Schaumburg may be 
costing taxpayers up to $300,000 annual- 


ly, said the Better Government Associ- 
ation in a recent report. 


Officials of Centex have denied that the 


tax relief was obtained through any polit- 
ical ties. A spokesman for Pritzker, 
whose family owns the Hyatt Hotel 
Corp., also denied any wrongdoing. 


In addition to representing Centex, Da- 


ley also presented details of a planned 
unit development to be constructed by I. 
Simon and Sons near Higgins Road and 
the Grand Canyon Parkway in Hoffman 
Estates. 


Development of the property was de- 


layed by village officials because the 
property was not large enough to meet 
PUD standards. The restrictions were 
later satisfied and approval for the proj- 
ect was granted.

U.S. funds for mass transit 


A bill providing $3 billion of revenue- 


sharing funds for mass transit systems 
has been introduced in the U. S House of 
Representatives 
by 
Rep. Philip M. 


Crane, R-12th. 


Crane's bill differs significantly from 


another measure currently before the 
Banking and Currency Committee of the 
House which has been expected to pass. 


Among the differences: 


The Crane measure provides for a 


matching-fund ratio of 90 per cent feder- 
al funds to 10 per cent state funds, as 
opposed to a 70-30 ratio in the other bill 


The Crane proposal would limit sub- 


sidies to capital improvements while the 
other measure would allow the funds to 
be used for operating expenses. Crane 
said that would siphon off much of the 
money for debt retirement.

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Buckminster Fuller pulls audience through space, time 


About 1,000 men and women probably 


saw a genius last night at Harper Col- 
lege. A jammed audience in Harper's 
communal living room saw R. Buckmins- 
ter Fuller, a 77-year-old, blue suited, be- 
speckled, cockeyed optimist of the hu- 
man condition. 


Fuller, inventor or discoverer of the 


geodesic dome and the world's foremost 
exponent of the miracle of the triangle, 
spun more than two hours of in- 
tellectually stimulating cotton candy to 
an alternately entranced and confused 
audience. 


The subject at hand last night was 


Bucky Fuller, and the moon, the stars, 
the speed of light and the joy of scientific 
discovery. 


Fuller pulled the audience through a 


soliloquy on the rise of the human in- 
tellect beginning with the' not so scien- 
tific discovery of the lever to the even- 
tual measurement of the speed of light. 
And during it all he managed to talk in 
human terms about man's aspirations 
and his own. 


"I OFTEN HEAR myself called an op- 


timist," Fuller said shortly before he ap- 


peared at the Harper podium. "I person- 
ally think man will make it on this plan- 
et even though humanity has no idea 
what is in store for it." 


Fuller kept to his thesis there is an 


exciting and mysterious world around 
and within us, while at the same time 
talking to his audience in polysyllables 
and inscribing tetrahedons with his fin- 
gers and thumbs. 


Asked early in the evening if he 


thought his own geodesic dome was one 
of, if not the, final statements in archi- 
tecture Fuller replied, "there is no final 
about anything. There is eternity." 


In a casual way he dropped profound 


ideas on the audience the way a boy flips 
pennies into a pool. "In 1961," Fuller 
said "the ship became obsolete. In that 
year three jets carried as many people 
across the Atlantic as the Queen Mary 
and they did it ten times faster and at a 
third of the cost." 


Fuller's abilities seem to be make the 


room and the moment he is sitting in 
seem obsolete. He travels through time 
and space at a speed too fast for every- 
one to follow. And so it was last night. 


Today, Buckminster Fuller is on his 


way to India, a Yankee guru going to 
meet the people of his very close and 
intimate birth. 


BUT WHILE passing through Harper 


College last night he left words like "sy- 
nergy," and "geodesic," in his wake. In 
fact he gave his audience a new way to 
look at such simple things as skiing down 
a slope of snow. Fuller, who skiied for 
the first time at age 72, saw the sport as 
more than an excursion. He described 
skiing as "angular valving of gravity."

dience understood it.

The motion to recommend a unit dis- 


trict to the Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
School Board was defeated last night by 
a 15-10 vote with two abstentions. 


A short report on the committee's rec- 


ommendation is expected to be presented 
to the board by May 7. A minority report 
will be filed recommending a unit dis- 
trict should be considered. 


The committee voted down the recom- 


mendation for a unit district after mem- 
bers had argued that a unit presents no 
clear educational advantages over the 
present dual district system. 


Another factor influencing the vote was 


the recently released study showing Dist. 
59 students have been dropping in 
achievement test scores over the past 
five years. As one committee member 
said, "I see nothing against a unit dis- 
trict but let's get our own house in order 
first." 


The committee recognized a unit dis- 


trict might have some financial advan- 
tages over the present dual system, but 
the majority felt educational programs 
were a more' important consideration. 


Edward Hauser, chairman of the fi- 


nance subcommittee, said he will file a 
minority report. He said the financial 
aspects do enter into the educational pro* 
cess and have to be considered. 


He also said a unit district would have 


better coordination between high schools 
and elementary schools than a dual dis- 
trict would have. 


In a unit school district all grades, kin- 


dergarten through high school, are under 
one administration and one school board. 
In the current dual district system Djst. 
59 is responsible for only grades kinder- 
garten through eight. High School Dist. 
214 administers the high school classes.:

turn out for Sunday's fifth annual "Hike 
for Your Neighbor" to raise funds for the 
Northwest Opportunity Center in Rolling 
Meadows.

double the number of participants in last 
year's hike. 


A fund-raising goal has not been set for 


this year's hike but the hike committee 
would like to top last year's $13,000 
mark. The hike has taken on new impor- 
tance as a fund-raising activity this year 
with the dismantling of the Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity and cutoff of all fed- 
eral funding. The center is now faced 
with the task of raising all of its $130,000 
budget locally. 


THE CENTER last year served ap- 


proximately 1,700 families from the six 
township area of Palatine. Wheeling, Elk 
Grove. Schaumburj. Hanover and Bar- 
ring ton, and parts of Maine Township. 


The center's services include: food 


stamps, Operation Nutrition, housing as- 
sistance, legal aid, job referral, family 
planning assistance, dental checkups, 
Foster Grandparents Program and sev- 
eral referral programs.

town budget

Sass said many people believed the 
charge, but said she was not seriously 
disappointed by losing. 


"Being a Democrat in Elk Grove 


Township means not saying you're sorry 
when you lose by two to one," she said. 


Richard Hall, elected supervisor on the 


Republican slate in an unopposed race, 
said, "The results were pretty much 
what we had planned and expected." 


In the election, only the four auditor 


seats and the township highway commis- 
sioner post were contested. The Republi- 
cans ran incumbent Bernard Lee, Wayne 


Hult, Walter Bartley and Larry Hintze 
for auditors and incumbent Alfred Steil 
for highway commissioner. 


THREE INDEPENDENT candidates,

The Prospect Heights Park District is 


trying to reopen negotiations for pur- 
chase of the north end of the flillcrest 
Slough in Prospect Heights. 


Park board member William Kuhns 


said this week he has asked officials of 
the Hillcrest Lake Homeowners Associ- 
ation, owner of the site, to meet with the 
park board to discuss a possible pur- 
chase. In the past the association op- 
posed the purchase by the park district. 


"We are trying to open up amiable ne- 


gotiations," Kuhns said. "We have gotten 
another appraisal on the property and we 
would like to discuss it with them." 


Based on an original appraisal, the 


park district offered $20,000 for the 13 
acres. The association then set a price of 
$130,000 on the property. Kuhns said the 
park district's new appraisal is higher 
than the original one. 


Kuhns has not yet gotten a response 


from the association. Officials of the 
homeowner's group could not be reached 
yesterday for comment.

Buckminster Fuller pulls audience through space, time - 


About 1,000 men and women probably 


saw a genius last night at Harper Col- 
lege. A jammed audience in Harper's 
communal living room saw R, Buckmins- 
ter Fuller, a 77-year-old, blue suited, be- 
speckled, cockeyed optimist of the hu- 
man condition. 


Fuller, inventor or discoverer of the 


geodesic dome and the world's foremost 
exponent of the miracle of the triangle, 
spun more than two hours of in- 
tellectually stimulating cotton candy to 
an alternately entranced and confused 
audience. 


The subject at hand last night was 


Bucky Fuller, and the moon, the stars, 
the speed of light and the joy of scientific 
discovery. 


Fuller pulled the audience through a 


soliloquy on the rise of the human in- 
tellect beginning with the not so scien- 
tific discovery of the lever to the even- 
tual measurement of the speed of light. 
And during it all he managed to talk in 
human terms about man's aspirations 
and his own. 


"I OFTEN HEAR myself called an op- 


timist," Fuller said shortly before he ap- 


peared at the Harper podium. "I person- 
ally think man will make it on this plan- 
et even though humanity has no idea 
what is in store for it." 


Fuller kept to his thesis there is an 


exciting and mysterious world around 
and within us, while at the same time 
talking to his audience in polysyllables 
and inscribing tetrahedons with his fin- 
gers and thumbs. 


Asked early in the evening if he 


thought his own geodesic dome was one 
of, if not the, final statements in archi- 
tecture Fuller replied, "there is no final 
about anything. There is eternity." 


In a casual way he dropped profound 


ideas on the audience the way a boy flips 
pennies into a pool. "In 1961," Fuller 
said "the ship became obsolete. In that 
year three jets carried as many people 
across the Atlantic as the Queen Mary 
and they did it ten times faster and at a 
third of the cost." 


Fuller's abilities seem to be make the 


room and the moment he is sitting in 
seem obsolete. He travels through time 
and space at a speed too fast for every- 
one to follow. And so it was last night. 


Today, Buckminster Fuller is on his 


way to India, a Yankee guru going to 
meet the people of his very close and 
intimate birth. 


BUT WHILE passing through Harper 


College last night he left words like "sy- 
nergy," and "geodesic," in bis wake. In 
fact he gave his audience a new way to 
look at such simple things as skiing down 
a slope of snow. Fuller, who skiied for 
the first time at age 72, saw the sport as 
more than an excursion. He described 
skiing as "angular valving of gravity." 


And by the end of the evening the au- 


dience understood it

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Five apartment complexes inspected 
Fire prevention controls 
most frequent violation 


Missing fire prevention controls have 


been the most frequently cited violations 
during Inspections of five Arlington 
Heights apartment complexes, village of- 
ficials report. 


Village officers 
are 
scheduling in- 


spections of all apartment buildings in 
Arlington Heights as part of a recently 
enacted apartment licensing ordinance. 


Operating licenses for buildings judged 


to be in violation of the village housing 
and life safety codes are being withheld 
until the structures are brought into com- 
pliance. 


"In some cases we've found fire doors 


missing, or doors that don't close. But 
the most common deficiency is the lack 
of emergency lighting in the buildings," 
said Village Sanitarian Daniel Tarry, 
who is supervising the building in- 
spections. 


Battery-operated, stand-by lighting in 


apartment building corridors is required 
as part of the national Life Safety Code, 
recently adopted by the village, he said, 


THE LIGHTS are designed to operate 


during power failures to prevent panic in 
darkened corridors.

ating license can be issued. 


License fees, which cover the cost of 


inspection, are scaled according to the 
size of the apartment complex. 


An annual fee of $25 per building of 


three to six dwelling units; $50 per build- 
ing of seven to 25 dwelling units; and $75 
per building of 26 or more dwelling units 
has been established. 


Arlington Heights is the first munici- 


pality in the state to enact the licensing 
requirement under the home rule provi- 
sions of the 1970 Illinois Constitution. 


For a touch of nostalgia, 
stop for a couple 'Martinis'

Years ago you could walk into this 


little grocery store in the center of town 
for a friendly bite to eat. A bell jangled 
as the door opened and you were met by 
a grocer eager to talk about even the 
time of day. 


Most of Arlington Heights has changed 


since then, but this store at 4 N. Dunton 
Ave., its wood floors covered with lino- 
leum and its shelves tight with modern 
packaged foods, is virtually the same. 
And the latest proprietors, Mr. and Mrs. 
Peter Martini, still add that small town 
touch. 


It may be the first time you walk into 


the Martini Food Shoppe, but the couple 
behind the counter greet you as if you've 
been going there for years. 


FOR MARTINI, the store is a dream. 


After working 22 years at a school desk 
factory and 18 years at a machine shop, 
the idea of owning a grocery store that 
"sells a bit of everything" is his dream. 


"I've always wanted a small business 


for myself," he said, "even when I was 
employed in woodworking and taking 
machines apart. 


"We watched Arlington Heights grow," 


said Mrs. Martini. "We both grew up 
here and traded with the store here be- 
fore us." 


Eight years ago when Martini took 


over the business, he wasn't sure of how 


prosperous a little store would be with 
the rash of supermarket chains. But he 
was sure he always wanted this store. 
"And now he got into it all right," said 
Mrs. Martini. The Martinis, who are in 
their sixties, work at the store seven 
days a week. 


In the midst of rapid suburban growth 


where supermarkets sprout up, scream- 
ing with discount prices, the little store 
on Duncton Street is quietly drawing 
people to come in and chat, and to buy 
sandwiches, just like people used to do. 


"It's a home store," said Mrs. Martini. 


"We make it our business to like people. 
Otherwise we can't do this. It's a small 
store so we can't possibly compete with 
the bigger businesses." 


ABOUT NOON people stream into lines 


and wait to order home-style sandwiches. 
A woman walks in with a list in her hand 
and divides the money into neat piles on 
the counter top. The telephone rings. It's 
an order for a dozen sandwiches. 


The sandwich menu is not extensive,

THIS RENDERING of a $3 million, nine-story of- 
fice and apartment building could become a real- 
ity in downtown Arlington Heights, according to 
Arlington Heights banker Douglas Dodds. Con- 


struction of the building and redevelopment of the 
central business district hinges on the building of 
multi-story parking garages, which could be fi- 
nanced by a special downtown taxing district, 


Dodds says. The banker has indicated that he has 
developers in mind who are willing to build this 
structure between Vail and Highland avenues. Vil- 
lage officials are studying the plan. 


Five social agencies and six park dis-

Citizen group urges 'no unit schools' 


A recommendation of no unit district 


will be presented to the Dist. 59 School 
Board by the Citizens' Reorganization 
Study Committee. 


The motion to recommend a unit dis- 


trict to the Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
School Board was defeated last night by 
a 15-10 vote with two abstentions. 


A short report on the committee's rec- 


ommendation is expected to be presented 
to the board by May 7. A minority report 
will be filed recommending a unit dis- 
trict should be considered. 


The committee voted down the recom- 


mendation for a unit district after mem- 
bers had argued that a unit presents no 
clear educational advantages over the 
present dual district system. 


Another factor influencing the vote was 


the recently released study showing Dist. 
59 students have been dropping in 
achievement test scores over the past 
five years. As one committee member 
said, "I see nothing against a unit dis- 
trict but let's get our own house in order 
first." 


The committee recognized a unit dis- 


trict might have some financial advan- 
tages over the present dual system, but 
the majority felt educational programs 
were a more important consideration. 


Edward Hauser, chairman of the fi- 


nance subcommittee, said he will file a 
minority report. He said the financial 
aspects do enter into the educational pro- 


cess and have to be considered. 


He also said a unit district would have 


better coordination between high schools 
and elementary schools than a dual dis- 
trict would have. 


In a unit school district all grades, kin- 


dergarten through high school, are under 
one administration and one school board. 
In the current dual district system Dist. 
59 is responsible for only grades kinder- 
garten through eight. High School Dist. 
214 administers the high school classes. 


The vote ended some six months of 


study by the committee. The school 
board formed the committee to get com- 
munity input on the question of whether 
or not to form a unit district.
